Return of the Independents 


'SXSW Presents/ season three

The third season of SXSW Presents begins 
showing on KLRU on Tuesday, Oct. 3, at 
9pm. The show will run in that time slot on 
Tuesdays through the end of the year. SXSW 
Presents , season three, will continue through 
the beginning of next year, but the scheduling 
for then is not yet set. I’m an executive pro- 
ducer of the show, but this conflict-of-interest 
strain is less hardy than the ones that usu- 
ally infect this column: I actually do almost 
nothing. The show is run by Matt Dentler, 
SXSW Film honcho on the short-list power 
chart of American independent film players 
with a bullet by his name (maybe two). SXSW 
Film’s Jarod Neece partnered with Dentler on 
this one, with support from Lya Guerra. This 
series presents films, mostly but not entirely 
documentaries, that have been shown, gotten 
praise, and caused excitement on the film 
festival circuit but haven’t really been shown 
enough at other venues around the country. 

KLRU, in contrast, has long championed 
independent thoughts, visions, and films. The 
Territory, for example, just finished its 30th sea- 
son! The show is produced by Austin Museum 
of Art’s Judith Sims, Mary M. Lampe, Tom 
Schatz of Burnt Orange Productions, Ed Hugetz, 
and Marian Luntz, all of whom play significant 
roles in Texas filmmaking. Over the past few 
years, KLRU has become even more prominent 
nationally as a champion of independent film, in 
part because of The Territory and SXSW Presents, 
as well as the PBS programming it runs. 

The whole lineup of each season has been 
great every year thus far, but this year’s SXSW 
Presents schedule is undoubtedly and consis- 
tently the most audience-friendly. The films 
include works like Dreams of Sparrows, a collab- 
orative effort by Iraqi and American filmmakers 
to capture what daily fife is like there; Witches 
in Exile, about Ghana and its “witch villages”; 
Pedal, about a New York City bicycle messen- 
ger; and 24 Hours on Craigslist, which should 
be self-explanatory. The Texas hot-button topic 
of the death penalty is raised in State vs. Reed. 

In addition, any number of local filmmak- 
ers and/or Austin topics are covered. Amy 
Grappell’s A Light From the East is a fascinat- 
ing story of a troupe of actors in the USSR for 
a cultural exchange, who end up witnessing 
the fall of communism. The Last Days of the 
San Jose is co-owner Liz Lambert’s involving 
film on the South Austin landmark, while 
Viva Les Amis is director Nancy Higgins’ 
sweet memory of that talk-inducing, culture- 
breeding campus coffeehouse. 

Barbecue: A Texas Love Story is exactly that, 
from director Chris Elley (my recommenda- 
tion is to start cooking the night before). 

Okay, so the above paragraphs read like a 
press release, but the reality behind the prose 
are so many simply terrific films - all telling 
compelling stories with a cinematic intelligence 
that just grips the viewer, dragging him right 
into the work. This is not like being forced to 
eat your spinach (now more than ever). 
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SXSW Presents’ third season kicks off 
with Stephen Tobolowsky’s Birthday Party. 
Tobolowsky is a classic character actor in 
the vein of some of the screen’s true greats 
(Franklin Pangbom, Elisha Cook Jr., S.Z. 
Sakall, Chill Wills, Strother Martin, L.Q. 
Jones, etc.). His IMDb filmography lists more 
than 170 credits, so it’s likely you’ve seen 
him perform - probably many times. But if 
he was pointed out to you, the most likely 
response would be along the lines of, “Oh, 
sure, I know that face; I’ve certainly seen this 
actor before, but I’m not sure if I ever knew 
his name.” 

Sometimes, in order to identify Tobolowsky, 
someone cites his role as Hugo Jarry in 
Deadwood or Assistant State Attorney Don 
Haffman in CSI: Miami or his work in doz- 
ens of shows over the years including The 
Practice, Desperate Housewives, Murder One, 
Chicago Hope, Curb Your Enthusiasm, and 
According to Jim. Other folks bring us his 
roles in movies, since no matter how big or 
small his part, Tobolowsky usually scores in 
such films as Memento, Sneakers, Mississippi 
Burning, and Thelma and Louise. But, more 
often than not, the film brought up is 
Groundhog Day, in which Tobolowsky plays 
Ned Ryerson, the jerky guy on the street Bill 
Murray encounters early in the day as he 
leaves the hotel. Eventually, Murray punches 
him out. This is a scene most people remem- 
ber immediately, but it is rare to talk to some- 
one who doesn’t then bring up treasured 
Tobolowsky moments in lots of other roles 
he’s played. They also always point out that 


they knew him and his work - they just never 
knew his name. 

A Dallas boy, Tobolowsky went to Kimball 
High School, where he was the lead singer in 
Stevie Ray Vaughan’s first band. Of note is 
that he is brother of the legendary - in some 
circles (circles to which some of us here have 
long aspired) - Barb Tobolowsky and, with 
the playwright Beth Henley and David Byrne, 
co-wrote the movie True Stories. 

This film is a straight- on documentary of 
Tobolowsky’s birthday party. It is fascinating 
to watch this great character actor, who has 
beautifully played so many roles, just being 
himself and talking. 

Independent film is the home of indepen- 
dent voices. Now, once that wasn’t saying 
much, but now that what is being pub- 
licly reported and spoken in this country 
has shrunk into polemically defined ruts 
(no matter how many voices are offering 
them up), finding real independent thinking, 
observations, commentaries, and opinions 
has become so rare that they are to be cham- 
pioned and cherished when found. 

SXSW Presents - because of and along with 
KLRU - offers Austin viewers some of the 
finest new documentaries out there. Watch 
this show, not for your own or our good, but 
because these films are challenging, interest- 
ing, and, most of all, entertaining. 

Please, support the program and the station.

Preserve Our Preserves 


Dear Editor, 

Are water-quality preserves and endangered- 
species habitat preserves the appropriate place 
for new toll roads in the Barton Creek, Barton 
Springs, and Edwards Aquifer watersheds? 
That's the question we asked at the last CAMPO 
meeting, where we displayed a map - which has 
the seal of Travis County on it - that shows new 
roads cutting through Ba I cones Canyon lands 
Preserves and Barton Springs Water Quality 
Preserves owned by the city of Austin. 

Can t we preserve our preserves? Is that too 
much to ask? 

For questioning the wisdom of building a new 
road through preserves and opening up Barton 
Creek watershed land to development, we were 
labeled by Cdron/c/e writer Kimberly Reeves as 
"anti -growth" ['Cease-Fire Ends in Southwest 
Road Wars," News, Sept. 22), 

We are for conservation, for clean water, and 
for public involvement in infrastructure decisions. 
We don’t try to stop growth. We and many other 
community organizations and citizens across 
Central Texas work to have a voice in how we 
grow, in where we grow, and how much we grow. 

The largest community input regarding our 
region's projected growth was the Envision 
Central Texas five-county public survey. 
Respondents overwhelmingly supported protect- 
ing the Edwards Aquifer. 

There are local solutions to existing transporta- 
tion problems, as Gene Lowenthal of the Hamilton 
Pool Road Scenic Corridor Coalition pointed out 
to CAMPO. The Fix 290 Coalition (which includes 
Save Our Springs Alliance) has a solution for 
improvements to 290 and 71 in Oak Hill that has 
broad community support: a parkway design. 

We can improve transportation without run- 
ning roughshod over our preserve lands.

Rita Experiences Firsthand

My son and I are Hurricane Rita evacuees 
who now reside in Austin. I recently read the 
article on Rita [“The Forgotten Storm," News, 
Sept, 22], and while I found some points 
accurate, the majority of it left me disturbed. I 
disagree with Rita being said to have been "bad 
timing" because it happened a month after 
Katrina. When is having a hurricane pummel- 
ing toward your town ever good timing? What’s 
being forgotten here Is how our experiences 
from Rita (living hell) could have been so much 
more catastrophic had it not been for Katrina 
first opening eyes to some major issues. A 
good example is how so many from Katrina 
were screwed when it came to their pets. A lot 
of them were told to leave their pets at home 
(which ended in tragedy), and if they chose to 
bring them, they were turned down for shelter 
because they had animals with them. By the 


time Rita came around, policies had changed on 
evacuees' pets because of what everyone saw 
transpire from Katrina. Considering I had eight 
animals with me during evacuation, I'm grate- 
ful. Some need to realize that the hardships we 
faced don't compare to what those from Katrina 
faced. I have visited Beaumont since leaving, 
and while you do see damage sporadically, it 
basically bounced back to the same, if not bet- 
ter. I saw new businesses being developed and 
job openings are all over. 

I experienced Rita firsthand ... this was not 
a forgotten storm. These were two different 
storms! One happened to cause more destruc- 
tion, fatalities, and displacement. We from 
Rita all have had a year to pick up our lives. I 
acknowledge that some homeowners may still 
be hurting, but it seems that some still strug- 
gling from Rita are only suffering because they 
have become a bit too comfortable with hand- 
outs and freebies.

NAKED CITY 


After 10 years of volunteer service, AISD board vice- 
president and trustee Rudy Montoya submitted his 
resignation to the other eight trustees Monday night. 
Explaining his decision in a letter to his colleagues, 
Montoya cited his new responsibilities as the head of 
the Information Technology division for the office of the 
attorney general. Montoya, who represented East and 
Southeast Austin in District 2, was the longest-serving 
member of the board. Trustees said they were sorry to 
lose him but were thankful for his years of service. “He 
has been a clear and strong voice for thoughtful decision- 
making, especially during our most trying and financially 
challenging times. His rigorous thinking and quiet lead- 
ership have consistently supported the board’s careful 
balancing of the competing demands of so many worthy 
sectors,” Superintendent Pat Forgione said. The resig- 
nation will become effective Nov. 13. - Michael May 

In other AISD board news, the school district is consid- 
ering granting a $4.1 million tax break for a Hewlett- 
Packard data center. The district won’t actually lose 
any tax revenue in the deal; by law, the state must com- 
pensate it for any tax breaks designed to attract jobs. 
Still, the tax break will affect the amount of money 


Texas could spend on education overall, and the district 
will have to pay for educating any children whose par- 
ents relocate to Austin for the new jobs. The company 
has promised to contribute $600,000 to the district in 
both contributions and resources and to encourage its 
employees to mentor and tutor students. The computer 
maker plans to build two data centers that would employ 
280 people at around $60,000 a year. The AISD board 
plans to vote on the proposal on Oct. 9. - M.M. 

Also in local education news, AISD dignitaries dusted 
off their ceremonial shovels and on Sept. 21 broke 
ground on the fifth school that will be built with funds 
from the $519.5 million bond voters approved in 2004. 
The school, which will be named for longtime education 
volunteer John Blazier, is located off of Slaughter in 
South Austin, just east of 1-35. A total of eight schools 
- six middle schools and two elementaries - will be built 
to meet the needs of the fast-growing, 80,000-student 
district; two new schools, Perez and Clayton elementa- 
ries, opened in August. Blazier Elementary should open 
its doors to its 600 students in August 2007. - M.M. 

Also, the UT System has agreed to release the location 
of some - but not all - of its security cameras on 
campus, finally settling a 3-year-old open-records 
request the university newspaper filed with its universi- 
ty. Then reporter Jonathan Young of The Daily Texan had 
asked for the location of the cameras prior to the 
state’s homeland security law under an open-records 
request. When Attorney General Greg Abbott ruled in 
favor of the Texan, the UT System took it to court. 

Under the settlement, UT has agreed to release the 
location of some cameras; it exempted, among others, 
cameras at its nuclear-testing lab at the Pickle 
Research Center. - Kimberly Reeves 

Council Member Lee Leffingwell has called for the cre- 
ation of a Water Conservation Task Force. Water, and 
its protection, is a key issue for Leffingwell, former chair 
of the Environmental Board. Right now, a number of sur- 
rounding communities in Central Texas are facing drought 
conditions. The first meeting of the task force, which will 
be open to the public, will be 2:30pm Friday in the Boards 
and Commissions Room of Austin City Hall. - K.R.

Tough 

Tacos 

The debate over Las Manitas 
is about much more than 
dollars and centavos

Nothing upsets an Austin liberal more than 
a Yankee carpetbagger’s desire to bulldoze his 
enchiladas verdes. 

At least that’s the local impression this 
week, as Marriott International CEO J. Willard 
Marriott, in town for yet another hotel ribbon- 
cutting, told local reporters, “Why should you 
hold up a several hundred million dollar invest- 
ment because of a small little restaurant? The 
restaurant can relocate and should relocate.” If 
you’ve been chilling over a mojito in Marfa for 
the last month and somehow missed the news, 
the “small, little restaurant” Mr. Mega Bucks 
so condescendingly dismissed is none other 
than Las Manitas (aka “the Avenue Cafe”), a 
Congress Avenue and Austin cultural landmark 
since 1981. The Marriott chain, via landown- 
ers the Finley Co. and Indiana-based operators 
White Lodging Services Corp., plans to evict 
Las Manitas and plop three nondescript but 
massive convention hotels on the site, the 
northeast comer of Second and Congress. 

In Chamber of Commerce circles, this is 
what is known as progress. 

Before J. Willard came to town, the land- 
lord and White had been making conciliatory 
noises about coming to an accommodation 
with restaurant owners Cynthia and Lidia Perez 
and their neighbors, Tesoros Trading Co. and 
the Escuelita del Alma day care center (a Las 
Manitas project). Now that Marriott’s put his 
big foot in it - he added that the sisters own 
the La Pena building up the street - tempers 
are rising again, and Cynthia pointedly told 
the Statesman, “He’s got 16 locations in Austin 
already. How many does he need?” 

Apparently, somebody in the home office 
has since yanked the octogenarian tycoon’s 
chain, because this week he apologized, def- 
erentially reminding the sisters that eons ago, 
the Marriott had once been a small restaurant 
“well known in Washington, just like Las Man- 
itas in Austin.” It’s a reasonable guess that 
Cynthia and Lidia are not gazing longingly into 
the future, hoping Las Manitas will grow up 
one day to be a faceless but extremely lucrative 
hotel chain, too. 

Where Do We Want to Live? 

Cynthia’s judgment of relative community 
value was reiterated Tuesday night at Mexic- 
Arte by Liveable City board member Jim Walk- 
er, as he presented the Las Manitas folks with 
one of the organization’s 2006 “Civic Spirit” 
awards, noting that Oct. 18 will be the restau-

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rant’s 25th anniversary. “Las Manitas exemplifies 
what we mean by ‘civic spirit,’” Walker said, 
“and provides a complete cross section of Austin 
- whichever way you want to cut it - every morn- 
ing over breakfast. It’s a place of community, a 
gathering place for talking about us, and now it’s 
the latest front for Austin in determining how we 
answer this question: What kind of a place do we 
want Austin to be? 

“I do know this,” Walker continued. “What Las 
Manitas has given to Austin over the last 25 years 
is worth much, much more than $100 million.” 

As inspiring as it may be, on its face that equa- 
tion is unlikely to sound persuasive to the folks

at the Finley Co., who have already signed a 99- 
year lease with White and indirectly Marriott. Las 
Manitas’ lease runs out Dec. 31, but the landlord 
has offered to extend through next August. Almost 
lost in the shuffle is Escuelita, an innovative, bilin- 
gual day care center unique to Downtown and a 
direct spin-off of the restaurant - and even more 
precarious to the whims of hoteliers. Thus far, 
with the clock ticking, it’s a standoff. 

Preserving the Icons 

Last week the sisters hired Mayor Emeritus Gus 
Garcia to lobby their cause at the city, and Mayor 
Wynn and council members are definitely aware 
that the community is hoping for some official inter- 
vention. Wynn has been talking to all the parties, 
and says there are “six or seven” possible solutions, 
although it’s too soon to say how it might turn out. 
He said his past experience at downtown preserva- 
tion has been useful but that the most commonly 


mentioned solution - that the restaurant move to 
La Pena - creates historic landmark issues of its 
own. I spoke to several members this week, and 
while they’re all verbally supportive of working 
out a compromise, several also offered a cautious 
subtext that essentially runs, “We’re not certain we 
have a legal ground for action. ” 

Garcia snorted. “‘Legal grounds’ is just bullshit. 
The City Council exists to find ways to do things in 
the city that need to be done. When I was mayor 
[2001-2003], then Council Member Wynn served 
on a task force to determine how best to bring Austin 
out of the post-9/11 slump. A central principle of 
that effort is that we need to preserve our unique 
community culture, to ‘keep Austin weird.’ People 
want to come here because of the unique culture, 
and Las Manitas is a central, historic part of that.” 

Wynn insists he remembers. He said his imme- 
diate goal is to keep the atmosphere calm enough 
to work out a deal and that Marriott’s comments 
were “not helpful” in that regard. “I’m working 
hard on it,” Wynn said, “because Las Manitas is 
an iconic piece of the culture and history of the 
city [and is] characteristic of our urban fabric.” 
He noted that the lease of Antone’s nightclub is 
reportedly also about to expire, and, “We’ve got to 
find a way to maintain these iconic businesses that 
may not be tied to a particular historic building.” 

The term “icon” came up a lot in those con- 
versations with officials. Astute “Naked City” 
readers will notice that the possibility of “iconic 
landmarks” was formally raised at the Historic 
Landmark Commission this week, although it’s 
very unclear whether such a designation could 
be in place soon enough to help Las Manitas 
- and the landowners might well consider such 
an attempt a declaration of war. 

But you don’t have to be a Las Manitas custom- 
er, or even like migas, to realize that this debate 
is broader and more profound than just another 
business relocation. City officials, and indeed the 
community at large, are being asked to consider 
what we fundamentally value as citizens of Austin, 
and whether the bottom line - the multimillion- 
dollar real estate deal - is all that matters to the 
future of this city. 

You might want to let the folks down at City Hall 
know where you come down on that question. ■ 


BESIDE THE POINT 

Return of the Butt-Numbathon 

You’ve got to admire their tenacity: After doing without a regular meeting for three 
weeks, what’s planted smack dab in the middle of today’s City Council agenda? A 
resolution canceling the Oct. 26 meeting. Maybe they know something we don’t. Or just 
maybe, with their meetings inching indeterminably longer and longer on Will Wynn’s 
watch, they’ve developed some sort of superhuman endurance, leaping all zoning ordi- 
nances and restrictive covenants in a single bound. Or perhaps City Manager Toby 
Futrell took their car keys for safekeeping. 

Whatever the reasoning, today’s meeting is notable for its breadth, if not depth, only 
obliquely touching the issues crowding council’s fall agenda - like the continuing 
Cortaha Tract follies. The public hearing on siting Water Treatment Plant No. 4 on 
the Cortaha site is scheduled for 6pm; looking back, the city’s insistence that today, 
Sept. 28, was to be the county’s absolute last day to acquiesce to official Austin’s 
superior wisdom is even stranger than it seemed when the bluff first appeared (the 
county didn’t blink, scheduling its own WTP 4 hearing for Oct. 4). 

Lee Leffingwell’s accompanying watei^conservation report-in-progress is revisited 
(Item 71), granting the appointed committee a 30-day extension, now in four months. 
Council’s also moving toward a new cab company; the uneasiness over selecting a 
new taxi franchise via lottery is addressed at Item 40, with formal selection criteria 
hammered out by Public Works and the Urban Transportation Commission. 

Other threads entangling council for months finally unravel today: The mobile-food 
ordinance (i.e., the taco-stand amendment) is up for passage on second and third 
reading (Item 20), with an extension of the interim ordinance also announced in case 
disagreement tips the cart (Item 21). Miraculously, council looks ready to close on the 
McMansion ordinance, also on second and third (Item 22). Aside from settling argu- 
ments over height measurements, permits, and other design commission concerns, the 
ordinance allows Denver-based Clarion Associates (last seen channeling mixed-use 
commercial design standards into a pretty, picture-laden book) to do the same for 
these oft-convo luted McMansion rules. Two items additionally address the development 
deluge: Item 72 would direct Futrell to work with the design commission in revising 
Downtown Design Guidelines, while Betty Dunkerley’s Item 70 implements account- 
ability guidelines for the affordable-housing funds in the November bond election. 

Speaking of money, council drops a bundle this week. A mere $6.5 million is dedicat- 
ed toward building the Gustavo “Gus” L. Garcia Recreation Center (Item 32). The 
19,000-square-foot center in Northeast Austin sees groundbreaking in October, sched- 
uled for completion in a year. The city’s also set to shell out $4.5 million for water-utili- 
ty-related relocations at the Seaholm Redevelopment site (Item 12); they stand to 
recoup a whopping $11,000 by selling a small, long-owned (ca. 1958) parcel of city 
property to the Spring Condos group for their Third and Lamar site (Item 25). 

Rounding out the festivities are a cluster of possibly contentious zoning cases: the 
East Riverside/Oltorf Combined Neighborhood Plan (Item 103); creating 
Neighborhood Plan Combining Districts for Parker Lane, Pleasant Valley, and 
Riverside (Items 104-106); and a zoning tweak for the massive Domain development 
out North MoPac way (Item 95). 

Which occasions our first question for the holiday season: Who wouldn’t want to live 
above a Neiman Marcus? - Wells Dunbar

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The Austin-based National Poultry Justice Alliance - representing growers 
and workers, as well as environmental, public health, religious, and social jus- 
tice organizations - released a statement Monday openly criticizing the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture’s plan for responding to a U.S. outbreak of bird 
flu, saying the plan ignores the safety of poultry workers and the public, while 
protecting big business’ bottom line. “The USDA does not address industry 
practices that increase the risk of spreading avian influenza,” the statement 
reads. “Not only are big poultry producers housing hundreds of thousands of 
birds, they’re moving birds, feed, and supplies, and even poultry waste to be 
used as fertilizer or to be fed to other animals,” says Wenonah Hauter, execu- 
tive director of Food & Water Watch, adding, “[T]he USDA is incorrectly focus- 
ing its attention on small and free-range poultry farmers.” Mark Lauritsen of 
the United Food and Commercial Workers said that while poultry workers 
would be first exposed to bird flu, the plan fails to ensure they have protec- 
tive equipment, specialized sanitation, training, human flu vaccinations, and 
whistle-blower protections for detecting and reporting sick birds. NPJA director 
Andrea Whiteis said the USDA plan provides compensation for the large poul- 
try companies that own birds, while workers and farmers who contract with 
them stand to lose their entire livelihood. - Daniel Mottola 

Longtime City Commissioner Jean Mather, who currently sits on the Historic 
Landmark Commission, had strong questions this week about whether the 

new McMansion ordinance 
was doing its job. This month, 
as it is every month, the 
Historic Landmark 
Commission was faced with 
multiple cases of teardowns 
in urban neighborhoods - pri- 
marily Hyde Park and Pember- 
ton - where the new home 
construction would be far out 
of scale with its neighbors. 

Yet each case met the new 
code requirements. Historic 
Preservation Officer Steve Sadowsky confirms that demolition permits on 
older houses are up in the city - probably triple what they were last year - 
and says that part of the problem is the fact that neighborhoods are still pre- 
paring local historic district applications. The new local historic districts are 
intended to decrease teardowns by requiring compatible construction. Historic 
neighborhoods are concerned because some of the homes under demolition 
threat could be contributing to their local historic districts. - K.R. 

The Austin Police Department’s Cold Case Unit on Sept. 21 arrested 58- 
year-old Jose “Joe” Reyes for the 1983 murder of Esther Gervara Broberg. 
On May 22, 1983, softball players found Broberg’s nude body, her clothing 
strewn nearby, in Givens District Park on East 12th. Police said Broberg had 
been sexually assaulted and stabbed multiple times. Although police quickly 
found three suspects, there wasn’t enough evidence to take the case to trial, 
and the investigation went cold. That changed when detectives reopened the 
case earlier this year and found a DNA sample collected from the crime 
scene; last week police said the sample matched Reyes, one of the three 
original suspects. A Travis Co. grand jury has indicted Reyes on a charge of 
capital murder; he remains in the Travis County Jail on a $250,000 bond. 
Police say that Broberg and Reyes were acquaintances but have declined to 
elaborate - detectives believe Reyes may have had at least one accomplice 
and are asking anyone with information to call the homicide tip line at 
477-3588 or Capital Area Crime Stoppers at 472-8477. - Jordan Smith 

In other crime news, this week the city announced the beginning of its stu- 
dent safety coalition, a joint project between the city, the APD, UT, and its 
student government and service groups. During the City Council meeting pro- 
posing the coalition, Council Member Jennifer Kim said there have been four 
deaths, 18 reported rapes, and more than 3,000 thefts in the 78705 ZIP 
code abutting campus. High-profile incidents in West Campus, such as the 
death and mutilation of Jennifer Cave, have also drawn attention to security 
concerns. “Through creation of this coalition, we are taking steps to create a 
safer place for students throughout our community,” said Kim in a press 
release. The group is scheduled to meet three times during the fall semester 
and twice in the spring. - Wells Dunbar 

Also, the sit-in protesting the United States’ policy of not letting open gays 
into the military that we reported on last week apparently got a lot more heat- 
ed after we left. Rebecca Solomon and Jesus Sanchez were arrested 
Tuesday, Sept. 19, and subsequently charged with criminal trespassing, a 
Class C misdemeanor, after, according to an e-mail from Solomon, dashing 
into the military recruitment center at Dobie Mall when someone left the 
building and didn’t lock the door. Both Solomon, 18, and Sanchez, 24, are 
openly gay and have been told they can’t serve their country for that reason. 
“There are currently approximately 64,000 people serving in silence,” said 
Solomon, referring to the military’s current Don’t Ask Don’t Tell policy, at a 
press conference before she and Sanchez began their sit-in outside the 
recruitment center. “We are here as openly gay people who want to enlist and 
are ready to serve our country.” - Cheryl Smith 

A group known as Chain Free Austin expects to propose a new city ordinance 
in the coming weeks. No, it’s not meant to eliminate local bondage pervs but 
rather the perverse practice of chaining or tethering dogs for extended periods 
of time. Chain Free’s Lyndon Poole listed a series of recent, real-life examples 


of how chaining has led to serious 
attacks on children and dog deaths. The 
law would have an exemption for tempo- 
rary animal functions, such as vet visits, 
grooming, and obedience training, and for 
temporary tasks as long as the owner or 
handler is present throughout the task. Poole 
pointed out that the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture has concluded that continuous confine- 
ment of dogs by tethering is inhumane and that 11 cities nationwide have 
banned chaining so far. “Our purpose is to protect children who come in con- 
tact with chained or tethered dogs and to encourage more humane treatment 
of dogs,” Poole said. Still in the early draft stages, the proposed ordinance 
already has the support of the Texas Federation of Humane Societies, the 
Texas Humane Legislation Network, and three local pet-owner organizations, 
according to Poole. Chain Free Austin should have a Web site up in the next 
few weeks.

Planned Parenthood of the Texas Capital Region last week announced 
the retirement of 16-year veteran CEO Glenda Parks, effective Sept. 26.

Elyse Yates in a press release. “She has been the steady hand at the helm 
as the agency has grown and triumphed over obstacles these last few years.”

The Planning Commission is looking for a little intervention - planning, not 
divine - in the upcoming case for a new zoning overlay for the former 
Concordia University site. In the case, which will make its way to the com- 
mission in October, developers want to turn the soon-to-be-former university 
campus into a mixed-use, high-density, walking community with more than 
1,200 apartments, office space, and a 250-room hotel. In a recent plea to a 
commission subcommittee, the Hancock Neighborhood Association noted 
that the city has rarely attempted such a large-scale development - the 
Concordia campus is 22 acres - without the guidance of a planner like 
design group ROMA. The commissioners agreed and asked staff to try to 
arrange more mediation before the case moves to the commission. - K.R. 

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Robert Conran - an old-school crooner and expert flamenco dancer who was 
imprisoned for six years for a crime he most likely did not commit and then 
deported to England after losing his bid for a full pardon by just two votes of 
the Board of Pardons and Paroles - died in England earlier this month, after 
losing a battle with hepatitis C. Conran was convicted for the 1996 robbery of 
the Furr’s Cafeteria on South Lamar based on the testimony of a single 
eyewitness - the cafeteria cashier, who said that when Conran came in to eat 
at Furr’s the day after the robbery, she recognized him as the man who stole 
nearly $1,000 from the till the previous evening. Despite serious inconsisten- 
cies in the cashier’s testimony, Conran was sentenced to seven years. Under 
normal circumstances, he would have served his time and been released, but 
because he was a British citizen, even though he’d emigrated to the U.S. with 
his family when he was 6 years old, Conran’s release from prison meant 
transfer to an immigration detention facility outside of Houston and deporta- 
tion in 2002. While in the Houston facility, Conran had a cancerous kidney 
removed, and once in England, his health began to decline, says his sister, 
Elaine, until problems with his liver and remaining kidney “became too much 
for his body to take.” Conran died Sept. 5, with family by his side, at the 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in Cambridge. (To read Conran’s story, see “Now 
Serving ... Time,” June 29, 2001.) -J.S.

Faced with a choice between accepting a buyout or riding 
out the coming upheaval at The Dallas Morning News, 20 % 
of the paper’s newsroom staffers opted to take the money and 
run. The paper’s management hoped about 85 reporters and 
editors would voluntarily leave; instead 111 walked out this 
month, which, if nothing else, speaks volumes about news- 
room morale. 

Those taking the buyout included nationally known sports 
writer Kevin Blackistone and longtime Austin bureau staffer 
Pete Slover, who was known for his in-depth features. “I was 
not certain where journalism was going and if I wanted to be 
part of that,” said Slover, who plans to use his law degree and 
work in Austin. “With all the uncertainty, it seemed like a good 
time to take fate in my hands.” 

Belo Corp., the paper’s owner, has been slowly dismantling 
the Morning News ’ newsroom, once one of the nation’s elite 
staffs, working at the level of The New York Times, Los Angeles 
Times, and The Washington Post. The buyout plan came after 
layoffs in 2001 and 2004; the latter slicing 65 people from 
the newsroom payroll. 

Morale is “obviously not great right now,” Editor Bob Mong 
said. But he noted that the paper bounced back after 2004’s 
layoffs and launched several new initiatives, including more 
local coverage. “We did it, and we did it well, and it’s making 
a difference.” 

But obviously it’s not going that well. The volume of staffers 
who decided to take their shot in the Wal-Mart economy rather 
than stick around for Belo’s version of the digital revolution 
suggests that not everyone is as excited about the progress 
as Mong. 

Belo says it needed to make cuts to save $9 million a year, 
which also hints that management’s grand strategy for taking 
the paper into the new millennium hasn’t been a rousing suc- 
cess. The paper’s recent track record includes a scandal in 
2004 when management was caught misstating its circulation 
numbers, costing the paper both cash and credibility. 

The new plan is to cut national coverage and focus rabidly 
on local news, leaving the distinct impression that one of the 



country’s great newspapers is now content to be the best 
darn paper in south Richardson. In a column explaining the 
changes to readers on Sept. 17, Mong touted the paper’s 
expanded Metro section and recent investigative work, without 
noting the irony that many of the people who produced those 
pieces are no longer employed by the paper. 

Slover was the only one of the Morning News ’ seven-mem- 
ber Austin bureau to take the buyout. And staffers have been 
assured there are no plans to cut the bureau. “I’ve heard 
nothing but support,” said bureau chief Christy Hoppe. But 
as the major media corporations retrench after years of failing 
to react to the modern age, there’s little security in any 
bureau. The Morning News’ Washington bureau is one of the 
major casualties of the latest reorganization and Belo-owned 
WFAA-TV in Dallas shuttered its Austin bureau in 2004. 

Mong insists that the Morning News has no plans to cut 
back on its capital coverage. “It’s a core area for us,” Mong 
said. “I consider it a local bureau.” 

Yet few doubt that there is more mayhem on the horizon. 
“Yes, more change is coming,” Morning News Publisher Jim 
Moroney wrote in a memo to employees, in case anyone had 
any doubts. Another reorganization plan is due in November. 
One issue to be addressed in that plan will be the larger-than- 
expected number of staffers who decided to jump ship, which 


may leave “gaps” in coverage, Mong said. Going forward, one 
of the company’s top priorities is “to pay a lot of attention to 
retention” of employees, the editor said. 

□ 

Due in part to a “vendetta” by her former boss at the 
University of Texas, The Austin Student Publisher Evelyn 
Gardner says she has decided to sell the free weekly newspa- 
per, which was distributed on seven area college campuses. 
The paper stopped publishing in July. Staffers were told the 
publication was likely to be sold and that there was no guaran- 
tee of future employment. A few weeks later, Gardner was 
hired as the publisher of The Katy Times. 

Gardner, the former advertising director of The Daily Texan, 
launched the paper two years ago as an alternative to the 
campus papers. With a minimal staff and a roster of student 
freelancers usually paid $15 to $30 a story, the paper was 
more lifestyle- and frat-oriented than the established school 
dailies. The quality often seemed to reflect the pay scale, but 
it certainly provided another outlet for student journalists and 
often came across as less stuffy and self-important than the 
established campus papers. Although it often seemed thin on 
advertising and switched from a broadsheet to a tabloid for- 
mat earlier this year, Gardner says the paper was generating 
“positive cash flow,” thanks to advertisers eager to reach col- 
lege kids. 

But Gardner says she was harassed at every turn by Kathy 
Lawrence, her former boss and director of student media at 
UT. According to Gardner, Lawrence worked against the paper 
with student media organizations and suppliers and used UT’s 
weight to turn advertisers and students against it. The final 
straw came in March, she says, when The Daily Texan began 
offering free housing ads online, undercutting the market as 
The Austin Student started a push for housing ads. “I really 
got tired of it,” Gardner says. “We were doing very well ... but I 
was tired of dealing with the vendetta from The Daily Texan.” 

Lawrence denies working against the Student. “It’s simply 
not true,” she says. “We didn’t take any action in any way 
aimed at their publication.” 

Gardner says she can’t offer any details of the sale, but she 
expects the Student to reappear under new ownership in the 
near future. 


Celebrating Barrientos 

“I am not retiring, just changing gloves,” declared Austin state Sen. Gonzalo 
Barrientos, at a Sept. 13 Scholz Garten celebration of the retiring senator and 
his wife, Emma, sponsored by the Austin Tejano Democrats. Barrientos is offi- 
cially stepping down at the end of his current legislative term in January, after 
21 years in the Senate and 10 years in the House, but he says he expects to 
turn to some related form of work - perhaps public relations or broadcasting. 
“We are humbled that you allowed us to serve,” he told the crowd, speaking for 
himself and Emma, “and we are thankful we were able to build some bridges 
between all kinds and colors of people, rich and poor.” The shared affection 
among the Barrientos family - several of them on hand - and several genera- 
tions of politicians, community activists, and friends was palpable. 

Emphasizing the senator’s legislative work in housing, education, and the 
environment, Austin state Rep. Elliott Naishtat recalled, “Gonzalo has done 
more for the people of Texas than you will ever, ever know.” Naishtat was also 
among those sharing tales about the old days, recalling in particular his first 
meeting with Barrientos, at the time a program officer with Volunteers in Service 
to America. “He just couldn’t stop laughing,” said Naishtat, “when he realized 
he was telling this Jewish New Yorker, who thought he’d been assigned to San 
Francisco, that I was in fact going to be performing my service in Eagle Pass.” 

And there were more sober memories, as John Trevino, Austin’s first 
Mexican-American City Council member, recalled persuading Barrientos to run 
once again for the House seat he had narrowly lost to incumbent Wilson 
Foreman in 1972. Barrientos was extremely reluctant to put his family through 
the ordeal all over again, but Trevino and others told him, “There’s no one else 
that can do it. ... We just don’t have anyone else.” Barrientos sat and thought a 
long time, recalled Trevino - “Finally, he stood and said, l VamanosV” 

This time, he won. Barrientos became the first Mexican-American representa- 
tive from Travis Co. and began a long legislative career supporting and defend- 
ing the interests of ordinary Texans. “He was a different kind of politician,” 
recalled a lifelong friend. “He never forgot his roots.” - Michael King

Sources tell us that Carachure, who was driving a green 
BMW, and Chavarria, driving a white Acura, were traveling at 
nearly 100 mph just before each of their cars plowed into 
the side of the Ford. The truck’s driver, Myrton Lynn 
McDonald, 68, died at the scene of the crash; the four 
occupants of the Acura were transported to Brackenridge 
hospital where one, 16-year-old Stephanie Chavarria, died. 
Carachure left the scene before police arrived. Carachure 
and Chavarria are charged with racing, a second-degree felo- 
ny; Carachure was also charged with failing to stop and ren- 
der aid, a third-degree felony. Chavarria was arrested Sept. 
22; at press time, Carachure is still at large.

Las Manitas and Escuelita del Alma 

have recruited former Austin Mayor Gus 
Garcia to join the home team in negotiations 
over the future of the iconic “small little 
restaurant” and child care center Downtown. 
Adding a heavy hitter like Garcia to their 
dugout helps even the odds in negotiations 
with notorious gun-for-hire real estate 
attorney Richard Suttle, who represents 
developer White Lodging Company. The 
hotel operator intends to boot out the tenant 
businesses, tear down the older buildings 
that house them, and put up a new Marriott 
megahotel complex. 

“Former mayors don’t get involved in just 
anything that comes down the pike,” said Jim 
Walker, who’s heading up the Escuelita parent 
and staff group. Escuelita director Dina Flores 
said that while the businesses are minimally 
compensating Garcia, his involvement is “very 
much a labor of love.” 

To date, Escuelita has been unable to get 
Suttle to provide a lease extension as 
requested, to ensure continuity of child care 
at least through next August for more than 
100 Escuelita families. “They are playing a 
game of chicken with us,” said Flores. “Do 
you think White Lodging really wants to go on 


record as throwing 100 children out on the 
street on December 31?” 

City of Austin advisers and staff are show- 
ing strong interest in the fate of the historic 
buildings and their tenants. At this Monday’s 
meeting of the Historic Landmark Commis- 
sion, a draft of a new “iconic preservation” 
ordinance was introduced by Dave Sullivan 
of the city Planning Commission; the discus- 
sion referenced Las Manitas. The proposed 
new “iconic” designation could be requested 
by a business owner located in leased space, 
like Las Manitas and Escuelita; provisions 
would prevent the landlord from retaliating 
against the tenant. From the city’s Historic 
Preservation Office came a timely early report 
from Steve Sadowsky on recent research 
into the 200 block of Congress. To date, the 
office has found historical significance dating 
back to around 1915 for the buildings that 
house the cafe, day care, and Tesoros Trad- 
ing Company - all slated for teardown. 

This Friday, Sept. 29, from 5:30-7:30pm, a 
Save Las Manitas and Escuelita fundraiser 
($5 suggested donation) will be held at neigh- 
boring Copa Bar and Grill, 217 Congress. The 
musical lineup includes Johnny Degollado y 
su Conjunto, the children of Escuelita singing 
“La Bamba,” and - not to be missed - a 
cameo star turn by Gus Garcia himself. Maybe 
he’ll sing a love song. - Katherine Gregor 


Sustainable Living 

At the seventh annual Renewable Energy 
Roundup and Green Living Fair - billed as 
the biggest sustainability event in the South 
and held last weekend in Fredericksburg - co- 
founder and organizer Russel Smith heard 
much of the same old thing as he talked with 
attendees. The top two reasons people gave 
for showing up, he explained, were being fed 
up with dependence on foreign and fossil 
energy sources and wanting to do some- 
thing about climate change. Smith, who 
heads up the Texas Renewable Energy 
Industries Association when he’s not 


Louisiana. Geothermal energy can also be 
economically used to heat and cool buildings 
on-site. According to Richards’ calculations, 
“Geothermal power has 50,000 times the 
energy potential of all oil and gas known 
today in the world.” She expects to have a 
calculation for Texas’ energy generation 
potential soon, as many enviros see geother- 
mal as a reliable and green way to offset the 
need for new coal plants. 

Another alternative, solar power, was 
addressed by William Ball, founder of the 
Arkansas Renewable Energy Association. Lie’s 
building a Little Rock subdivision of homes 
that derives 50% of its energy from the sun 


coordinating the yearly green pilgrimage 
into the Hill Country (and probably sports 
a cowboy hat and boots more than any 
known environmentalist), said this year’s 
Roundup saw its highest turnouts yet. 

While the event is the place to learn 
about cutting-edge clean-energy tech- 
nologies and has long been a one-stop 
shop for people wanting greener homes 
and natural backyard gardens, it’s also a 
forum of ideas and information relating to a 
host of prominent political issues. From dis- 
cussing ways to stop the USDA’s looming 
National Animal Identification System 
(seen as a threat to small farmers and a 
boon to corporate agribusiness) to under- 
standing viable efficiency and renewable-ener- 
gy alternatives to the 17 proposed highly 
polluting coal plants state leaders seem 
delighted to open, the Roundup is a regional 
summit for environmental organizing at a time 
when domestic energy and food production is 
as politicized as ever. 

Maria Richards of the Southern Methodist 
University Geothermal Laboratory talked on 
Friday about how her team is harnessing 
clean, renewable energy in the form of hot 
water from existing and decommissioned oil 
and gas wells across Texas, Oklahoma, and

and noted in his speech that solar homes are 
making energy in the hot afternoon while 
other homes are pushing utilities toward peak 
demand. An early installer of so-called “next- 
generation” or “thin-film” solar (expected 
to vastly broaden the industry since it can be 
integrated into roof tiles and siding at a lower 
cost), Ball said, “We haven’t yet started the 
Manhattan Project of our renewable infrastruc- 
ture.” Meanwhile, Ball has also been working 
on homes for low-income people that employ 
some of the high-efficiency tactics used to 
maximize solar projects, cutting utility bills 
and boosting affordability. One such tactic is 
solar water heating, a fairly simple technol- 
ogy for which Austin Energy has launched a 
rebate and assistance program open to all 
customers.

Beware the Straight Party Vote 

Straight-ticket voting may be a convenient 
way to declare your party loyalty in the voting 
booth, but beware: In the Nov. 7 election, 
pressing the straight-ticket button could 
damage your favorite party. 

As with so much more that is screwed up 
with democracy in Texas, you can thank Tom 
DeLay. In August, portions of the congression- 
al redistricting that he forced upon Lone Star 
voters was found unconstitutional, necessitat- 
ing that five districts be redrawn yet again, 
including two in Travis, districts 25 and 21. 
That in turn invalidated the spring primaries in 
those races, forcing special elections in which 
multiple candidates of a political party may run. 
As District 25 incumbent Lloyd Doggett points 
out in a letter in today’s “Postmarks” section, 
that means straight-party votes don’t apply in 
those particular races - i.e., if you live in 
District 25 and press the “Straight Democrat” 
button, no vote will be recorded for Doggett, 
or anyone else in that race. Voters must go 
directly to that race on the ballot and select a 
specific candidate. Other races on the ballot 
are unaffected by this situation. 

The District 25 candidates: Democrat Dog- 
gett, Libertarian Barbara Cunningham, Inde- 
pendent Brian Parrett, and Republican Grant 
Rostig. In District 21, candidates are: 
Democrats John Courage and Gene Kelly; 
incumbent Republican Lamar Smith; 
Libertarian James Arthur Strohm; and 
Independents Tommy Calvert, James Lyle 
Peterson, and Mark J. Rossano. 

Unlike the general election races, any of 
the special election races that do not produce 
a candidate with more than 50% of the vote 
will be decided in a run-off, at a date yet to be 
determined. - Lee Nichols 

Pot Decrim a Kinky Idea 

With new FBI crime stats revealing that more 
than 800,000 pot users were arrested last 
year - the vast majority for mere possession - 
at a cost of some $10 billion per year (see 
“Weed Watch,” p.24), the pot decriminaliza- 
tion stance being taken by indie gubernatorial 
candidate Kinky Friedman doesn’t sound as 
off-the-wall as pot prohibitionist politicos might 
have you believe. During a recent editorial 
board meeting with the Associated Press, 
Friedman said he supports legalizing posses- 
sion of small amounts of marijuana as a 
means to free up jail and prison space and 
financial resources that would be better spent 
on drug education, prevention, and rehab pro- 
grams. Fie also supports legalizing medi-pot 
for use by seriously ill patients on the advice of 
a physician, said his spokeswoman Laura 
Stromberg. While Friedman’s pot decrim posi- 
tion may be a hard sell for status quo drug-war- 
addicted pols (with the exception of a handful 
of Texas legislators, most notably Flouston Rep. 
Harold Dutton, who authored a decrim bill last 
session), his medi-pot position could have legs. 
So far, legislators on both sides of the aisle - 
including Austin Democrat Elliott Naishtat, 
outgoing Austin GOP Rep. Terry Keel, and Rep. 
Suzanna Gratia Hupp, R-Lampasas - have 
thrown their support behind medi-pot legisla- 
tion. Each medi-pot bill has languished in com- 
mittee, but as support for such a measure con- 
tinues to grow, it’s clear that medi-pot will 


Kos Details Vision for 'Crashing the Gate' 

With page-views hovering around 20 million a month, 

DailyKos.com is not only the largest liberal weblog going, but 
the biggest political blog, period. So it might have been a little 
odd for DailyKos founder Markos Moulitsas to find only 60 or 
so progressives greeting his appearance at MonkeyWrench 
Books last week. The turnout - by no means poor, but not nec- 
essarily suggestive of Kos’ breadth and reach - underscored 
one of Moulitsas’ points, that it will take time for liberal Dems 
to translate the blog-driven “people-powered movement” to suc- 
cess on the ground. Still, taking the stage in a T-shirt for Ned 
Lamont, the blogosphere-endorsed candidate who beat Joe 
Lieberman in the Dem primary, it was evident their efforts are 
beginning to bear fruit. 

“Back then, it was all theory,” Moulitsas said of the ideas laid 
out in Crashing the Gate, the book co-written with MyDD.com 
blogger Jerome Armstrong that he was on tour promoting. “Our 
victories were all moral.” But with the successful Lamont chal- 
lenge and competitive candidacies like Jim Webb’s Virginia Senate 
race (aided by bloggers amplifying opponent George “Macaca” 

Allen’s racist gaffes), Moulitsas says his ideas are working. 

One of Moulitsas’ major thrusts pierces the “consultant 
cabal” and graying Dem hierarchy in D.C., “moderate” groups 
like the Democratic Leadership Council. Fie cited Democratic 
National Committee Chairman Floward Dean’s 50-state strategy, 
which puts paid consultants on the ground in every state, no 
matter how red. Moulitsas said the DLC was “apoplectic” about 
it, but it’s led to competitive races in GOP strongholds like Wyoming 
and Idaho. “The Republicans aren’t beating us on the issues,” said 
Moulitsas. “They’re beating us on the hustle.” Further energizing party 
leadership is technology like YouTube. “People are seeing for them- 
selves which ads are good” and which consultants to hire. 

They need consultants and campaigns that can tell stories and 
form narratives. For all his failures and mistakes, voters believed 


Bush wanted to keep 
America safe, said 
Moulitsas. “If they believe 
you’re a good person, they’re 
willing to overlook your mis- 
takes.” And it’s only by force- 
fully standing for something 
that candidates can get peo- 
ple to rally around them. It’s 
not Democrats’ positions on 
national defense, torture, or 
Iran that show weakness: 

“By being afraid to talk 
about the things they think 
everybody believes, they 
show weakness,” said 
Moulitsas. “People aren’t 
expecting their candidates to 
agree with them 100% of 
the time, [but they expect 
them] to be unafraid to 
stand on those principles.” 
“It’s tough in states like 
Texas. ... Things have been 
so disastrous here,” he 
admitted, but he encouraged 
the true blue crew to stay 
motivated. “It took conserva- 
tives 16 years - since Goldwater - to get Reagan elected. Forty years 
...to take the Flouse in the Gingrich revolution.” Democrats and pro- 
gressives had made major strides in the last few years with meager 
resources, he reminded the crowd. Fie then set 2016 as the target 
date for Democratic operations to equal today’s entrenched 
Republican machinery. “That’s only for a level playing field,” he said.

Friedman Fights Off 
Racism Charges 

Kinky Friedman was forced on the defen- 
sive last week for racial slurs he made during 
a 1980 stand-up comedy performance in 
Flouston, explaining his use of the n-word 
was a satirical dig at bigotry. The independent 
candidate for governor refuses to apologize 
for the remarks, which first surfaced on the 
Burnt Orange Report Web site and drew 
immediate criticism from his campaign rivals 
and African-American leaders. 

“I’m not a racist, I’m a realist, and fuck 
’em if they can’t take a joke,” Friedman said 
Friday from New York, where he was attending 
a fundraiser. “I was an equal opportunity 
offender,” he said. “I was one of the first. 
Lenny Bruce and Richard Pryor were ahead of 
me; Chris Rock was after me.” 

Friedman was especially critical of Gov. 

Rick Perry for weighing in on the racial com- 
ments. “Now he thinks he’s Jesse Jackson,” 
he said. “Lie’s shocked by comments about 
people of color - that really takes the prize. 
This is the man who told gays to leave Texas 
if they didn’t like the ban on gay marriage.” 

News of his 1980 comments followed 
another stir he created earlier this month 
when he referred to the Katrina evacuees in 
Flouston as “crackheads and thugs.” Most of 
the evacuees in Flouston are black. Additional- 
ly, opponents dusted off a video of a CNBC 
interview last year when he announced what 
he would do with sexual predators: “Throw 
them in prison and throw away the key, and 
make them listen to a Negro talking to him- 
self.” The line appeared in one of his earlier 


mystery novels. The CNBC interview drew little 
attention at the time because Friedman wasn’t 
considered a serious candidate. But recent 
polls show him neck-and-neck with Democrat 
Chris Bell and ahead of fellow indie Carole 
Keeton Strayhorn, both of whom desperate- 
ly need Friedman out of the way to close in on 
Perry. Said Kinky: “The fact that this is pop- 
ping up now is great news for us.” 

Friedman has backed off of other incendiary 
comments he’s made. Fie says he no longer 
supports the war in Iraq, and he doesn’t really 
hate young people, nor does he support teen- 
age suicides, as he has stated in several 
interviews. On the war, he says, “It’s clear to 
me that Willie [Nelson] was right. I lost a 
thousand dollar bet to Willie on that. I bet 
that Bush and Blair would be heroes within a 
matter of months [after the invasion], and 
Willie won a thousand bucks from me, which 
he still hasn’t collected.” Fie also says he’s 
re-evaluated his thoughts about young people, 
the group his campaign is targeting to drive 
up voter turnout in November. “I would say 
that the evidence today is that teenagers love 
Kinky, and there’s hardly any of them in Texas 
who want to grow up to be like Rick Perry,” he 
said. “Young people and I are getting along 
really well right now. Maybe because we both 
feel that we’re bucking the system, and maybe 
there’s a connection there.” - Amy Smith 

Strayhorn Calls Out 
the Rangers 

Carole Keeton Strayhorn on Tuesday pro- 
posed a border security plan that would 
pull the Texas Rangers out of the history 
books and put them on the front lines of 
modern-day counterterrorism efforts. Strayhorn ’s 
Secure Texas plan calls for doubling the size 
of the relatively small police force and creat- 


ing five new companies: a special weapons 
and tactics training team, a rapid response 
company, and three divisions that would over- 
see the state’s western, southern, and coast- 
al borders. She said $15 million would pay 
for the expansion once she eliminates 
“wasteful government spending.” While vow- 
ing to stop illegal immigration, Strayhorn also 
sidestepped fanning the flames of xenophobia 
with a commitment to improve living condi- 
tions along the border. She said she would 
direct $84 million toward infrastructure 
improvements and educational opportunities 
in poverty-stricken counties. - A.S. 

Richards Was a Yella Dawg, 
Not a Jewgirl 

You’d have thought New York columnist Liz 
Smith committed political treason Tuesday 
when the native Texan told her syndicated 
readership that her late friend, former Texas 
Gov. Ann Richards, supported indie candi- 
date Kinky Friedman for her old job. Smith’s 
New York Post column, trumpeted in a press 
release by the Friedman campaign, triggered 
an uproar among Texas Democrats. Chris 
Bell called the column an “outrage,” accord- 
ing to the San Antonio Express-News. Late 
Tuesday afternoon, Richards’ four children 
issued a brief statement contradicting Smith. 
“Ann Richards did not support Kinky 
Friedman for governor of Texas nor endorse 
him before she died,” the statement read. 
“She was very concerned about this election. 
She always voted a straight Democratic tick- 
et.” Smith, who spoke last week at Richards’ 
memorial service in Austin, also addressed 
in her column allegations that Friedman is a 
racist because of his “loose, fearless talk.” 
She wrote that Friedman and Richards had a 
lot in common. -A.S. 
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Democrats Who Better Hope 
They Never Get Hurt 

Eight Democratic legislators found their way 
onto a mostly Republican list of candidates 
endorsed last week by Texans for Lawsuit 
Reform, an influential political action commit- 
tee on a mission to put plaintiffs attorneys out 
of business. Few people were shocked to see 
the names of Democratic Reps. Mark Strama 
of Austin and Patrick Rose of Dripping Springs 
on the list. TLR endorsed both in 2004. Rose 
has received more than $100,000 in TLR con- 
tributions since 2003, after voting for a major 
tort reform bill in 2002 and alienating his trial 
lawyer supporters who had helped finance his 
2001 campaign. Strama’s uncle, Dick 
Trabulsi, is president of the PAC. Other 
Democratic House members endorsed by the 
TLR include Robby Cook, Eagle Lake; Mike 
Villarreal, San Antonio; Mark Homer, Paris; 
Chuck Hopson, Jacksonville; and David Far- 
abee, Wichita Falls. The TLR endorsed only 
one Democrat in the Senate: John Whitmire 
of Houston. TLR is predominantly funded by 
major GOP donors, including right-wing San 
Antonio businessman James Leininger, 
Houston homebuilder Bob Perry, and Dallas 
real estate big wheel Harlan Crow. - A.S. 

Courage Endorsed by Sierra Club 

In the race to represent Texas’ 21st U.S. 
House District, which includes parts of 
Southwest and Central Austin and western 
Travis Co., the Sierra Club has endorsed 
Democrat John Courage, who is courageously 
vying to unseat GOP incumbent Lamar Smith. 
During a rally at Barton Springs, Sierra Club rep- 
resentative Chuck Byrd said, “Smith has con- 
sistently voted with the current administration to 
rape, pillage, and destroy the environment,” and 
noted that the League of Conservation Voters 
gave Smith some of the lowest scores on envi- 
ronmental support in Congress.

Raking It In 

Want to make big bucks? Just become a 
professional campaign consultant. Accord- 
ing to results of a new six-month study by the 
nonprofit Center for Public Integrity, con- 
sultants received nearly $2 billion during the 
2004 election cycle from candidates running 
for federal office. The study focused on more 
than 900 candidates, and the investigative 
journalism center claims it’s “the first-ever in- 
depth analysis of hired consultants for all fed- 
eral campaigns.” It found that “about half of 
the total campaign spending by presidential 
candidates, national party committees, ‘527’ 
organizations and general election candidates 
for Congress in 2004 went to consultants,” 
according to a center press release. “The sky- 
rocketing costs of running for federal office 
puts such a premium on time spent fundrais- 
ing to pay for consultants, that many elected 
officials seem to be in permanent, self-serving 
campaigns,” said Wendell Rawls, interim 
executive director of the center, in the release. 
“Perhaps naturally, their obligations to those 
who finance their campaigns may overwhelm 
their obligations to their more numerous, but 
less well-heeled constituents. Ironically, many 
of them seem to be taking their marching orders 
from people they are employing.” For more, see 
www.publicintegrity.org/archives.aspx.

Hurricane Housing Update 


The Federal Emergency Management Agency has begun 
mailing out notices to thousands of landlords across the 
state, informing them that financial assistance for hurricane 
evacuees living in their rental properties will end at the end of 
October because the tenants haven’t successfully “recertified” 
for the agency’s Individual Assistance housing program. 

As of early August, about 24,700 evacuee families in Texas 
(about 21,000 of them in Houston) hadn’t submitted the 
paperwork necessary to be eligible for the program until its 
current end date, Feb. 28. About 1,066 of these families live 
in Austin, said FEMA spokesman Don Jacks. 

Oct. 31 is the deadline for all evacuees who transferred 
from FEMA’s emergency sheltering housing program to its 
Individual Assistance program to submit their paperwork for 
recertification, but FEMA is giving evacuees 
40 days advance notice. “It’s urgent for fami- 
lies to contact FEMA and get recertified, and 
we’re asking the landlords to help us commu- 
nicate the importance of this process to their 
tenants,” said E.C. "Butch” Smith, director 
of FEMA’s Texas Transitional Recovery 
Office in Austin, in a press release. 

Meanwhile, more than 90 organizations 
and individuals have signed onto a “five- 
point plan for long-term housing” 
(www.texashousing.org/hhforum/Conference/ 

5%20point%20plan.html), which was sent to 
President Bush, HUD Secretary Alfonso 
Jackson, and members of Congress shortly after an Aug. 3 
forum in Houston on housing for hurricane survivors. Among 
other things, the letter urges the federal government to reclas- 
sify “Katrina evacuees in Texas as refugees” and to transfer 
“them to an 18-month resettlement program.” 

One of the letter’s authors is John Henneberger. As co- 
director of the Texas Low Income Housing Information 
Service, an Austin-based affordable-housing advocacy organi- 
zation, he went with a group to Washington a couple of weeks 
ago to meet with members of Congress about long-term hous- 
ing for evacuees. He didn’t return very optimistic about the 
push for refugee status and a resettlement program, he said, 
because a strong political vehicle for making this happen has 
yet to have been created. Sen. Russ Feingold, D-Wis., has 
filed a bill for getting extended housing support for evacuees, 
primarily through Section 8 vouchers, and Rep. Gene 
Green, D-Texas, filed a companion bill in the House, but only 
bipartisan legislation has a good chance of making it through 
Congress, Henneberger said. 


With slightly more optimism, he also mentioned a series of 
FEMA reforms and revisions to the federal Stafford Act 
(which lays out the types of assistance the federal govern- 
ment is obligated to provide in emergencies) that House and 
Senate authorizers approved last Friday, in a bipartisan bill 
filed by Sen. Joe Lieberman, D-Conn., and Susan Collins, R- 
Maine. One revision says FEMA should provide housing assis- 
tance to major disaster survivors for 18 months. But the legis- 
lation doesn’t apply retroactively to Katrina and Rita evacuees, 
Henneberger said. “The bill has been sent to Appropriators, 
who have indicated they will include it on the final Homeland 
Security Appropriations bill to come out of Conference 
Committee, possibly by the end of this week,” he said in an e- 
mail. “In the meantime, Secretary [Michael] Chertoff has been 

lobbying hill staffers in recent 
days, saying that the Department 
of Homeland Security and FEMA 
oppose any changes to the 
Stafford Act. Homeland Security 
appropriations staff will now go 
through the bill and remove any 
pieces they find objectionable.” 
FEMA’s Jacks noted that since 
Aug. 1, an estimated 6,300 
evacuee families in Texas have 
submitted recertification applica- 
tions. As of press time, however, 
the agency didn’t know how 
many of those applications had been approved. He added that 
evacuees who miss the Oct. 31 recertification deadline and 
lose their assistance aren’t barred from trying to get readmit- 
ted to the Individual Assistance program. 

After multiple extensions, FEMA ended its emergency hous- 
ing program at the end of August. About 590 families in Austin 
who were getting emergency assistance and who didn’t qualify 
for individual assistance lost their housing aid at that point. Amy 
Elder, executive director of Texas Interagency/Interfaith 
Disaster Response (www.tidr.org), a coalition of nonprofits, 
churches, and social-service groups formed in Katrina’s after- 
math, said a lot of these evacuees are living with family, 
friends, and acquaintances - at least for now. “They’re doing 
what they can to stay off the street,” Elder said. “We’re not see- 
ing the rapid increase of families on the streets of Austin, but 
we’re holding our breath [and] wondering when it’s going to hit.”

Housing Authority 
in Trouble With HUD 

The Housing Authority of the City of Austin could be 
forced to repay $588,130 to the Department of Housing 
and Urban Development for overpayment of Section 8 
tenant vouchers, according to recommendations in a feder- 
al audit released this month. 

The potential penalty sounds dire, but on the scale of 
misdeeds and miscalculations, this is a minor misstep for 
Austin’s housing authority. The audit, completed by HUD’s 
Office of Inspector General, tags and audits suspected 
cases of “overhousing.” In Austin, the vouchers of 662 ten- 
ants over the last three years were pulled because the 
voucher size appeared to exceed the needs of the mem- 
bers of the household. 

The circumstances varied: An extra relative could be liv- 
ing with the family, a live-in caretaker might no longer live in 
the unit, or a change in the family unit - such as a divorce 
- went unreported to the housing authority in order to keep 
a larger apartment. Of the 662 suspect vouchers reviewed, 
HUD considered 180 families to be “overhoused.” 

“It wasn’t a surprise to us,” HACA president James 
Hargrove admitted. “We knew that we would see some 
problems in the audit, but we felt like there was adequate 
justification in our files. It’s something we should have paid 
more attention to.” Housing authorities must be vigilant for 
a certain degree of fraud in Section 8 vouchers, he said. 
That includes the “overhousing” issue. In the bigger picture, 
though, the $588,000 represents less than 2% of the $33 
million the housing authority receives each year, Hargrove 
said. It’s a tiny fraction of the total families served. “If we 
find any fraud, we will investigate it. We’ve turned numerous 
cases over to the district attorney’s office,” he said. “In the 
big picture, though, we are housing 5,025 families every 
night in Austin with very few problems.” 

The infraction also is fairly minor compared to some of 
HACA’s past violations, Hargrove said. When Hargrove came 
on board nine years ago, the housing authority was in 
HUD’s sights for failing to use all of its available units. At 
the time, a total of 330 units in the city actually were 
boarded up and unused, despite a waiting list of 6,000. 
That waiting list is still 6,000, but every available unit is 
now being used, and Hargrove and his board are looking for 
new ways to expand housing stock. 

Hargrove is optimistic a resolution can be reached with 
HUD. A meeting is scheduled next week to work out details 
on any potential fine. - Kimberly Reeves

WEED WATCH 

Pot Arrests 
Reach New High 

According to new crime statistics 
released last week by the FBI, arrests for 
marijuana possession reached a record 
high in 2005, which saw nearly 800,000 
marijuana-related arrests nationwide. About 
88% of those were for simple possession; 
the remaining people - just over 90,000 - 
were charged with sale and/or manufactur- 
ing, a category that includes people busted 
for growing pot for medicinal use. Indeed, 
says Allen St. Pierre, executive director of 
the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws, the arrest 
numbers have increased steadily over the 
last decade, as the White House Office 
of National Drug Control Policy - home 
of the nation’s drug czar and the brain trust 


behind the failed anti-drug media - has 
increasingly focused on maintaining its 
always-losing pot prohibition. “People are 
running around with meth mouth and out of 
their minds, and we’re focusing on marijua- 
na,” St. Pierre said. “There are [law 
enforcement agencies] all over the country 
going bonkers over their meth problems, 
and yet the ONDCP shoves money at them 
... to go look for ditchweed.” Using the cur- 
rent arrest numbers as a guide, St. Pierre 
figures that a pot smoker is arrested every 
40 seconds - “it’s just a totally skewed pri- 
ority,” he said. 

Coincidentally, also on Sept. 18, just 
hours after the FBI released its latest 
arrest figures, the 40-second spotlight 
shone on Willie Nelson, who was ticketed 
for having a pound and a half of pot and 
several ounces of psychedelic mushrooms 
on board his tour bus. Reportedly, Nelson’s 
bus was traveling down 1-10 outside 
Lafayette, La., on Monday when he was 
pulled over for a routine - ahem - commer- 
cial vehicle inspection. When the bus door 


opened, the officer smelled pot and began 
a search of the bus. While anyone else 
caught with that amount of pot and 
’shrooms would’ve been carted off to the 
pokey faster than you can say, “Whiskey 
River,” Nelson and three others, including 
his sister, slid through with misdemeanor 
tickets - but not before local officers high- 
tailed it over to the bus, a source tells the 
Chronicle, to get their pictures taken with 
the Red Headed Stranger. Perhaps that’s 
punishment enough. 

Finally, in an attempt to further its anti- 
drug message, the ONDCP has taken to 
cyberspace, posting a number of its ridicu- 
lous just-say-no-esque ad spots on 
YouTube.com. Ironically, the drug czar’s 
office has used the same key words - pot, 
weed, ganja, etc. - to tag its spots as 
those used by everyone else loading pot- 
related videos onto the site, meaning 
viewers will get to compare the pro-pot 
videos of, say, NORML to those of the 
anti-pot ONDCP Let the duel begin.

Building Utopia 

After years of pipe dreams, politics, and planning, 
the new Mueller neighborhood is rising at last

Who doesn’t love a utopia? 

In its master plan, the new Mueller neigh- 
borhood in near East Austin offers the gratify- 
ing headiness of a nearly perfect world vision. 
Co-created by passionate Austinites, this inner- 
city village on the site of the old Mueller 
Airport embraces the city’s declared progres- 
sive social values: Green Urbanism, affordable 
housing, neighborhoods that build communi- 
ty, and environmental sustainability Forged in 
the slow, open fire of public dialogue and 
debate, the plan for Mueller should make us 
proud of who we are - or can be - as a town. 

At long last, Mueller-The Plan is going verti- 
cal. Within 12 to 18 months, people will be 
living and working at Mueller-The Place. 
Already under construction are a shopping 
center, apartments, offices, a 32-acre park, new 
streets, and native landscaping. The Dell 
Children’s Medical Center of Central Texas will 
open in early 2007, surrounded by a pediatrics 
area, expected to include a med-school-like UT 
teaching and research center. (The 169-bed 
facility has been designed to achieve the 
aggressive green-building goal of LEED 
Platinum certification, unprecedented in the 
health care industry.) The new community- 
within-a-community will occupy the same 711 
acres as the former Mueller Airport that served 
Austin from 1930 to 1999 - an oddly shaped 
parcel fronting 1-35 between Airport Boulevard 
and East 51st, east to Manor Road. Yet it’s 
really a whole new place. What we’ll see, as it 
gets built out over the next five, 10, 15, even 
20 years, is how true Mueller can stay to the 
master plan’s progressive vision. We’re starting 
the real world test. 

Mueller-The Process 

Creating the new Mueller, a marathon of 
political will and planning, has entailed a 
decadeslong process that involved numerous 
political and financial players, many citizens 
and stakeholders, and iterations dating back to 
the early Eighties. Formal redevelopment plan- 
ning began in 1996; a public task force became 
a board that evolved into the Mueller Commis- 
sion. In 1997, San Francisco’s ROMA Design 
Group was contracted to turn community 
goals and recommendations into a workable 
master plan. The state of Texas first claimed 
282 acres for its own uses, then abandoned its 
role as lead developer in 1999, sending the 
master plan back to the drawing board. But the 
citizen-led Mueller Neighborhoods Coalition 
hung tough. The MNC’s de facto leader, Jim 
Walker, also served as president of the Austin 
Neighborhoods Council and as chair of the 
Mueller Commission, helping MNC to main- 
tain strong leverage in the planning process. 

After a detour in 2000-2001, when the city 
briefly and contentiously considered trading 
Mueller to Stratus Properties for the develop-

with Catellus. While the process was long and 
grueling, it carried out the principles of com- 
munity inclusiveness and respectful consen- 
sus-building around city, developer, and citi- 
zen/neighborhood interests. The outcome: 
Austin completed a major civic initiative with 
broad-based community support and no audi- 
ble detractors - a bird rarer in these parts than 
a black-capped vireo. 

The numbers, as projected, look good. 
According to the Master Development Agree- 
ment, Mueller is planned to have 10,000 resi- 
dents (including about 1,000 units of affordable 
housing out of about 4,000 units total), about 
10,000 jobs, and well more than 100 acres of 
parks and green space. According to Pam Hef- 
ner, project manager for the city, projections at 
the 20-year mark show Mueller with a tax-base 
valuation of $1.3 billion. The $46 million in city 
bonds required to finance the project will have 
been paid off, and Mueller will have generated 
enough property and sales taxes to have netted 
$55 million to $65 million for the city’s general 
fund. After that, said Hefner, “It’s all gravy.”

Getting the Picture 

The best place to understand 
Mueller now is not at the physical 
site (although it’s worth driving by 
to glimpse the nascent transforma- 
tion) but at its Web site, www. 
muelleraustin.com. Click through 
“The Plan,” an accessible and visu- 
al overview of the future commu- 
nity. The “Mueller Green Resources 
Guide” explains how Mueller will 
embody Green Urbanism to mini- 
mize negative impact on air quality 
and the environment. The design 
guidelines in the “Mueller Design 
Book” illustrate how the commu- 
nity plans to follow New Urbanist 
and traditional-neighborhood prin- 
ciples (to be ensured by an archi- 
tectural review committee). The 
community will have a retail Town Center 
designed like a village square, not a suburban 
mall. Residents can theoretically walk or bike 
to work at Mueller offices and employers 
(including the medical area); well-designed 
streets and paths will serve as public spaces 
that encourage walking and cycling; streetcar 
service will reduce use of cars; and neighbor- 
hoods will include affordable housing of varied 
types. Even the landscaping, with native Texas 
plants, is specified. 

Art, education, and heart have a place as well. 
On Mueller’s eastern edge, south of filmmaking 
hub Austin Studios (created through a partner- 
ship between the city and the Austin Film 
Society) and Robert Rodriguez’s Troublemaker 
Studios, will be an AISD elementary school and 
Rathgeber Village. In the village, community 
nonprofits - including the Austin Children’s 
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Civic/Institutional

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And in that city there was a village: The master plan for Mueller shows a blend of housing, retail, 
health care, recreational, and other elements, making it almost a stand-alone community within 
Austin. While a mix of housing types - including 25% affordable housing - predominates, Mueller 
integrates retail and commercial uses, unlike the usual one-note subdivision. 


Shelter, potentially CASA (advocates for abused 
and neglected children in the court system), the 
Scottish Rite Learning Center, and Family 
Eldercare - are building new facilities on an 
adjacent tract of land donated by developer/phi- 
lanthropist Dick Rathgeber. 

Handing Off the Vision 

It all does sound utopian. But what happens 
when the progressive, neighborhood-based 
ideals get handed off to the developers and 
money people? That’s been a concern of the 
Mueller Neighborhoods Coalition and skepti- 
cal community activists all along. On the 
macro level, the Master Development 
Agreement does a good overall job of safe- 
guarding the principles and intent of the mas- 
ter plan. It’s the details of how each compo- 


nent gets worked out that will remain at issue, 
requiring ongoing community watchdogs. 

After all these years, some Mueller mara- 
thoners are showing understandable signs of 
exhaustion. In a post to the Mueller 
Redevelopment Yahoo group, urban-design 
czar and longtime Mueller champion Girard 
Kinney noted, “Recently, there is a problem 
with attendance and representation at MNC.

Some neighborhoods no longer send represen- 
tatives to its meetings, and some ‘representa- 
tives’ appear not to be keeping their respective 
neighborhoods apprised of what goes on at 
Mueller, and to bring neighborhood concerns 
to the coalition so that it can continue its vital 
historic role.” 

As construction proceeds, public enthusi- 
asm and vigilance matter as much as ever. 
Walker sees plenty of opportunity for new 
people to get involved, to help the city and the 
community get more out of Mueller. Current 
topics stirring up the MNC debate include 
whether and how a proposed streetcar line 
should link Mueller to downtown Austin; the 
potentially expanding scope of UT’s “Academic 
Health Center” (that not-quite-a-med-school); 
the need for a more coordinated approach to 
continued on p.30

parks and green spaces; affordable hous- 
ing; and how independent, locally owned 
businesses fit into the retail mix. 

“The perfect project does not exist, 
where, from every perspective, it’s perfect 
point by point,” Walker points out. “Some 
people thought Mueller should be 100 per- 
cent affordable housing or have no chain 
retailers or all be a park. Some have picked 
apart the architectural rendering for the first 
apartment complex. But people are going to 
be hard-pressed, when they look at Mueller 
as an entirety, not to appreciate that the 
overall approach works so well.” 

Fortunately, Catellus and its develop- 
ment partners appear genuinely deter- 
mined to do the project right. “The people 
executing the MDA are as passionate 
about Mueller as the people who created 


it,” asserts Bob Wynn of Colliers Oxford 
Commercial, which is handling the office 
and multifamily sites at Mueller. “It’s 
incumbent upon us to carry the torch. 
We’re all really committed and passionate 
and share the vision, and there’s no doubt 
in our minds about what it is going to be.” 
Not just anyone can do a project at 
Mueller, he adds: “We’re actively looking 
for developers and companies that 
embrace and will implement the New 
Urbanism concept.” 

Matt Whelan, a native Austinite who 
recently took over the project’s reins 
for Catellus, feels similarly: “Mueller 
excites me because it’s going to be such 
a huge part of the character of Austin,” 
he says. “It’s the large number of peo- 
ple who are involved and passionate 
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Twin Oaks at the Airport Boulevard entry were moved to this spot. 


about it that’s interesting. We’ll continue 
the emphasis on community input and 
keeping people informed.” 

To start Mueller’s economic engines, the first 
phase of retail development fronting 1-35 will 
be anchored by a Best Buy, a Marshalls, and a 
Bed Bath & Beyond - hardly stores that 
embody local character. According to Whelan, 
the big-box retail - restricted to the interstate 
highway area - is needed to generate the sales- 
tax revenues that will fund Mueller’s infrastruc- 
ture. Large-scale public art (still in the selec- 
tion process) will enliven the drive-by experi- 
ence along 1-35. Smaller retail spaces nearby 
and in the Town Center will be scaled to suit 
locally owned businesses, says Whelan. 

Thinking about moving to utopia? As con- 
ceived, neighborhoods will look more like a 
denser Hyde Park (minus the big yards) than 
a conventionally developed subdivision. 
Although homes won’t be for sale until 2007 
and later, it’s not too early to register on the 
Web site. Given the commitment to build at 
least 25% affordable housing overall - and a 
variety of styles to include compact row 
houses and live-work lofts - Mueller should 
be in high demand. Folks who meet eligibility 
requirements (earning no more than 80% of 
the local median family income) could buy a 
home close-in for as little as $140,000, or 
even less. A special outreach is planned to 
East Austin residents, seniors, and low- 
income families. 

According to Frances Ferguson, an afford- 
able housing professional consulting with the 
developer, “Catellus has really embraced this as 
a challenge.” The developer is so committed to 
affordable housing, said Ferguson, that it is 
doing significantly more than the MDA requires. 
For example, by requiring certification of buy- 
ers and renters, Catellus is working to ensure 
that the low-priced housing actually goes to 
people of low incomes. The developer is push- 
ing affordability deeper by encouraging home- 
builders to “think hard” about their pricing, 
Ferguson added, and “working to find a way to 
have a land trust” underwritten by public, pri- 


vate, and charitable funds as a way to build 
homes for even lower low-income folks. Rental 
housing is being planned at all price levels, 
with some affordable to even very low-income 
households. In sum, Mueller represents the 
single most significant affordable-housing ini- 
tiative in Austin. 

Let's Do It Again 

The Mueller master plan is strong precisely 
because it was co-created by so many people 
who cared deeply about getting it right - and 
who made the effort to understand, respect, 
and accommodate one another’s goals and 
points of view. Is there a larger lesson for 
Austin to learn here? Perhaps no one has 
thought more about this than Jim Walker, who 
deserves considerable community thanks for 
volunteering thousands of hours over 1 1 years 
to sanely represent community and neighbor- 
hood interests in the Mueller process. 

“It would be a lot cooler if, 20 years from 
now, we could say that Mueller was where we 
turned the comer in terms of the stakeholder 
process,” he muses. “Mueller shows the impor- 
tance of focusing on good relationships, that 
are mutually reinforcing, rather than on the 
plan itself. That’s what the three main parties 

- the city, the developer, and the community 

- did here. It’s the commitment to seek com- 
mon ground, within an atmosphere of height- 
ened community interest and engagement, 
that produces the positive outcome.” He adds: 
“It’s not the best we can do in Austin. But 
Mueller is an example that we can do better 
than we have. We have to keep striving.” 

Learning from Mueller could point us toward 
a codified stakeholder-input process that’s 
grounded in clear goals, consensus building, 
and mutual respect - a process that consis- 
tently produces good development in hot-but- 
ton areas. A utopian vision? Perhaps. But if 
we’re hip enough to conceive Mueller - and 
then actually bring it to fruition over the next 
two decades - then Austin could be hip 
enough to pull that off, too. ■

Artists at Their Day Jobs

USA Today published a survey recendy (May 
23, p.lD). Young people, ages 12 to 17, were 
asked what career they were most seriously con- 
sidering. The survey tallied their first and second 
choices: 13%, communications; 21%, science; 
23%, business; 24%, law; 26%, engineering; 28%, 
medicine/health - and 30%, “the arts.” Nearly a 
third are considering a career in the arts! 

Who’s been lying to these children? 

What has led them to expect the arts to pro- 
vide a career? If “career” means “earning one’s 
livelihood,” then somebody warn these kids: It 
ain’t so. 

I know many dedicated artists. After decades 
of barely making ends meet, a few finally make 
art pay - usually in late middle age. But as a rule, 
it’s most unusual to make a living as an artist. 

Poets don’t. I’ve been a poet all my adult 
life. Spent the better part of four decades, off 
and on, writing a long poem (200 pages!), 
“The Walls of Heaven.” The most recent pub- 
lisher to reject it “could find no fault with its 
voice or execution” but would not publish a 
book-length poem by a poet “without a track 
record.” Knowing the business, I was not 
surprised. My poem is in the hands of some 
friends. If that’s as far as it gets, I will not have 
wasted my time. To work all your life to hand 
something of worth to your friends is a life 
well spent. I had to write that poem; it was a 
worthy journey, a journey of lessons bitter and 
beautiful - and, as Basho wrote long ago, “The 
journey itself is the home.” 

I know some of the finest poets of our era. 
None earns his or her keep from the publication 
of poetry. Their pay, when they’re paid at all, 
comes from secondary gigs: readings, lectures, 
conducting workshops. Readings are poetry- 
in-the-flesh, a performing art, akin to acting, 
when done well. At lectures, beyond what’s 
said, the poet’s presence transmits a high that 
spectators pay for. Workshops are (often but 


not always) a hustle, supplying tidbits to paying 
customers. Would-be writers attend workshops 
for reinforcement. Helps them feel like writers. 
But if your life doesn’t inspire you to write, a 
workshop won’t. Not for long. What you most 
need to learn about writing is how language 
resists specific expression and how to shape it 
into what you must express, and this is learned 
through years of writing and in no other way. 
Close the door of your room behind you, sit 
down to the task, and stick to it - that’s the only 
workshop that finally counts. 

Many poets teach. Their livelihood is teaching, 
not poetry. If they’re good teachers, they trans- 
mit their love of poetry. If they’re bad teachers, 
they teach that even you, poor baby, may be a 
poet, provided you write as they do. But you can 
only be a poet if you struggle to find your authen- 
tic voice and if you ask nothing of your poetry 
but to write it as well as you can and to live for 
the experience of the writing. Some teachers can 
inspire that, but nobody can teach it. 

As for earning a living . . . long after he earned 
his fame as a poet, TS. Eliot was an editor in a 
publishing house. Wallace Stevens (who didn’t 
publish poems until his 40s) was an insurance 
executive. William Carlos Williams (the most 
influential American poet) was a doctor. Hart 
Crane wrote advertising copy. Edna St. Vincent 
Millay, the most popular poet of her day, scraped 
by until her late 30s, when her readings and 
books began to support her. Nobel Prize-win- 
ning poets Giorgos Seferis of Greece and Pablo 
Neruda of Chile were in the diplomatic corps 
and in politics most of their lives. The young, 
rightly, are suspect of practicality, but without a 
practical strain, no one survives long as a poet. 

Novelists make a living if they write some- 
thing popular, which usually means confin- 
ing oneself to a genre - crime, say, or sci-fi. 
I know superb novelists who can boast fine 
reviews from prestigious publications, novel- 


ists who’ve been translated into several lan- 
guages, but they’ve rarely earned a year’s 
livelihood from one book - and novels often 
take years to write. Famous novelists, from 
Nathaniel Hawthorne to William Faulkner, 
have had to supplement their incomes with 
other jobs. James Joyce lived off-the-cuff until 
given a stipend from some arts-loving rich per- 
son. D.H. Lawrence was poor all his short life. 
Willa Cather was a journalist and magazine 
editor until her early 40s. Henry Miller lived 
in obscurity, scrounging for money, until his 
sexually free books were finally published in 
America when he was 70. Faulkner worked 
in factories, then wrote screenplays. F. Scott 
Fitzgerald and Jack Kerouac had great success 
with their early novels but died broke in their 


40s with most of their books out of print. Me, 
I’ve published three novels, none of which 
paid my keep for a year; I’ve other novels, years 
of work, that remain unpublished. That’s the 
gig. I’ve earned my livelihood as a journalist 
and screenwriter. I love journalism, but it’s a 
craft - a craft I respect a great deal - not an 
art. Unless you’re a writer/director, screenwrit- 
ing, too, is a craft. Once producers or directors 
get their hands on your screenplay, they do 
what they wish; it doesn’t belong to the writer 
and cannot be called a writer’s art. Novelists 
I know work as journalists, teachers, farmers, 
engineers, yoga instructors, office workers, 
acupuncturists - they master something prac- 
tical, but, whatever the day job, nothing can 
stop them from writing. 
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I know marvelous painters and sculptors. 
(I use the word sculptors loosely: They make 
three-dimensional art.) Most earn their keep 
by teaching; some do commercial art, illus- 
trations, posters, or album covers. Their best 
work rarely sells. 

As for film directing - how many who go to film 
school become directors? A handful. I don’t know 
what those him students do after graduation, but 
only about 300 directors a year get paid the big (or 
big-ish) bucks to make films; many more manage 
to make independent films that play mosdy at fes- 
tivals (if at all), and many of these directors (and 
their crews) need day jobs, too. (In TY writer/ 
director/producers, such as Joss Whedon, Chris 
Carter, and J. Michael Straczynski, make art, but 
nothing is more rare, and even these types rarely 
get to do more than one TV series.) 

It’s worse for playwrights and theatre direc- 
tors. Very few mount a stage production often 
or for long, and for most it’s a labor of love. 
The best theatre today is performed in mid- 
sized and small cities all across the country, 
and almost everyone involved has a day job. 

The performing arts fare somewhat better. 
Dancers who get regular work can pay the rent 
but can rarely buy a house. They’re like baseball 
players: Not many perform well after the age of 
35, and what will you do then? Most musicians 
and singers last only as long as their niche is in 
vogue. For example: At a lunch counter in Page, 
Ariz., the guy on the adjacent seat struck up a 
conversation with me. Where was I from? Los 
Angeles, at the time. He’d lived in L.A.; he’d 
been a drummer; their band had a hit; had I 
heard of it - “I Fought the Law”? One of the big- 
gest hits of its year. Now he owns a boat-repair 
shop in Page. Such stories are legion. 

As for actors . . . there’s art and there’s schtick. 
Most actors who make a living begin with art 
and end with schtick: a repertoire of perfor- 
mance tics that please an audience but have 
no more to do with self-expression than toilet 
paper. Or their story goes like this: When I lived 
in West Hollywood, in my apartment building 
resided an interesting actress who had a good 
role on Buffy the Vampire Slayer. In the second 
season, they killed her off. Two years later, I saw 
her in a commercial. I haven’t seen her since. 
That’s show business. Any given decade, the 
number of actors who work consistently at roles 
worth playing wouldn’t fill the roster of a base- 
ball team. Maybe two baseball teams. 

On the other hand, I know a guy in Midland 
who’s devoted to local theatre. Selflessly and 
without hope of profit, he acts, produces, 
directs. He works more than most actors I knew 
in L.A. Daytime, he’s a businessman. Nighttime, 
in the theatre, he’s the real deal. 

Nor has any artist the right to whine. Life 
is tough for everyone, and no one forced us 
to become artists. If the love of it isn’t finally 
enough, one must look not to the world but to 
the quality of one’s love. 

Art is composed of two elements: love and com- 
pulsion. The love of your art and the compulsion 
to do it. Which is why my words won’t discourage 
any tme artist. If you’re the real deal, you’ll do it no 
matter what. That Greek poet I mentioned, Seferis, 
said, “We do not speak of the great or minor artist, 
but of who keeps art alive.” So, kid, take the leap, 
devote your life to keeping art alive. You have my 
word: Your wages will be trouble that’s worth get- 
ting into and beauty that money can’t buy. Murray 
Kempton said it: “The only argument against [this] 
road is its risks, and you affront the young - or 
ought to - when you advise them against risks.” ■

PAYNE PLEASURES 2006: 

The nominees 



Your play didn’t have to tackle a political 
theme to earn a nomination for this year’s 
B. Iden Payne Awards, but it sure didn’t 
hurt. When the Austin Circle of Theaters 
released the nominees for its annual dra- 
matic honors last week, the most favored 
shows included Zachary Scott Theatre 
Center’s staging of Urinetown: The Musical, 
the offbeat musical in which an environ- 
mental catastrophe has made it a privilege 
to pee; Salvage Vanguard Theater’s world 
premiere of Americamisfit, Dan Dietz’s 
rockabilly rumination on revolution’s role in 
our national character; and the State 
Theatre’s world premiere of American 
Fiesta, Steven Tomlinson’s artful investiga- 
tion into political divisions, marriage, and 
collecting vintage tableware. Urinetown 
rated 10 nominations, including 
Outstanding Production of Music Theater 
and nods for the acting work of Marc 
Pouhe, Jill Blackwood, David Sattler, 

Stephanie Elbel, and Meredith McCall. 

Americamisfit scored eight nominations, including one for Outstanding 
Production of Music Theater and one for Dietz and Philip Owens’ origi- 
nal score. American Fiesta landed six nominations, including 
Outstanding Drama and Outstanding Original Script. 

The nominations, covering the period August 2005-August 2006, 
recognized 65 productions by 34 area arts companies. Also earning 
six nominations was the Shakespearean authorship farce The Beard 


(nominated for musical production, direc- 
tion by Ginger Morris and Robin Lewis, 
Lewis’ choreography, Mike McKelvey’s musi- 
cal direction, and Leslie Hollingsworth’s 
performance); Theatre at the J’s staging of 
the Allan Sherman revue Fieiio Muddah, 
Fiello Fadduh! (nominated for musical pro- 
duction, K.C. Gussler’s direction and chore- 
ography, Jan Seides’ musical direction, and 
the performance of the cast); and Second 
Youth Family Theatre’s Patty's Aesop 
Adventure (nominated for production of a 
play for youth, Julianna E. Wright’s original 
script and direction, Brian C. Billings’ origi- 
nal score, and the performance of Leslie 
Hollingsworth). Scoring four nominations 
each were: The Rivals and Richard III, both 
from the Austin Shakespeare Festival; The 
Exonerated and / Am My Own Wife, both 
from Zach; and Hyde Park Theatre’s The Evidence of Silence Broken. 
Nominations will be voted on by ACoT members and tabulated by the 
accounting firm of KPMG LLR which keeps the results secret until the 
awards ceremony, which will be Monday, Oct. 30, 7pm, at the Zachary 
Scott Theatre Center Kleberg Stage at 1421 W. Riverside.

365 NATIONAL FESTIVAL: 

A Suzan-Lori play a day ... 

And you thought Austin cranked out a lot of 
Shostakovich when local artists devoted a 
year to celebrating his work. (And it has : The 
unprecedented collaboration among area cul- 
tural organizations has yielded some 50 con- 
certs and productions in which the Russian 
composer’s work is highlighted.) Well, now 
get ready for a year dedicated to Pulitzer 
Prize-winning dramatist Suzan-Lori Parks in 
which we’ll be treated to one of her plays 
every day for 12 months. That’s right: 365 
plays by Parks in 365 days. And it isn’t even 
her 100th birthday! 

The project grows out of a challenge Parks 
set for herself in the autumn of 2002: Write 
a play every day for a year. We’re not talking 
full-length dramas on the order of her Topdog / 
Underdog or The America Play, just dramatic 
explorations of some inspiration she’d have 
on any given day. The exercise, she reports, 
was “great fun. It was also like a puja, or an 
extended daily prayer, and kind of like walking 
a pilgrimage on my knees. It was wild and 
necessary and arduous and delicious.” And 
when the year was up, Parks thought that 
was the end of it; she stuck the plays in a 
drawer. But longtime producer, collaborator, 
and friend Bonnie Metzgar insisted that the 
plays have a life on stage. So she and Parks 
hatched the idea of performing them as they 



were written: one a day for a year. And they 
invited theatres from coast to coast to pro- 
duce them at the same time, to create what 
Parks calls “a simultaneous and shared 
world premiere involving hundreds of theatres 
around the country.” The result is the largest 
theatrical collaboration in U.S. history: 10 
major cities and several smaller communities 
all staging Parks’ 365 plays in order, begin- 
ning Nov. 13. 

In each city, a group or individual will take 
responsibility for producing a week’s worth of 


plays, Monday through Sunday. (To see sam- 
ples of the plays, which are typically just a 
page or two, visit www.publictheater.org/365/ 
playbreakdown.php.) Participants are responsi- 
ble for securing space for the performances 
and all production costs but are free to do 
the plays as simply or elaborately as they 
choose. Of course, making sure all 52 weeks 
are covered with no overlap requires some 
coordinating force in each community. Locally, 
the Zachary Scott Theatre Center is filling 
that role, and it’s currently soliciting applica- 
tions from interested theatre companies and 
community groups. Zach Artistic Director 
Dave Steakley hopes to draw participants 
from all corners of the city and all styles of 
performance. “I’m so excited to see how 
each company will interpret their plays,” he 
says, “because the possibilities are endless.” 

Best of all, when the 365 National Festival 
launches on Nov. 13, the writer responsible 
will be marking the occasion in Austin. Not 
New York. Not L.A. Not Chicago. Not Seattle 
or Minneapolis or Atlanta. Our town. “Austin 
is one of Suzan’s very favorite cities,” notes 
Steakley. “She says she can’t imagine any- 
where else she’d rather be.” And if she wants 
to be here, is there anywhere you’d rather be?

ARTS ARCHIVES: 

UT makes play for Shepard, 
snaps up Newman, 
wins Woody 



That treasure trove of cultural archives 
on the 40 Acres has recently been 
expanded to include a master of the pho- 
tographic portrait, a maverick playwright 
and author who doubles as a Hollywood 
star, and a stand-up comic who evolved 
into a major filmmaker. The Harry Ransom 
Humanities Research Center announced 
last week 


that it had 
acquired the 
archive of the 
late Arnold 
Newman, who 
died in June 
after a monu- 
mental career 
spent photo- 
graphing the 
world’s lead- 
ing figures, 
from LBJ to 
Picasso to 

Jonas Salk to Woody Allen, New York City, 
Diana Vreeland. 1996 by Arnold Newman 


Soldiers, scien- 
tists, painters, composers, captains of 
industry, models, U.S. presidents - 
Newman shot them all, typically in the 
environment in which they worked or lived, 
a style he pioneered. The archive spans 
his earliest work from the late 1930s 
through his final images of the last few 
years, including all of his negatives, con- 
tact sheets, color transparencies, slides, 
and more than 2,000 prints. A slide show 
of works from the archive may be viewed 
at www.utexas.edu/features/2006/newman. 

Just a week before, the Ransom Center 
made public its acquisition of an archive 
of Woody Allen materials. While mostly 
consisting of screenplays and production 
items for some three dozen films (includ- 
ing some screenplay drafts for movies 
that weren’t made), the collection also 
contains scripts and playbills for a few 
plays and some personal effects, includ- 
ing childhood photographs, lobby boards 
for a stand-up appearance in the 
Catskills, and a vinyl mask of his head.

The UT Libraries, meanwhile, have land- 
ed a wealth of materials from Sam 
Shepard, covering his triple-threat career 
as actor, author, and playwright. Secured 
for the Fine Arts Library special collec- 
tions, the archive contains manuscripts for 
the 1972 play The Tooth of Crime, the 
2005 screenplay Don't Come Knocking, 
and the 2002 story collection Great Dream 
of Heaven ; film scripts for Black Hawk 
Down and The Assassination of Jesse 
James by the Coward Robert Ford; corre- 
spondence with German director Wim 
Wenders; eight of Shepard’s Obie awards; 
and volumes from Shepard’s library, such 
as his personal copy of his 1979 Pulitzer 
Prize-winning drama Buried Child, which 
becomes the 9 millionth volume held by 
the UT libraries. And the collection won’t 
stop here: Shepard has agreed to offer 
future material to UT, too.

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Out of Commission 


The curious saga of 20 portraits of British literary greats that 
UT paid Feliks Topolski to paint, then didn't show for decades

They seem about as improbable as lizard- 
skin boots on Victoria Regina: 20 oil portraits 
of leading figures from the British literary scene 
at a university deep in the heart of Texas. And 
yet, there they are, and not just at the university 
by virtue of them having been acquired by said 
institution, but by their having been created 
for it, on commission. And if there’s something 
less likely than a Texas university ordering up 
a batch of paintings of scholarly Brits, it’s that, 
after spending 20 grand and waiting two years 
to get them, selfsame university largely kept 
them hidden for decades. 

Yes, the paintings in “Feliks Topolski: 
Portraits of Britain’s Twentieth-Century Literary 
Greats,” being exhibited now with great fanfare 
at the Ransom Center, did not get a lot of love 
from UT for many years, despite the fact that 
it was responsible for their creation. Oh, some 
periodically found their way onto the walls of 
the office of an admiring academic, but for the 
most part, these singular treasures, acquired 
through considerable effort almost half a centu- 
ry ago, languished unknown amid the Ransom 
Center holdings. And thereby hangs a tale, an 
almost lost saga of UT past that improbably, 
yet rather wonderfully, weaves together a Polish 
artist, an Irish playwright, a New York book 
dealer, a couple of Texas academics, two dozen 
British men and women of letters, art, money, 
and the death of Aldous Huxley. 

The Irish playwright was none other than 
George Bernard Shaw, who befriended Topolski 
shortly after the young Warsaw native moved to 
London in the mid-Thirties. The two got on so 
famously - Peter Carver, director of the College 
of Liberal Arts’ honors program and co-curator 
of the Topolski exhibition, likens their relation- 


ship to father and son - that Shaw invited 
Topolski to illustrate editions of his plays In 
Good King Charles’s Golden Days, Pygmalion, 
and Geneva. The original art for these edi- 
tions was acquired by UT in 1960 along with 
an almost 8-foot-tall portrait of Shaw that 
Topolski painted in 1943. 

That portrait - described as “breathtaking” 
by New York book dealer Lew David Feldman, 
who brokered the deal for UT - was the con- 
nection between Topolski and the university 
that led to the commission of the 20 literary 
greats. Feldman was enough of a fan of the art- 
ist’s work and a key figure in Harry Ransom’s 
plans to acquire treasures for his Humanities 
Research Center that, even as he was secur- 
ing approval for the purchase of Topolski’s 
Shaw work, he could confidently propose to 
Ransom: “Let us commission him to do 20 
portraits of our 20th century best, all from 
life.” Feldman’s estimate of the cost: $18,000- 
20,000 (closer to 150 grand in 2006 dollars). 

It’s worth noting that at the time the HRC, 
which we now consider this grand historical 
institution, was only 3 years old and still years 
away from bearing the name of its founder, 
much less having its own building. While it 
could claim an annual budget of $1 million, 
$20,000 was a lot to tie up in a single acqui- 
sition, especially with so much material out 
there to be bought. Which may explain why 
then-HRC director Warren Roberts was initially 
somewhat cool on the Topolski commission. 
In memos to Ransom, then UT president, he 
referred to “Feldman’s Topolski scheme” and 
summed up the artist himself rather dismis- 
sively as “competent ... although his work 
tends to the caricature.” Though he never sug-

gested abandoning the project, Roberts was 
clearly not the enthusiast that Feldman was. 

Not that that deterred Feldman, who was 
determined to see the project through. He kept 
pressing his case, arguing that the completed 
portraits would be worth more than twice 
what UT would be paying for them and be an 
“important achievement,” to boot. The univer- 
sity was not fully persuaded, and talks over the 
commission dragged on into 1961 and 1962. 
At Roberts’ suggestion, the subjects were to 
be split between British and American liter- 
ary lions, but plans for Topolski to 
visit the States and meet his subjects 
never materialized. (How tantalizing 
it is to pore over Roberts’ list and 
imagine Topolski’s takes on the likes 
of Faulkner, Hemingway, Steinbeck, 
Sandburg, Dos Passos, Pound, 

Katherine Anne Porter, Arthur Miller, 
and Tennessee Williams.) The com- 
mission always seemed on shifting 
sands. Whether the portraits would 
ultimately land at UT remained a 
question for nearly two years. 

Meanwhile, Topolski painted 
away, proceeding as if a buyer were 
always at hand. That may have been 
partly due to his being spurred on by 
Feldman, but it likely had more to do 
with Topolski just being driven to make art. He 
made it all the time, filling sketchbooks with 
drawings of anything and everything: princes 
and paupers, parks and war zones, babies, 
scholars, horses, you name it. He was a bom 
chronicler of society and his times, in the tradi- 
tion of Hogarth and Daumier. Graham Greene 
called him an “anthropologist ... who lays 
bare, as with a scalpel, the essential whatever- 
it-is of Britain’s most cherished institutions.” 
As such, one can imagine Topolski painting 
the 20 literary greats, commission or not, just 
to record them for his studies of the race. 

Whatever his reasons, Topolski continued 
to work on the portraits, his preferred method 
being to visit with subjects for a few hours, 


producing drawings which could serve as the 
basis for his paintings, although occasionally, 
as with T.S. Eliot and E.M. Forster, he’d work 
from earlier sketches, photographs, or even his 
memory. Topolski didn’t like to show his work 
to his subjects “so that I can draw unhampered 
by clogging restraints,” he wrote. Peter Carver 
suggests that some of them must have seen his 
work, but it’s clear that many didn’t, as UT dis- 
covered to its dismay when it approached the 
portrait subjects, requesting their permission 
to reproduce the images. 


But that came later. Sometime in the spring 
of 1962, Topolski completed 20 paintings, all 
of Brit-lit figures, and UT and Feldman sealed 
the deal on them. Carver notes August 31, 
1962, as the day that the completed set of por- 
traits arrived in Austin. Feldman had shipped 
them from New York four days before, gleefully 
noting the final cost at $20,381.45 and hailing 
the project as “certainly our most original con- 
tribution to the collections at Austin and per- 
haps ultimately it will prove to be among the 
most rewarding.” Indeed, for a time it appeared 
that the university would welcome the portraits 
with the kind of pomp and flourishes befitting 
a major acquisition. Planned were: an exhibi-

tion of the paintings; an accompanying cata- 
log; a visit to Austin by Topolski, who would 
give talks on contemporary art and his place 
in it; and an article on Topolski’s work to be 
written by the eminent critic Sir Herbert Read 
(who had sat for Topolski as one of the literary 
greats) and published in Texas Quarterly, an 
impressive literary journal founded by Ransom 
in 1958. 

Naturally, the Texas Quarterly article would 
include images from the portrait series, so UT, 
in an act that Topolski later amusingly charac- 
terized as “following some code of academic 
publishing chivalry,” sent a letter to each por- 
trait subject, asking permission to reproduce 
his or her portrait, as shown in an accompa- 
nying small black-and-white photograph. The 
responses were not encouraging in the least. 
Fewer than half of the subjects granted their 
permission, and most did so despite strong 
objections to their likenesses; C. Day Lewis 
noted, “I am not quite so corpse-like as the 
portrait suggests.” Stephen Spender expressed 
their general feelings the most succinctly: “1 
hate the portrait, but if you must, yes.” Then 
there were the responses of Rebecca West, 
Bertrand Russell, Aldous Huxley, Graham 
Greene, TS. Eliot, and J.B. Priestley, all of 
whom refused permission, with Priestley not 
only deploring his likeness but calling the 
painting “an appallingly bad piece of draftman- 
ship” and “a shocking mess.” Worse yet, when 
Aldous Huxley died shortly after, the wife of 
his brother said that Topolski’s portrait had so 
shocked and disturbed the author that it “con- 
tributed to his death.” 

The overwhelming lack of enthusiasm - and 
in some cases blazing disdain - for the portraits 
caught UT off-guard. Warren Roberts confided in 
a letter that he “never anticipated for a moment 
that enough writers would refuse to make the 
publication inadvisable.” But once they had 
and once Sir Herbert Read declined to write the 
article on Topolski, pursuing the project seemed 
fruitless. In May of 1964, Roberts wrote Ransom, 
suggesting “we abandon plans for the article.” 
Indeed, all plans to celebrate the project look 
to have been abandoned then. Topolski didn’t 


come to Austin (and died in 1989 without ever 
coming here). No catalog was published. And 
the exhibition of the paintings didn’t take place 
until 1967 in what was described to Topolski by 
an HRC research associate as “a rather intimate 
but distinguished showing ... in the Museum 
Gallery of the Art Department.” 

For almost two decades, Topolski kept peti- 
tioning UT, trying to get more attention for his 
portraits. But the writing was on the wall, even 
if the paintings weren’t. The response to the 
work had left a sour taste in the university’s 
mouth, and it took a long time to go away. 
It wasn’t until the early Nineties, after Harry 
Ranson had passed away, Lew David Feldman 
had passed away, Feliks Topolski had passed 
away, and most of the subjects of his portraits 
had passed away, that another exhibition of the 
paintings was held in the Leeds Gallery on the 
fourth floor of the Flawn Academic Center. 

And it’s only now, some 46 years after 
Feldman first pitched his grand idea for the 
commission to Ransom, that the paintings 
are being shown where they belong: in the 
true home to Ransom’s literary and artistic 
treasures. For that we can thank Peter Carver, 
whose introduction to one of Topolski’s por- 
traits made such a strong impression that he 
sought out more of the artist’s work and uncov- 
ered the story behind this largely unknown 
treasure in our midst. We no longer have Feliks 
Topolski to come talk to us about his work, 
but we will have his son Daniel and daughter 
Teresa to do so in his stead. And we’ll have 
the portraits themselves, out of the vaults and 
on the walls for all to see, ready to receive the 
attention they’ve been so long due. ■

Love in the Time of 'Green Darkness' 

Don't judge Anya Seton's reissued biofics by their romance and bad covers 


Elegantly mannered and exhaustively 
researched, the writing of Anya Seton has 
captivated readers for decades. Books such as 
Katherine, Green Darkness, Avalon, and Devil 
Water have remained continuously in print for 
nearly 70 years, a remarkable tribute to her 
storytelling allure. 

Seton published her first book, My Theodosia, 
in 1941. The compact story of Aaron Burr’s 
daughter, her marriage to future South Carolina 
Gov. Joseph Alston, and her love for explorer 
Meriwether Lewis, combined with her mysteri- 
ous death was a bestseller. In 1941, America 
was also coming out of the shadow of the 
Depression and gripped by prewar jitters, 
fueled by the sentiment that President Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt encouraged the country into 
combat for economic reasons. 

It was a profitable era for female authors. 
Margaret Mitchell’s Gone With the Wind, Pearl 
S. Buck’s The Good Earth, Daphne du Maurier’s 
Rebecca, and Kathleen Winsor’s Forever Amber 
rang up cash registers at the theatres as well 
as bookshops. Those books also whetted the 
public appetite for historical themes, exotic 
locations, romantic mystery, and compelling 
heroines. Enter Anya Seton. 


She was bom Ann Seton in New York City in 
1904, the only child of Boy Scouts of America 
founder and naturalist-conservationist-illustra- 
tor Ernest Thompson Seton and writer Grace 
Gallatin. Ernest Seton was a British subject, 
descended from a long line of notables in 
Northumberland near the Scottish border. He 
maintained that sense of heritage when he immi- 
grated to America and amassed his fortune. 

Grace Gallatin was no less active, a founder 
of the Campfire Girls who organized a French 
relief effort during World War I and twice presi- 
dent of the National League of American Pen 
Women. She also authored seven travel books 
and served as president of the Connecticut 
Women’s Suffrage League. 

Despite her family wealth and innate intel- 
ligence, Anya Seton did not attend college. 
Married at age 19 to Rhodes scholar Hamilton 
Cottier, she bore two children and divorced him 
within five years. In 1930, she married Hamilton 
Chase, an investment counselor, and had one 
daughter with him. Her parents divorced in 
1934, and her father relocated to New Mexico, 
a setting that inspired two of her books. Seton’s 


name is sometimes credited as “Anya Seton 
Chase,” but they divorced in 1968. 

The success of My Theodosia was followed 
by the equally successful Dragonwyck in 1944. 
Seton’s next novel, The Turquoise (1946), took 
place in the American Southwest, then she 
moved settings to Marblehead, Mass., for The 
Hearth and the Eagle (1948). She returned to 
the Southwest for Foxfire in 1950, the fifth 
of her 10 bestsellers. Dragonwyck and Foxfire 
were made into popular films of the day, star- 
ring Vincent Price with Gene Tierney and Jeff 
Chandler with Jane Russell, respectively. 

In 1954, Katherine was published. It told the 
tale of Katherine de Roet Swynford, the 14th 
century English-born beauty who was first mis- 
tress to then-wed John of Gaunt, the Duke of 
Lancaster, and bred the Plantagenets, Tudors, 
and Stuarts. The first of Seton’s intensely 
period novels, Katherine is a glorious example 
of romance in its most classic literary sense: 
exhilarating, exuberant, and rich with the jew- 
eled tones of England in the 1300s. 

The next three books further delved into 
Seton’s fine sense of history. The Winthrop Woman 
(1958) crossed from Puritan England to Colonial 
America. Devil Water (1962) likewise traveled 


from Jacobite Scotland to the colonies, while 
Avalon (1965) sailed from Cornwall to Iceland 
and North America in the late Dark Ages. 

The Underground Railroad, the Viking raids 
on England, the Jacobite Rebellion, the rise 
of Protestantism, the Acadian diaspora, and 
the Colonial Puritanism: These events bloom 
vividly in the reader’s imagination because of 
Seton’s eye for accuracy. Who else would take 
the horrific discovery of a girl walled up alive in 
an English castle and recast it as a tragic time- 
travel romance between a monk and a noble’s 
bastard daughter? 

Anya Seton did, and, in 1972, Green 
Darkness became her most popular novel by 
far, spending six months on The New York 
Times bestseller list. It wasn’t simply Seton’s 
deft touch with historical facts woven into the 
tale of forbidden love; she added an element of 
reincarnation that made it even more irresist- 
ible to the denizens of the dawning of the Age 
of Aquarius. It was the last of her full-length 
novels, for ill health set in a few years later. 

Seton had a remarkable ability to bring 
famous and not-so-famous characters to life 


in the background and forefront of her stories, 
often replicating the cruelty and harshness of 
those times without prejudice. Colonial heretic 
Anne Hutchison (The Winthrop Woman), the 
hapless King Edward (Avalon), a drug-addicted 
Edgar Allan Poe (Dragonwyck), and charming 
Geoffrey Chaucer (Katherine) appear in her 
books without ever upstaging the principles. 

Her literary themes are enduring: strong, 
courageous female protagonists whose hearts 
lead them astray or have societal demands 
placed on them before coming into their own. 
Neither did they assume traditional happy end- 
ings. Though she called her works “biographi- 
cal novels,” she was regularly cited among his- 
torical romance readers and novelists as being 
the best of the breed. This did not please her. 

“There is a difference,” she wrote, defending 
her distinction. “The standard costume piece 
or historical romance needs very little research. 
It is sufficient to pick a congenial period, then 
read a couple of books in order to properly 
clothe and feed the characters, who are invent- 
ed by the author. And since love and conflict are 
common to all ages, the historical background 
can be negligible. My own works are very, very 
different in approach. I have a passion for facts, 
for dates, for places. I love to recreate the past 
and to do so with all the accuracy possible. This 
means an enormous amount of research, which 
is no hardship because I love it.” 

□ 

In the glory days of paperbacks, book covers 
were benign settings that vaguely suggested 
the story’s elements. Romance books often 
fared badly, with the publisher’s art depart- 
ment rendering redheaded heroines as sultry 
brunettes. As pulp fiction grew popular in the 
Fifties and into the Sixties, many of Seton’s 
books received the same negligent treatment. 

A particularly lurid cover for a mid-Sixties 
Cardinal paperback edition of Devil Water 
depicted an upside down crucifix and hooded 
priests circling a blonde cowering on the 
ground. Above her, a man brandishes a human 
skull. A Pocket Books printing of Foxfire depict- 
ed a dark-haired beauty in a form-fitting serape 
that suspiciously resembled Jane Russell, star 
of the film, with suggestive details that had 
little to do with the book. 

Disappointingly, this sort of sloppy interpre- 
tive artistry is the case with Chicago Review 
Press’ recent line of reissued Anya Seton novels. 
The notion of using classical art could only 
enhance Seton’s timeless stories, yet artistic 
carelessness abounds. Katherine’s Katherine de 
Roet is given prim pre-Raphaelite treatment, and 
Avalon’s Merewyn is portrayed by a Waterhouse 
myth, both in a style created more than four cen- 
turies after their lives. Green Darkness fares only 
somewhat better with the teenage, golden-haired 
Cecilia de Bohun from the early 16th century 
recast as a well-fed, chubby-cheeked ash blonde 
straight from Marie Antoinette’s retinue. 

Worse, the fey blondeness of Dragonwyck’ s 
Miranda Wells is tampered by the cover of a love-

ly dark-eyed brunette gazing coquettishly from 
over her milk-white shoulder. Only the most 
recent of the Chicago Review titles, The Winthrop 
Woman, seems to get it right, even if the garb 
is inaccurate for Elizabeth Winthrop ’s Puritan 
times. If this seems quibbling, consider how it 
would have looked to illustrate Scarlett O’Hara as 
a blue-eyed redhead in an empire-waist gown. 

The reprinting of these books, however, is 
a reminder that a compelling plot and sym- 
pathetic characters survive through time and 
fickle publishing trends. Anya Seton’s meticu- 
lous prose eschews the florid styling of today’s 
romance writers, but she did not shy away from 
topics such as homosexuality, drug addiction, 
adultery, pedophilia, and rape. These may be 
grist for talk shows today, but they were brave 
subjects to tackle in the Forties and Fifties. 
New introductions in the Chicago Review 
series by authors such as Philippa Gregory give 
Seton’s writing a contemporary context. 

Besides the recent reissues, she wrote three 
young-adult books: a biography of Washington 
Irving and two historicals, The Mistletoe and the 
Sword (1956) and Smouldering Fires (1975), the 
least effective of her works. The basic premise 
of the past visiting itself on the present so 
beautifully created in Green Darkness is shape- 
less and unsatisfying in this abbreviated novel 
that comes across like Green Darkness Lite. 
Smouldering Fires was her final work. 

Perhaps that was just as well, for the changing 
standards in Seventies book publishing left her 
beautifully crafted writing behind: It was the 
burgeoning age of the bodice-ripper romance. 
Seton had become synonymous with those 
romance writers. Her historical fiction deserved 
better to be placed on par with Dorothy Dunne tt 
and Mary Renault, yet her marvelously pro- 
tracted embrace of love kept her shelved among 
heaving bosoms and lantern-jawed rogues. 

Because of that association with romance 
readers and writers, Seton rarely received the 
literary respect she was due. Nonetheless, she 
influenced an enormous number of contempo- 
rary authors, such as Sharon K. Penman and 
Diana Gabaldon. Anya Seton died in 1990, 
yet her books remain well-loved and well-read 
decades after they were written. There is no 
doubt that she’s the grande dame of historical 
romance. Er, biographical novels. ■

WE DEEM KEEM SUPREME Custom candy at Farm to Market 



When the jewel of a store Farm to Market 
Grocery opened on South Congress in July 
2005, there were plenty of treasures to ogle 
and covet from various corners of the city. 

Some were old favorites (Sabor, Sisters SASS), 
and others were newly birthed delicacies, like 
Saltburst. When the custom-packaged candy 
debuted on the shelves from local confectioner 
chef Keem, our sweet tooth demanded we give 
it a go. 

The first variety available was an intriguing 
blackberry/black walnut/jalapeho bar. The clas- 
sic technique of chiles and chocolate was well- 
served by this subtly spiced, fruity bar enrobed 
in Guittard dark chocolate. Heaven. We weren’t 
alone in our devotion to the bar, and soon other 
creations were added to the line. Currently, the 
roster of flavors stands at six, but we won’t be 
surprised if Keem adds to the line upon his 
return from his annual sojourn to Alaska, where 
he is executive chef for the Alaska Expedition 
Company. While we’re loyal to our first introduc- 
tion, our current passion is for the Southern pecan/caramel/cof- 
fee-bean concoction. Not too sweet, the bar is an ideal balance of 
the luxurious caramel and bitter nibs of coffee bean. An open bar 
is a finished bar. 

Passion for the bars at Farm to Market has led to Keem provid- 
ing the bars at other locations. They’ve been spotted at Ben White 
Florist, Whip In, and Tom’s Tabooley. When in town, chef Keem also 


peddles the bar at the Sunset Valley Farmers’ Market along with 
his other enterprises. Custom-designed packaging is offered for 
the various venues; at Farm to Market, the foil wrappers are cov- 
ered in the market’s signature black-and-red radish logo. At Ben 
White Florist, red roses decorate the paper. The bars are available 
in two sizes: a half-pound bar that retails for $7 and a daintier 
3.5 oz. bar that will set you back $4. - Barbara Chisholm 


NEW AND NOTEWORTHY 

Casina Rossa Truffle & Salt 

About the best thing I’ve laid lip to in some time is the Casina 
Rossa Truffle & Salt condiment, available at Central Market, Whole 
Foods on North Lamar, and Enoteca Vespaio. While this is pricey 
stuff ($19-plus for 3.5 oz.), a little goes a long way, and I figure a jar 
should last about a year. And unlike volatile truffle oil that loses its 

flavor and aroma fairly 
quickly, I suspect that 
the preservative medi- 
um of salt will main- 
tain its seductive truf- 
fle-osity for a good 
long time. 

This is a balanced 
mixture of high-quality, 
medium-grain sea salt 
and comparably sized 
flecks of black truffle. 
The intense aroma 
explodes as soon as 
you remove the paper 
cover, even before unscrewing the lid. And when you stick your nose 
in the jar ... well, prepare to swoon. 

I’ve been having great fun trying this mix with various dishes; as 
with truffle oil, the simpler the dish, the more successful the mar- 
riage. So far, the happiest combination is a sprinkle of truffle salt on 
sliced fresh tomatoes. It also works beautifully with potatoes, softly 
scrambled eggs, and buttered pasta. My mental palate says it would 
be great on popcorn and deviled eggs, and I’ll be trying those soon. 

Apparently, I’m not alone in my enthusiasm for Truffle & Salt: It was 
a condiment winner at the 2005 NASFT Product Awards Competition. 
The family-operated food business, Casina Rossa in Abruzzo, Italy, 
produces a number of other artisanal products, of which Saffron & 
Salt and Candied Sweet & Salt are also available in Austin. - MM Pack

After Carlos Rivero and his partners opened 
El Chile Cafe & Cantina (1809 Manor Rd., 
457-9900), he confided one of his very personal 
goals: Rivero hoped the restaurant would become 
such a happening place that their good customer 
local PR mogul Roy Spence would someday bring 
his good friend Bill Clinton to eat there. Rivero 
and company got their wish on Sept. 16 when the 
former president was in town to pay his respects at 
Ann Richards’ memorial. More than one reader e- 
mailed to let us know they’d seen the affable 
Clinton and his party enjoying a long evening at El 
Chile... The young entrepreneurs behind the 
Galaxy Cafe (9911 Brodie, 233-6000; 1000 West 
Lynn, 478-3434) have turned a former Clarksville 
laundromat into their newest location. Kelly 
Chappell, Chris Courtney, and Jay Bunda invite 
folks to drop in for breakfast, lunch, or dinner at 
the casual new spot, which features a very appeal- 
ing, affordable menu. The addition of this newest 
eatery increases the already impressive culinary 
quotient along the main street of the historic inner- 
city neighborhood: There is the classic Jeffrey’s 
(1204 West Lynn), the retro comfort of the authen- 
tic soda fountain at Nau’s Enfield Drug (1115 
West Lynn), one of the city’s best neighborhood gro- 
cery stores in Fresh Plus (1221 West Lynn), with 
the Italian uptown chic of Cippolina right next door, 
plus the reliable ethnic vegetarian options at 
Cosmic Cafe (1110 West Lynn) and the charming 
new coffee shop Caffe Medici (1101 West Lynn) 
all within three blocks. Wow, talk about never hav- 
ing to leave home!... After months of hearing dis- 
gruntled local restaurateurs grumble about the 
“South Dallas” development in the Second Street 
District around the new City Hall, we were relieved 
to finally hear about a local independent business 
getting the opportunity to flourish in Austin’s revital- 
ized urban core. The ground floor of the Amli build- 
ing at Lavaca and West Second is home to the 
brand new Royal Blue Grocery (247 W. Third, 
499-3993; www.royalbluegrocery.com), a cozy shop 
modeled after the corner stores and bodegas popu- 
lar with urban dwellers in big cities. The proprietors 
are Craig Staley and George Scariano, who 
developed their food and customer-service chops 
during years of working for homegrown powerhouse 
Comida Deluxe (Chuy’s, Shady Grove, etc). The 
new store features a product mix that includes nec- 
essary household items, bread, eggs and dairy, 
organic produce, beer and wine, and a selection of 
locally prepared foods. “While we were still doing 
the finish-out on the space, one of the women who 
lives in the building brought us a list of 30 items 
she hoped we would carry, so she’d never have to 
shop anywhere else,” Staley says. “That’s the kind 
of service we hope to provide.” George Scariano 
is the managing partner of the store and will be 
behind the counter responding to requests... Be 
sure to check out this month’s issue of Gourmet : In 
addition to a list of the nation’s Top 50 restaurants, 
the annual “Restaurant Issue” is packed with very 
good stories, especially David Halberstam’s food 
memoir of the Diamond restaurant in Saigon and 
the humor piece about a marauding ground hog.

MANGIERI'S PIZZA CAFE

Southwest Austin is growing by leaps 
and bounds, and enterprising restaura- 
teurs are not missing the many opportu- 
nities the area is offering. One such 
place is Mangieri’s Pizza Cafe. Housed in 
a newly developed shopping center in 
the Circle C neighborhood, Mangieri’s is § 
the brainchild of Anthony Mangieri, £ 
whose grandfather started serving pizza i 
in New Jersey back in the 1920s. He | 
now brings his authentic family recipes 
to Austin in a family-oriented atmosphere. 

After visiting the Web site, my impression was 
that Mangieri’s was a quaint, quiet, upscale din- 
ing establishment. However, I was a bit disap- 
pointed to discover that it is actually a quick, 
casual counter-service restaurant. There is not 
much real estate in the small entryway to wait 
for a table, especially since many people wait 


there for their takeout orders. Our solution was 
to order a pitcher of beer and a bottle of wine 
and take one of their tiny cafe tables outside. 

The young counter staff - 
mostly high school stu- 
dents - graciously brought 
out our beverages and 
promptly let us know when 
our table was ready. 

We started with a Caesar 
($3.25) and a Greek ($4.25) 
salad. When I inquired about 
the salad dressings, the 
staff honestly answered that 
they were not homemade. I 
appreciated that. Since anchovies are on the 
menu as a pizza topping, I ordered some to jazz 
up the flavor of the Caesar, which was made with 
crisp romaine topped with crunchy croutons. The 
Greek salad didn’t need any help with its fresh, 
flavorful vegetables and pepperoncini. 

Because all of the specialty pizzas sounded 
good, we opted to try four different 10-inch piz- 


zas for $8.39 each. All are made with a thin and 
crisp East Coast-style crust flavored with herbs. 
The unusual and delicious Bella’s is topped with 
grilled chicken breast, baby spinach, fresh Roma 
tomatoes, oregano, sesame seeds, extra virgin 
olive oil, mozzarella, and feta cheese. My 8-year- 
old friend Felix thought the combination of pep- 
peroni, sausage, beef, Canadian bacon, bacon, 
Cheddar, and mozzarella on the Capo would be 
good. And boy, was he right. The Giovanna’s - 
with meatballs, fresh mushrooms, fresh garlic, 
mozzarella, onion, as well as red, yellow, and 
green peppers - tasted traditional and was ful- 
filling. The pizza of the week was simply topped 
with fresh tomatoes, garlic, oregano, extra virgin 
olive oil, and Parmesan cheese. All pizzas were 
topped with just the right amount of ingredients. 
For dessert, Felix and I split the Caramel Turtle 
Cheesecake ($3.99), which we enjoyed, 
although it was not made in house. 

I liked Mangieri’s pizza so much that I decid- 
ed to go for takeout, so I could enjoy it with the 
wine of my choice and in a quieter environment. 


My order was promptly ready at the time I said 
I would arrive and remained hot all the way home. 
This time we tried the Paesano pizza deal, which 
is quite the bargain. When you order a medium 
pizza for $11.99, the second is only $7. The 
Toscana, with fresh spinach, sun-dried tomatoes, 
kalamata and green olives, artichoke hearts, 
onions, feta, olive oil, mozzarella, and whole- 
wheat crust was delicious. But the Mary Ann’s - 
Alfredo sauce, grilled chicken breast, bacon, fresh 
spinach, fresh mushrooms, mozzarella and Ched- 
dar - disappeared incredibly quickly. We also tried 
two very tasty subs ($6.39). The roast beef 
comes au jus with a sweet-spicy giardiniera relish 
that was just right for my taste. The Syracuse 
sub, made with spicy Italian sausage, ricotta, 
mozzarella, and marinara, was good and savory, 
to the delight of my friends from Pittsburgh. 

Mangieri’s is a welcome addition to South- 
west Austin. I wish they weren’t so far out of 
my way, and I wish they delivered to my neigh- 
borhood. But they’ll remain high on my list of 
reliable takeout alternatives. - Claudia Alarcon

When I first walked through the door of Ms. 
B’s, a smiling woman, on her way out, instruct- 
ed, “Whatever you do, order the sweet-potato 
fries.” This bit of friendly advice turned out to 
be right on. The fries are indeed a heavenly cre- 
ation: greaseless, crisp batons of sweet potato, 
lightly dusted with cayenne and salt. 

Ms. B’s is the third local restaurant enter- 
prise in the past 12 years for chefs/ owners/ 
spouses Brenda (Ms. B) and Billy (Mr. B?) 
McGowan. Brenda hails from New Orleans; Billy 
is an East Austin native who honed his chops 
at the Crescent City’s renowned Chez Helene. 
The kitchen team is completed by Executive 
Chef Michael Taddeo, formerly of Castle Hill 
Cafe. The restaurant itself is a cleanly modern 
space painted in spice tones and graced by 
white tablecloths, flowers, candlelight, soft 
background jazz, and postcard views of 
Downtown and the UT Tower. 

The excellent sweet-potato fries ($4) are but 
one of several inspired touches providing excep- 
tional side notes to the numerous Creole menu 
entrees. Another is the creamy corn maque 
choux (pronounced “mock shoe”) with traditional 
minced sweet red pepper and onions, updated 
with black-eyed peas and bits of crisp pickled 
okra. Another sweet touch is the off-menu iced 
spice tea that Ms. B makes 
in hot weather. When asked 
what went into this seduc- 
tive concoction, the waiter 
brought me a printed list of 
ingredients: black tea, 
orange juice, cloves, cinna- 
mon stick, black pepper, 
and sugar, garnished with 
mint and lime. This is an 
amazingly luscious summer 
libation: I’ll do my best to 
reproduce it at home. 

From the appetizer list, 

I loved the meal-sized por- 
tion of lump-meat crab 
cakes ($11) served with 
piquant Creole tomato 
sauce and yellow-pepper 
mayonnaise. Crawfish 
bisque ($4. 50/cup, $6.50/ 
bowl) seemed simple at 
first, but the subtly complex smoky flavors soon 
asserted themselves in the nicest of ways. You 
can also get platters of boiled shrimp and fresh 
oysters ($9/half dozen, $ll/dozen). My only 
disappointment was in the bread basket - the 
corn-bread muffins were merely bland, but the 
biscuits left much to be desired - they were 
heavy, dense, and needed salt. I hope it was 
just a biscuit off-night. 

The Smothered Pork Chops entree ($9.95/ 
lunch, $14. 95/dinner) was one giant, thick, and 
fork-tender chop swimming in a deeply flavorful 
roux the color of Mississippi mud. Served with 
a chopped vegetable combo, rice, and red 
beans rife with spicy sausage, this is a hearty 
plate for a big appetite. 

I thoroughly enjoyed a dinner special of beau- 
tifully prepared Blackened Snapper ($17.95) 
draped across a bed of soft cheesy grits and 
napped with a dark-rouxed crawfish etouffee. 

The only mild negative about this wonderful plate 
was the rather pedestrian steamed side of aspar- 
agus. If that had been some suitably summery 


vegetable, say, mirliton (aka chayote) squash, it 
would have been a perfect composition of 
regional, seasonal ingredients and flavors. 

On a lunchtime visit, I swooned over a Soft- 
Shell Crab Po’boy ($11, fries included). The crab, 
dressed with lettuce, tomato, and mayo, was siz- 
able and crunchy, the batter lightly seasoned and 
salted. I was impressed by the texture of the 
bread, soft on the inside, crisp on the outside, 
and not a bit chewy (which I hate in a po’boy). I 
look forward to trying the shrimp, crab, crawfish, 
and oyster sandwiches, too: Ms. B’s kitchen cer- 
tainly knows its way around a deep fryer. This is 
borne out by the fried catfish plate ($9. 95/lunch, 
$12. 95/dinner) served with vegetables and 
fries. I happened to be dining with a catfish con- 
noisseur who deemed this up to the standards 
of her Mississippi River upbringing. I concur: The 
crisp, batter-fried fillets were fresh, flaky, and pip- 
ing hot, just as they should be (although I might 
have preferred coleslaw alongside). I’ll be order- 
ing the popular crawfish enchiladas, an apt 
fusion representing two cultures crossing here in 
Austin. On one visit, an entire party at a neigh- 
boring table was devouring these with gusto. 

On to desserts (all $5), and you’d better 
leave room. Ms. B’s signature (for good rea- 
son) is a sweet-potato pecan pie dolloped with 
satiny Chantilly cream. I’m a pecan-pie purist 
and generally don’t get excited by variations, 
but this flavor combination - dense, rich, and 
only moderately sweet - won me over. The 
bread pudding is also excellent, light and cus- 
tardy, with white sultanas 
and a delicate lemon sauce. 
Peach cobbler a la mode 
with lattice piecrust is lush 
and comforting but not 
exceptional. 

Ms. B’s wine list is short 
but eclectic, clearly chosen 
to pair with spicy foods. 

There are a few $50-plus 
bottles, but most are less 
than $30, with wines by the 
glass for $8. The offerings 
are primarily from California, 
Oregon, and South America, 
which work well with the 
menu; however, in my broken- 
record refrain about Austin 
restaurants, I ask again, 
where are the Texas wines? 
We live in a flourishing wine 
region with an ever-expand- 
ing national reputation, so how come we don’t 
see more local wines on local menus, particu- 
larly when so many are great companions to 
hot-weather, highly spiced food? 

As well as wines, there’s a variety of beers 
on offer ($4), and the restaurant contains an 
attached airy bar showcasing different specialty 
drinks on different days. On one stifling August 
evening, the daily special was a tempting mojito 
with basil and fresh strawberries, but feeling 
Southern-minded, I chose a traditional mint 
julep ($6.75) full of properly muddled fresh 
mint leaves and a generous measure of bour- 
bon (it went wonderfully with those sweet-pota- 
to fries). If the bartender mixes everything so 
well, no wonder there’s significant late-evening 
action in the bar. 

The revitalization of the llth-12th Street 
neighborhood has been both contentious and a 
long time coming, but if Ms. B’s is any indication, 
I’d say we’re looking at the dawn of an exciting 
new commercial and entertainment district. 
Check it out, cher, tout de suite. - MM Pack

SAINTS ROW 

THQ(Xbox 360), $59.99 

See Grand Theft Auto. 

Saints Row offers more of the same with 
better graphics and online play. The hardcore- 
sex mod from San Andreas is absent, but what 
Saints Row offers instead is hardcore plagia- 
rism, with the boldness usually reserved for 
college freshmen and Bob Dylan. 

But immature video games imitate, and 
mature video games steal, right? Unlike me, 
though, Dylan didn’t crib famous T.S. Eliot lines, 
and physics students don’t copy chapters out 
of A Brief History of Time for term papers. THQ 
can’t possibly expect their copying Rockstar’s 
homework to go unnoticed: It’s too popular. In 
fact, the ripoff is Saints Row’s main selling point. 

Lesser clones fail by diluting the formula 
with original ideas, usually sacrificing some 
cooler aspect of the original in an attempt to 
differentiate themselves. Saints Row avoids 
this mistake by mimicking GTA’s format verba- 
tim with only a few exceptions. (Unfortunately, 
immaturity, homophobia, and a vaguely insult- 
ing white computer geek take on life in the 
ghetto are not among them.) 

You won’t find any of San Andreas’ rpg-style 
character development here. Instead, Saints 
Row gives you ridiculous customization options. 
Players can adjust everything about the main 
character from his hair color to nose bridge 
length. Ever want to implant your flabby gamer 
ass in the middle of a street gang? Flere’s your 
chance to make an eerily similar-looking - though 
infinitely more badass - digitized doppelganger. 
There are no options for adding acne, armpit 
stains, or social awkwardness to your player, 
however, so he’ll probably be an inexact copy. 

Speaking of which, Saints Row does offer a 
few minimal variations and even an improve- 
ment or two on standard GTA action. For exam- 
ple, THQ has added a little variety to the gen- 
eral side missions. In addition to the expected 
murder/ rob/ steal missions, players can earn 
money by competing in demolition derbies, 
escorting drug dealers and prostitutes, and 
filing fraudulent insurance claims. The game 
also offers online competitions, including death 
matches and a pseudo-gangster-rap capture- 
the-flag variation called “Blinged Out Rides.”

Getting Through Something Hard 

'jumping off bridges' 

The real work on jumping off 
bridges began after the six 
weeks of filming, according to 
producer Stacy Schoolfield. She 
and writer/director Kat Candler 
had met with some distributors 
who thought the film was savvy 
but not an easy sell. 

“It’s about real life stuff, and 
we don’t have Tom Cruise,” 

Schoolfield says. 

Adds Candler, with a smile: 

“There’s no sex.” 

But they weren’t willing to leave it at that. “A lot of 
people have put their backs and talent into it,” 

Schoolfield says. “We’re not just going to let it 
sit somewhere.” 

Schoolfield and Candler decided to embark on a 
do-it-yourself distribution adventure as STORIE Productions. They scheduled screenings in 
20 cities across the country to get a firm grip on the film’s audience. So far, amid a favor- 
able response, they’ve found the most loyalty in grief specialists and counselors who have 
said that they like the film because the subject of suicide is treated honestly and success- 
fully. In turn, the film was screened in conjunction with National Suicide Prevention Week 
and will be here with the Travis County Suicide Prevention Coalition. Still, Schoolfield says, 
“It’s not really about a suicide. It’s about [teens] getting through something hard.” 

After the 20-city tour, the duo plans to return to distributors with a definite plan of how 
the film can be marketed. “It has been incredibly rewarding learning the business, learning 
the path that a film takes to the theatre, how it gets marketed, how a box office works,” 
Candler says. “I think it’s really important for filmmakers to know that they can do this.”

'SXSW PRESENTS' LAUNCHES SEASON THREE ON KLRU 


If we’re not actually living in 
the End Times just yet - 
plague of locusts ... hello? - 
perhaps all this cultural 
upheaval is merely another 
speed bump in the tweaky 
Zeitgeist of modern life. Like 
the bright yellow earth movers 
and shakers currently mass- 
ing in and around downtown 
Austin, maybe it’s not just 
concussive, random decon- 
nectivity at all, but, urn, 

“smart growth” on a plane- 
tary scale. 

That’s certainly the case in 
Liz Lambert’s film The Last 
Days of the San Jose, which 
documents the transformation 
of SoCo hot spot the Hotel 
San Jose from superwhack 
crack den to ubercool in-spot 
and airs on Oct. 10 (a week 
after Stephen Tobolowsky’s 
Birthday Party kicks things 
off) as part of the third sea- 
son of the SXSW and KLRU 
joint venture, SXSW Presents. 

Call it gentrification if you 
must, but you’ve got to admit that drinking 
by the pool is infinitely more relaxing than 
holing up for the weekend in a crumbling 
motel and trying to find that last imaginary 
rock you dropped on the carpet. 

If Lambert’s snappy hotel do-over and its 
resulting documentary film confirms that 


not all of old Austin should be 
considered sacred ground, then 
Nancy Higgins’ elegiac, heart- 
felt Viva Les Amis is the flipside 
of that particularly well- 
thumbed coinage. Using foot- 
age filmed at and interviews 
with former employees, regu- 
lars, and assorted hangers-on 
of the late, lamented Les Amis 
Cafe (now, cruel irony, a 
Starbucks), Higgins’ film both 
mourns the passing of the UT 
area’s artistic and intellectual 
(and drunken) nexus and cele- 
brates the plainly odd notion 
that a Parisian-style sidewalk 
cafe-cum-lifestyle could blos- 
som so deep in the heart of 
Texas in the first place. 

As for this third season of 
SXSW Presents, festival produc- 
er Matt Dentler notes, “The big 
difference is that we are 
expanding the episodes to 
include not just the films them- 
selves but related conversa- 
tions and panels with the fil- 
makers and figures in the local 
film and arts community who will be hanging 
out, talking, and just kind of sharing their 
thoughts on the films. The idea of this 
whole show in the first place was to try and 
bottle what an experience at a film festival - 
particularly South by Southwest - would be 
like. But on your television.” - Marc Savlov

THE DICK CAVETTSHOW: 
HOLLYWOOD GREATS 

Shout! Factory, $39.98 

Katharine Hepburn didn’t know the camer- 
as were rolling when she imperiously strode 
onto the set of The Dick Cavett Show on the 
afternoon of Sept. 11, 1973. She immediate- 
ly seized control - complaining about the car- 
pet, rearranging the furniture, lifting end 
tables - as her host and his slack-jawed 
stagehands stood helpless. “All right,” she 
finally pronounced, sitting down for her first- 
ever television interview. “Let’s do it.” 

Cavett often devoted entire episodes of his 
90-minute Seventies ABC late-night talk show 
to a single celebrity guest, asking the kind of 
catty questions that his viewing audience 
members might ask if they found themselves 
sitting next to Robert 
Mitchum after a couple 
of martinis (“So, what 
is it like working on a 
chain gang?”). Cavett’s 
nudgey prodding - min- 
gling urbane wit with 
unbridled hero worship 
- often disarmed his 
subjects into compel- 
ling and candid conver- 
sation. If he was occa- 
sionally cowed by a 
guest’s reputation (he played into Alfred 
Hitchcock’s shopworn anecdotes like a 
trained lapdog), as often as not, his ques- 
tions were fresh and tenacious: When a 
disheveled Marlon Brando responds to a cau- 
tious query about filming The Godfather with 
an evasive “I’d rather not talk about movies,” 
Cavett slyly shoots back, “Oh. Well. ... Did 
you like the book The Godfather ?" 

These vintage interviews could not take 
place today; the guests had no movies to 
plug and 90 minutes in which not to plug 
them. Delightful surprises abound in this 4- 
disc set: Mitchum getting progressively plas- 
tered on camera; a Goliathan Orson Welles, 
his head so large he threatens to swallow 
Cavett whole, recalling dining with a young 
Adolf Hitler; Bette Davis obligingly playing the 
Queen Bee; Fred Astaire still nimble on his 
feet at 77. But the set’s crown jewel is the 
legendary Hepburn; the actress became so at 
ease with her host that they taped a sponta- 
neous second show on the spot (included 
here). Regal, bossy, and earthy, Hepburn more 
than lived up to her legend, bubbling with cha- 
risma and energy. “You keep interrupting me,” 
she chastises her star-struck host at one 
point. “Just shut up.” Cavett was an actor’s 
dream: a witty sidekick who knew when to 
meet such a demand. - Steve Uhler

THE NATURAL Jan Dunn on 'Gypo' 

You still come across 
inspiring first-time film- 
making stories, but 
thrilling tales of blowing 
out your credit rating or 
mortgaging the family 
manse to make your 
no-budget, Quixotian 
dreams come true isn’t 
quite as remarkable 
as it was back when 
Robert Rodriguez went 
under the needle to 
secure a pittance for El 
Mariachi’s short ends. 

Enter Jan Dunn, who, 
after working as an 
actress and making a 
half-dozen short films, 
decided to try her hand 
at a feature. It’s called 
Gypo (derisive UK slang 
for Gypsy), and it was 
shot in 13 days with 

a spellbinding mix of name actors (Pauline 
McLynn, Paul McGann) and, in the film’s piv- 
otal role, newcomer Chloe Sirene. It’s also the 
first official UK feature film true to Lars Von 
Trier’s hyperreal filmmaking vow of chastity, 

Dogme 95. What’s more, Gypo has secured a 
UK theatrical release, a feat near-unheard of in 
British indie cinema (what there is of it). And 
thanks to the resounding success of the film, 

Dunn and her producer have been guaranteed 
major financing on their next project. Oh, and 
one more thing: It’s just been short-listed for a 
BAFTA, the UK equivalent of an Oscar. 

Top that. I dare you. 

Initially intentioned as something of a call- 
ing-card film for the benefit of Dunn and her 
producer, Gypo’s gritty, emotionally jarring tale 
of familial disintegration, the plight of Romany 
refugees in the UK, and the primal power of 
love in the face of bitter ruin is, simply put, a 
stunner. 

The Chronicle talked to Dunn by phone in the 
weeks leading up Gypo’ s festival screening.

Austin Chronicle: It's amazing how much has 
gone right for you in the creation of your first 
feature. Usually get to hear the horror stories , 
but in your case there don’t seem to have been 
many. 

Jan Dunn: The first one’s always the hardest 
and I’d been trying to get my first feature film 
off the ground for two or three years and I was 
selected for this kind of local-talent initiative 
by my local UK film council here in the region I 
live in. It was a group of writers, directors, and 
producers who hadn’t made their first film yet. I 
was one of eight people, and that’s where I met 
my producer Elaine Wickham. She had seen 
a couple of my shorts and couldn’t believe I’d 
made them for nothing and it was her idea to 
scrap our existing feature film ideas and come 


up with something we could use as a 
calling card. And eight weeks later we 
were shooting Gypo. 

AC: Was it already in your mind to do a 
Dogme film? 

JD: Well, Elaine and I knew that whatever we 
did it would have to be low-budget and we’d 
have to shoot local. At that time the refugee 
situation, particularly with Romany Czechs, was 
very prevalent, and particularly in this region, 
because we’re right near Dover where the 
Channel Tunnel and the ferries from Europe 
are. Immigration was a major issue at that time 
- the Czech Republic hadn’t quite come into the 
EU yet - and there were a lot of Romany Czechs 
comings specifically to this area, and I wanted 
that to be a major part of the story, along 
with it being a story about an older woman 
in her forties. 

I knew I wanted to improvise the dialogue a 
bit, I knew I wanted it to be gritty, and I knew 
I wanted to use a hand-held camera. And so 
I began to think about shooting it under the 
Dogme rules. The word Dogme is not necessar- 
ily music to a producer’s ears, so I very tenta- 
tively made the suggestion to Elaine, and when 
I did, this huge smile came across her face and 
she told me she loved the idea. 

AC: Did you have to meet with Lars Von Trier at 
any point? 

JD: We did go to Copenhagen and met with the 
guys at Nimbus and Zentropa, but not actually 
with Von Trier. 

AC: It’s 2006 now, so Dogme is no longer extant, 
officially , right? 

JD: Right. At that point, when we shot it, we 
were still in the 10 years of Dogme. It wasn’t 
until we went to Copenhagen that we realized 
there had been no British Dogme films before. 
There’d been a couple that for some bizarre rea- 
son the distributors had referred to as Dogme 
films, but there hadn’t yet been an official 
Dogme film out of the UK. 


NOBODY'S PERFECT Maria Maggenti on 'Puccini for Beginners' 


Screwball comedy comes naturally to film- 
maker Maria Maggenti. It was the dominant 
tone of her first feature film, The Incredibly True 
Adventure of Two Girls in Love, a movie about 
two high school girls and the community uproar 
that occurs once they fall in love. Then came 
her script for The Love Letter, a mistaken-iden- 
tity comedy that was made into a film starring 
Kate Capshaw, Blythe Danner, Ellen DeGeneres, 
Tom Everett Scott, and Tom Selleck. Now, seven 
years later, comes Puccini for Beginners. 

Puccini for Beginners is another screwball 
mash-up that uses gender identity and sexual 
politics as the bedrock of its comedy. The mov- 
ie’s central character, Allegra Castiglione, is a 
lesbian and a smart, successful author living in 
New York. She has just broken up with her cur- 
rent girlfriend because she is unwilling to com- 
mit to one woman and utter the words ”1 love 
you.” While drowning her romantic sorrows she 
meets Philip, a Columbia University professor, 
a man for whom she, surprisingly, feels sudden 
sparks. She indulges her curiosity and embarks 
on a steady fling with the prof. Meanwhile, 
she also meets Grace, a recently un-engaged 
straight woman, with whom she also starts a 
separate but simultaneous affair. It turns out, 
of course, that Grace and Philip once had plans 
to wed but called it off before going their sepa- 
rate ways. Then, as happens in screwball com- 
edies, everything combusts during one eventful 
gathering of all the characters. 

Justin Kirk and Gretchen Mol were committed 
to playing Philip and Grace, but it took Maggenti 
a long time to find her Allegra. It wasn’t until 
a week before shooting began that she found 
Elizabeth Reaser. “Allegra was a very hard part 
to cast,” recalls the filmmaker during a phone 
interview, “because she had to be somebody 
who could pull off being sexy in an atypical way, 
and brainy without being your classic Hollywood 
brainy (which is dark hair and glasses). She 
had to be sexually vibrant, and interesting, and 
funny. And that’s hard to do. The problem is 
that actresses are rarely demanded to be intel- 
lectuals. So many don’t even know what that 
means because they work always in the body.” 

Maggenti’s films are delightful in their lack 
of political dogma. They are rich with feminist 
ideas and principles, but generous in their 
allowances for the vagaries of human behavior. 
“The thing is that people are people: They’re

weird,” observes Maggenti. “They’re weird and 
they’re idiosyncratic and they contradict them- 
selves.” It’s as if all Maggenti’s characters are 
fashioned in tribute to her favorite director Billy 
Wilder, the master of screwball comedies whose 
famous retort, “Nobody’s perfect,” from Some 
Like It Hot, is the ultimate comment on the 
topsy-turvy world of screwball dynamics. Puccini 
for Beginners is filled with a hipster chorus of 
New York lesbians and longtime feminists, who 
criticize Allegra for her defection to “the other 
side” and indiscriminate choices. “There are 
very few things I hold so dear that I can’t start 
laughing and picking them apart,” the filmmaker 
adds. “I was really interested in gender - what 
makes a male-female relationship, what makes 
a heterosexual relationship. I was interested in 
those things from almost a sociological/politi- 
cal view.” 

Puccini for Beginners premiered last January 
at the Sundance Film Festival, and after play- 
ing a few festivals, the film is set for theatrical 
release in January 2007. Let’s hope it doesn’t 
take another seven years for Maggenti to make 
her next feature. - Marjorie Baumgarten 


ANOTHER GAY MOVIE

Consider it payback for all those 
Brokeback Mountain parodies. The teen 
sex comedy gets a Queer Eye makeover 
when four gay high school boys set out to 
lose the “big A” before the end of sum- 
mer. Look for cameos by Richard Hatch, 
Ant, and porn star Matthew Rush, but the 
movie’s most appealing feature might be 
the setting: a high school where all par- 
ents are supportive of their children’s life- 
styles and the biggest problem facing gay 
teenagers is figuring out how to get laid. 
For all the gross-out body-fluid gags, ger- 
bil stuffing, and vegetable-drawer raiding, 
the movie manages to tap some of the 
same sexi-/sweetness as the American 
Pie series. After all, “The best butt love is 
when you’re in love.” - Jeremy Martin 


EATING OUT 2: SLOPPY SECONDS

With its oh-so-clever title and credit as the first 
American gay sequel, Eating Out 2: Sloppy Seconds, 
is a fun commentary on reverse psychology and 
hormonal rivalry. Following the original, Eating Out, 
wherein Kyle (Verraros) convinced his straight room- 
mate to feign homosexuality in order to get the girl 
of his fancy, Eating Out 2, finds Kyle convinced by his 
pals Gwen (Hands) and Tiffani (Kochan) to pretend 
to be straight (actually he’s pretending to be an ex- 
gay) in order to get the very-closeted cowboy of his 
fancy, nude model Troy. When Kyle’s ex-boyfriend 
Marc (Chukerman) finds out his nerdy, emotional ex 
is about to score with a ranch-hand hunk, he devises 
his own plan to nab Troy: acting as flamingly gay as 
he can be. Lust is in the air in this queer college uni- 
verse, but will Kyle’s ruse earn him a chance to view 
more than Troy’s art-class poses, or will he have to 
settle for sloppy seconds? Or none at all?

LOVING ANNABELLE

Fudickar, Michelle Horn, Laura Breckenridge 

There is nothing so complicated as human 
relationships. Forbidden love is the prime 
focus of Brooks’ Loving Annabelle, inspired by 
the 1931 German film Maedchen in Uniform. 
Brought into the tedious drone of an all-girl 
Catholic prep school, Annabelle (Kelly), a 
nonconforming, self-proclaimed Buddhist and 
uncompromising lesbian who happens to be the 
daughter of a senator, sets her desires on her 
careful poetry teacher, Simone Bradley (Gaidry). 
While the sexual preference of Annabelle fails 
to be a subject of controversy among her peers, 



and ultimately the character is free of growing 
and changing, it is the unsuspecting character 
of Simone that struggles with hard decisions 
and development - all the while twirling her 
gold cross necklace, wondering, “Am I doing the 
right thing?” Meanwhile, inside and outside of 
the classroom, the winsome words of Rainer 
Maria Rilke echo within the hearts of Annabelle 
and Simone, anticipating the conclusion of an 
old tale. - S.R.

Austin Chronicle: Your past roles 
are pretty varied and un-typecast , how do you 
remain so versatile of an actor? 

Darryl Stephens: I tend to only take roles 
where I think I can share a different side. 
Sexuality is less an issue for me than personal- 
ity. When reading a script, if I see personality 
traits that I can illuminate that are different 
from characters I’ve played in the past, then 
I’m all for it. I didn’t work for a few years and I 
realized during that time that fear was a waste 
of my time. I decided I would play anyone I 
could somehow dignify by inhabiting. That prob- 
ably sounds lofty and ridiculous ... but that’s 
how I look at it. 

AC: What was your inspiration for your character 
in Boy Culture? 

DS: I read the book. The character in the book 
was a corn-fed white boy from the Midwest. I 
wanted my characterization to come off as more 
of a jock, but at the time, I couldn’t cut my hair 
(I was growing it out for the first season of 
Noah's Arc) and the film’s wardrobe department 
had a different view of Andrew, so he ended up 
coming off more middle class, kind of an “every 
guy.” I thought he should be the antithesis of 
Noah. He should be still and controlled, basi- 
cally grunt when he speaks, and try to commu- 
nicate emotions he is unable to speak with his 
eyes. There wasn’t an actual person that I 
based the character on - just an idea of how I 
would like to see the character played. 

AC: What's the most difficult role you've played? 
DS: Noah is probably the toughest so far. It’s 
about trying to balance the softness, the girli- 



ness of Patrick (Ian Polk’s) concept of the char- 
acter and still make him someone that viewers, 
gay and straight, can root for. The challenge is 
making him sweet enough that viewers forgive 
his flaws, and human enough that his flaws are 
believable. The fact that it’s a funny show is also 
tough. I’m constantly trying to find the balance of 
what’s funny and what’s too over the top. 

AC: What actor or actress has inspired you the 
most? 

DS: Prince has inspired me, he always did his 
own thing. He didn’t worry about what people 
had to say about him. His performance in Under 
the Cherry Moon was a brilliant version of black 
camp. He inspired a few of my moments on 
Noah's Arc. 

AC: What's your dream role? 

DS: I would like to play someone dark, some- 
thing emotional and deep. Also, a superhero ... 
like in an X-men type of movie. I would love to 
play a guy just caught up in some horrible real 
shit that takes an emotional toll on him. I think 
I have some old issues, some depression I 
need to exorcise. 

AC: In Boy Culture you play a reserved yet multi- 
faceted character , how did you prepare yourself 
for that role? 

DS: I am a reserved, yet multifaceted character. 
It didn’t take much more preparation than just 
sitting still. 

AC: The media has labeled Noah’s Arc as “Sex 
and the City for gay men How do you respond 
to that? 

DS: I thought Sex and the City was for gay men.

Friday Night Lights, the new NBC series tai- 
lored after the 2004 film (and filmed in these 
parts), might not resonate with folks who didn’t 
grow up in football country. Why all the fuss 
about high school football? Well, if you live in 
the series’ fictional Dillon, Texas - or any other 
town in Texas - you know that high school 
football is everything. If you’re already turning 
up your nose at this, take note: No matter how 
jaded, well-read, or above-it-all you might think 
you are, Friday Night Lights will suck you in 
before you can say “hut.” With all the intrigue 
of The West Wing, the passion of Grey’s Anatomy, 
and the humor of Desperate Housewives (but not 
too much humor; this is, after all, a series that 
takes its football very seriously), Friday Night 
Lights is the most surprisingly compelling addi- 
tion to the new fall TV season. 

While the football game is the highlight 
of the show, the outside pressures drive the 
series. No one knows this better than head 
coach Eric Taylor (Kyle Chandler). No matter 
if it’s a casual dinner, a chance encounter, or 
turning on local talk radio, everyone - every- 
one - has an opinion on how he should do 
his job. Chandler is no Billy Bob Thornton, 
but he gives a steady performance that belies 
earlier work in frothier series such as Early 
Edition (1996) and pleasant but thankless roles 
in Grey’s Anatomy and What About Joan (2001). 
Connie Britton, as his steely wife, Tami, finally 
has a role that makes use of her talents beyond 
being a high-strung sex bomb (Spin City) or a 
hand-wringing mother (24) . As the student foot- 
ball players, Gaius Charles as Brian “Smash” 
Williams, a brash player with his sights on the 
big time; Taylor Kitsch as Tim Riggins, a player 
with issues and resentment toward Williams; 
and Zach Gilford as Matt Saracen, the new, 
doe-eyed quarterback, are superb. 

Like that other adult-teen drama, The OC, 
this series works because the lives of the adults 
and “children” are treated with equal weight. 
What makes Friday Night Lights superior is that 
it does not declaw the all-American pastime or 
present a bucolic version of small- town life. 
No, in this series, life and football are shown in 
all their gritty, sweaty, and, yes, dramatic glory. 

Friday Night Lights premieres Tuesday, Oct. 
3, at 7pm on NBC.

On the commercial network side, KVUE 
(ABC), K-EYE (CBS), KTBC-TV (Fox), and 
News 8 Austin also received nods. KVUE News 
Beat (Carlos Reina, producer) is nominated 
for Best Evening Newscast in its market class. 
The ABC affiliate also received nominations for 
Best Feature News Report (24 hours) for “Mr 
Luv’s American Dream” (Kevin Peters, pro- 
ducer) ; Best Politics/Govemment Story (single) 
for “Cheney’s Spin” (Lee McGuire, producer;

TCB music news

TEXAS TOP HAND 




“I loved the way he sounded and went up and talked to him,” says 
White. “I told him, ‘When you get a band of your own, call me. I’d love to 
have you out here.’” 

Around 1990, Walser and his newly formed Pure Texas Band began 
playing Monday nights at Burnet Road honky-tonk Henry’s. Word quickly 
spread about the cowboy singer with the otherworldly yodel, and people 
from all walks of life began packing the tiny bar and grill. Besides occa- 
sional drop-ins like Jimmie Dale Gilmore, other Monday-night regulars 
included the Butthole Surfers. “I couldn’t believe how cool it was to 
have something so far under the radar in the neighborhood,” says former 
BHS and current Honky bassist Jeff Pinkus. 

When Henry’s closed in 1993, Walser was in need of a residency, and 
Pinkus introduced him to Emo’s then manager Dave Thomson. He 
began playing Wednesday nights at the Red River club, and the tattooed- 
and-pierced crowd embraced Walser as much as the honky-tonkers at 
Henry’s had. Walser likewise did his part to fit in at the club. 

“His first show, he starts playing Chuck Berry songs,” remembers 
Pinkus. “I said, ‘Don, what are you doing?’ He said, ‘I’m playing rock & 
roll for the kids.’ I said, ‘No, I want you to do what you do. We’re up for 
anything.’ So the very next song he says, ‘This here’s a song about mur- 
der,’ and played ‘The Long Black Veil.’ 

“It sent shivers down my spine.” 

Walser retired from the National Guard in 1994, at which point his 
musical career took off. Besides his Emo’s residency, which lasted the 
better part of a year - he remains the only artist to have had a regular 
gig at the club - he played Monday nights at Babe’s on Sixth Street and 
Tuesdays at Jovita’s on South First. He opened for the Butthole Surfers 
and Old 97’s at Liberty Lunch, Johnny Cash at the Frank Erwin Center, 
Charlie Louvin at the Spoke, and the Kronos Quartet, with whom he 
recorded a song for his 1998 LF? Down at the Sky-Vue Drive-In, at Bass 
Concert Hall. Walser played the Atlanta Olympics in 1996, the Grand Ole 
Opry in 1999, and received the National Heritage Award at the 
Kennedy Center in Washington, D.C., in September 2000. 

Walser severely curtailed his schedule after suffering a mild stroke in 
March 2002, and his declining health eventually forced him to retire for 
good. One of his final shows came at James White’s South Lamar dance 
emporium in September 2003. In barely more than a decade, the jovial 
former civil servant had become a genuine Austin legend, as renowned 
for his generosity and benevolence as his high-pitched laugh and crystal- 
line vocals. He is survived by his wife of 54 years, Patricia Jane; their 
children, Jeanne, Donna, Michael, and Al; and seven grandchildren. 

“He loved people in general and musicians in particular,” Pure Texas Band 
fiddler Howard Kalish said Monday. “It radiated out of him like a beacon.”

Don Walser, the rotund, perpetually smiling 
plainsman who became the face of Austin country 
music in the Nineties, passed away last Wednesday 
afternoon at his South Austin home after a long bat- 
tle with diabetes. A gentle giant never shy about 
ceding the spotlight to his band members and fel- 
low musicians, Walser had celebrated his 72nd 
birthday six days before, and his death cast a pall 
over the entire local music community. 

“He’s left a Don Walser-sized hole in the heart of 
our community, one we’ll be very hard-pressed to fill 
again,” says Walser’s close friend Mark Rubin, who 
spent many hours at Walser’s bedside in his last 
days (see “Song for My Father,” p.60). 

Donald Ray Walser was born Sept. 14, 1934, in 
the small West Texas town of Brownfield and grew 
up in nearby Lamesa. Walser’s mother died when he was 11, and his 
dad worked nights, leaving him plenty of time to listen to Hank Williams 
and Lefty Frizzell on the radio and watch Gene Autry at the local pic- 
ture show. Walser left school after the eighth grade and enlisted in the 
Texas National Guard - claiming he was two years older to bypass the 
age limit - but, his childhood friend Keith Ball remembered at Walser’s 
funeral Monday, he often showed up at the local high school with his gui- 
tar to sing his former classmates songs he’d written about them. 

Walser credited "High Pockets” Duncan, a deejay at Lubbock’s 
KDAV, with helping him get started in music, although he was some- 
what hard to reach. He didn’t have a home phone in Lamesa, he told 
the Chronicle's Lee Nichols in 1992, so “old High Pockets would get on 
the radio and say, ‘Anybody over there in Lamesa, if you see ol’ Don 
Walser, tell him I want him to be at such-and-such place at such-and- 
such time.”' 

In the late Fifties, Walser recorded “Rolling Stone From Texas,” which 
became the title song of his 1994 breakthrough album on Austin’s 
Watermelon Records, and sent it to Billboard magazine, which rated 
the record four stars. Even then, however, Walser, who served the 
National Guard for 45 years as a mechanic, superintendent, and auditor, 
only pursued music as a sideline while he raised his family. 

The Walsers moved to Austin in 1984 when Walser was assigned to 
Camp Mabry, and by the late Eighties, he was back on the bandstand. 
He began singing with Al Dressen’s Super Swing Revue, where he 
came to the attention of Broken Spoke owner James White.

JERRY LIGHTFOOT 
1951-2006 


Jerry Lightfoot, the journeyman 
blues guitarist, 
singer-songwrit- 
er, and advo- 
cate for unsung 
bluesmen in his 
native Houston, 
died Sept. 19 
in an Austin 
hospital from 
injuries sus- 
tained in a fall. 

He was 55. 

Lightfoot, sur- 
vived by wife 
Colleen, became enamored of the 
13th Floor Elevators while growing 
up in working-class Pasadena, Texas, 
and later moved to the Bay area. He 
returned to Houston in the Eighties, 
and his group, the Essentials, 
became the house band at popular 
nightclub Rockefeller’s, where they 
backed Albert Collins, John Lee 
Hooker, and Bo Diddley, among oth- 
ers. Lightfoot befriended, recorded 
with, and arranged shows for many of 
the leading figures of Houston’s rich 
but obscure blues scene: Jimmy “T- 
99” Nelson, Joe "Guitar” Hughes, 
Katie Webster, Grady Gaines, Pete 
Mayes, and his mentor Big Walter 
“the Thunderbird,” who appears on 
Lightfoot’s most recent album, 

2002 ’s Texistentialism. “You hear 
Jerry play live, and you know he’s 
going for it every night,” pianist David 
Vest told the Houston Press in 2003.

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The house that Don Walser built, 1934-2006 BY MARK RUBIN 


Let me state it plainly: If you find yourself 
singing onstage in Austin, Texas, with a guitar 
strapped around you, wearing a Western shirt, 
cowboy boots, and a hat, then you do so at the 
good graces of Don Walser. 

You may come from someplace else, and 
chances are you were still in high school when 
Don was holding down Monday nights at the late 
Henry’s Bar and Grill on Burnet Road. If you only 
got here in the last decade or so, you could con- 
ceivably be forgiven for not knowing your debt 
to the man. Those of us who knew and played 
with Don Walser were irrevocably touched by his 
music and his outsized personality. 

Austin has a reputation for being the place 
where the hippies met the rednecks, but that 
was long ago, and pot-smoking, long-hair 
“cosmic cowboy” country acts fronted by 
three-named singer-songwriters went out right 
about the time of George Strait’s first Top 10 
hit. By the time I got here, from Oklahoma 
via Dallas in 1989, the local country music 
scene had gone from “cosmic” to “creepy.” The 
clubs overflowed with a veritable cornucopia 
of middle-aged hippies-gone-country, firmly 
stuck in the fast-fading glow of tired group- 
ies, cocaine habits, and better times. It was a 
scene so insular and cliquish that no one in 
it was the least bit aware of the latest musical 
movement taking root here, one that rejected 
wholesale everything that had come before it. 
To my knowledge, nobody from the “songwrit- 
ers guitar pull” at Headliners East was found 
at the Cannibal Club right down the street. I’m 
reckoning I was the only guy in town witness- 
ing sets by Rusty Wier and Poison 13 in the 
same evening. 

True, punk rockers down here liked to wear 
cowboy hats, cowboy boots, and tended to 
name-check country “outlaws” like George 
Jones and Johnny Cash. Yet a pitiful few would 
cop to knowing how to two-step and most 


certainly wouldn’t be caught dead - or be wel- 
come for that matter - at any of Austin’s then 
C&W joints. All of this changed in time, and 
Don Wasler was at the heart of that evolution- 
ary shift. 

Paul Leary, guitarist for the Butthole Surfers, 
first told me about Don. I met Leary when he 
produced a single for my band the Bad Livers 
in 1990 and then took us out on tour as the 
Surfers’ opening act. He knew I was a fan of 
traditional country and told me he had heard 
of a wonderful steel guitarist who played at a 
little “hole in the wall” joint once a week up on 
Burnet Road. Established punk rockers were 
always on the lookout for some cool local dive 
where they could drink in peace away from the 
hipsters. The Carousel Lounge and its savant 
blind pianist had already been overrun by the 
hooples, but this place, Henry’s Bar and Grill, 
showed great promise. My bandmate Danny 
Barnes, who put himself through college play- 
ing guitar in honky-tonks all over Central 
Texas, told me he knew the place well and had 
played there many times before. 

That sealed it. I must go. 

On my first visit there, I nearly had an 
asthma attack from decades’ worth of cigarette 
smoke without proper ventilation. It was ultra 
dark, cool even on the hottest summer day, 
and as big as a postage stamp with a ceiling so 
low you had to stoop to sit in a corner chair. 
I walked in early one Monday evening, and 
when my eyes finally adjusted, I peered across 
the room, plastered in a dizzying array of liter- 
ally thousands of snapshots of country music 
singers. Leary and his party were sitting at a 
table near the center of the dance floor. 

Crammed into the comer next to the bath- 
room was a trio of pickers: a slight, skinny 
man on an ancient electric bass; a silver-haired 
gentleman hunched over a pedal steel guitar; 
and between them, perched on a stool, was a

big man strumming a big Gibson guitar. I will 
never forget they were playing George Jones’ 
“Window up Above.” I turned to Leary. 

“That sounds just like the original record,” 
I blurted. 

“It ought to,” he replied. “That’s the guy 
who played it.” 

I had come for the steel guitar, but it was 
the otherworldly bel canto coming from the 
singer that held my rapt attention. It was a 
sound so pure and controlled that it com- 
pletely overshadowed the otherwise genius 
playing of country steel legend Jimmy Day. 
And the choice of material was a C&W fan’s 
wet dream: Jimmie Rodgers, Bob Wills, Johnny 
Bush, Freddie Hart! At the set break, James 
Henry, the club’s convivial owner and the man 
who took all those photos on the walls, intro- 
duced himself and then called over the singer. 
That’s how I met Don Walser.

As time went on, word got out that there 
was real, live country music going down at this 
dive in Central Austin on Monday nights. It 
was at Henry’s that I met Led Zeppelin bassist 
John Paul Jones, a fine steel guitarist in his own 
right. He was in town doing preproduction for 
a Butthole Surfers album and had become so 
enamored of Don Walser’s Pure Texas Band 
that he stayed a month longer than planned 
just to see four more shows. It was also at 
Henry’s that Don got the Bad Livers one of our 
first local gigs. (We didn’t go over so well, actu- 


ally, but Mr. Henry put an extra $20 in the tip 
jar to make us feel welcome.) For many years to 
come, I made it a point to bring out-of-towners 
there to show off “country music in its native 
environment,” as if it were some kind of an 
anthropological reserve, which in many ways it 
was. 

Becoming a regular, I got to sit at Henry’s 
private family table and hobnob with the band 
members. If I was really lucky, bassist “Skinny” 
Don Keeling would take a break to dance with 
his wife, and I’d get to play bass with the band. 
My old pal Ed Miller (not the Scot) drove down 
every Monday from Fort Worth with his tube- 
powered reel-to-reel tape recorder just to cap- 
ture the sounds of the place. (Someday we’ll 
find someone who wants to release it.) The 
house’s local character, “Cowboy,” would make 
his patented bellow and Mr. Henry would have 
to shut him up and maybe drag him out to the 
parking lot to cool him off. I got asked to dance 
by all manner of lovely ladies, most about my 
grandmother’s age, smelling of rose water and 
Kool unfiltereds. It was all part of the floor 
show on Burnet Road, but it was the good- 
natured country singer with the encyclopedic 
set list that we all came to see. 

Beyond his immeasurable vocal talents, Don 
filled the dead air between songs with the 
most easygoing and natural repartee, a style of 
elocution well known to previous generations 
of music fans but sadly absent in the entertain- 
ment business today. If Don thought he was 
something special, he never let on about it.

Sometimes he seemed just as amazed by his 
gifts as we were, often ending a particularly 
virtuosic yodel tune with a little laugh, as if he 
himself were surprised he pulled it off so well. 
In his mind, he was simply leading a honky- 
tonk combo, no different from the ones he cut 
his teeth with out in West Texas growing up. He 
was blissfully unaware that simply being that 
made him as special as could be. My weekly 
pilgrimage there became a master’s course in 
old-school musicianship and show business. 

Over time, Walser’s Pure Texas Band added 
a fiddle and then a drummer, playing a style 
of country music that had for all intents and 
purposes been pronounced dead by the very 
culture that spawned it. Hipsters and punk 
rock freaks turned up at Henry’s with regular- 
ity. There were as many “kids,” as Don called 
the purple-hair-and-pierced crew, as there were 
“cowboys” now. It was hippies and rednecks 
all over again, only this time the punk rockers 
played the roll of newly minted C&W fans. 

And why not? Playing hardcore honky- 
tonk, drinkin’, cheatin’-heart songs was every 
bit as subversive and counterculture as the 
latest Henry Rollins project, if not more so. 
Somewhere around the house I have a poster 
for a gig at the Austin Music Hall in 1991, pro- 
moting the Butthole Surfers and openers the 
Bad Livers and Don Walser & the Pure Texas 
Band. A bill such as that may have appeared to 
the outside world like some kind of goof being

perpetrated, a postmodern laugh at the audi- 
ence, but they’d be wrong. Unlikely as it might 
have seemed, all three bands were playing to 
essentially the same audience now. 

When Henry’s was leveled in favor of 
AutoZone’s parking lot, the logical and natural 
progression was to thus decamp the residency

to the then-bastion of punk credibility, Emo’s. 
There, Walser was able to connect personally 
with a whole new generation of music fans 
who took the sincerity of his music completely 
at face value. Some punters may have come 
out to see an old hillbilly sing at a punk rock 
bar, but the force of the music and the hon- 
esty of the man resonated deeply 
in this generation that, to this very 
day, drives around with beloved 
Pure Texas Band stickers stuck next 
to other punk rock band endorse- 
ments on car bumpers. 

It was this new appreciation and 
veneration for musical elders that 
eventually brought Johnny Cash to 
Emo’s in 1994, years after Walser 
and his band had opened the door. 
At the same time, the scent of a loyal 
following lead to opportunities at 
other venues, even ones where coun- 
try music was the currency With 
his profile buoyed by the popular 
press, Don now packed dance floors regularly 
at Jovita’s and even the vaunted Broken Spoke. 
Today, too few remember that he was packing 
them in at Houston’s bygone Emo’s long before 
the two-steppers paid any attention whatsoever. 

This acceptance for traditional country music 
and the ready support of both rockers and red- 


necks is a confluence we take for granted today 
in Austin. Those reading this who, like me, 
go out into the clubs and lead a little combo 
playing trad Texas dance music, singing the old 
songs with fiddle and steel, you need to take a 
moment and realize that you stand in a house 
that in many ways Don Walser built. That’s why 
as we mourn him now, we must take time to 
remember what he accomplished here, even if 
- especially if - he himself probably never real- 
ized his true and lasting influence. 

Yet just as certain as we took him for granted, 
it was just as quickly that he faded from our 
scene. He left the stage one day, in what seemed 
like a blink of an eye, and it was suddenly like 
he’d never been there. Very few people I run 
into today ever saw or heard Don in person, 
much less own one of his albums. I fear in 
time that Don will be best remembered as the 
disembodied yodel in a Bill Chapman Autos 
TV spot than as the great musical force he was. 
And more’s the pity That speaks more about 
our local culture’s inability to appreciate its 
actual treasures than it does about Don himself. 
For his part, Walser constantly looked to the 
“young” folks to pick up the torch and soldier 
on, to learn the old songs and play them well, 
get the folks dancing and show them a good 
time. And to make new songs, ones that tell 
stories and unfold the truth of life. 





There’s a lot I could 
tell you about Don’s late- 
blooming career: the mak- 
ing of his albums and 
the controversy spurred 
when his producer found 
his band unfit for the 
recording studio; his 
eventual recognition by 
the Nashville “establish- 
ment”; the movie about 
his life story that never 
got made; the appearanc- 
es on national television, 
the Grand Ole Opry, a 
presidential inauguration, 
and the main stage of the 
National Folk Festival; 
photo shoots with Annie 
Leibovitz and recording 
sessions with the Kronos 
Quartet; managers and 
booking agents; and the 
long list of musicians who 
traveled far and wide to 
learn his music and pay 
their respects to him. 

It’s a truly amazing and unlikely story. But 
I’ll leave its dissemination to the music histori- 
ans. You see, I’m not too good with those sorts 
of particulars when I’m as emotionally attached 
to someone as I was to Don Walser. Truth is, 
friends, I feel like an orphan today 


Big Daddy 

I lost my father when I was just past my bar 
mitzvah year. One fine day he went to the hos- 
pital and never came back. I made my weekly 
visit, each time watching him slide a little bit 
farther away Two years later, they pulled me 
out of school to tell me he was finally gone. 
The death certificate reads “complications due 
to pancreatic cancer,” but a systemwide failure 
due to poor health and a too-stressful work- 
load was the real culprit. 

As the eldest son of a conservatively Jewish 
household, I was thoughtfully instructed on 
the customs and duties of the Jewish life cycle. 
I was given a solid, sensible foundation for a 
young man’s behavior in the processes of life 
and death. Before my father took ill, we had a 
wonderful relationship, and the way he lived 
his life remains a constant inspiration to me. If

The Grand Ole Opry was obviously a huge deal 
for Don Walser. I don’t know if it was because I 
was a journalist, but I got to sit onstage at the 
Ryman Auditorium the night Austin’s king of coun- 
try music made his debut there on Oct. 30, 1999 
(austinchronicle.com/gyrobase/lssue/ 
review?oid=oid%3A74559). My date, No 
Depression Australian correspondent Sophie Best, 
has always had big blue eyes; that night they 
seemed a little bit larger. She’d never been to the 
Opry before either. 

We sat at the end of the stage pew, and they 
set up folding chairs next to us for Walser and his 
wife, Pat. As the show went on, a steady stream 
of well-wishers 
stopped to shake 
Walser’s hand, 
and at one point, 
he was informed 
that Cindy Walker, 
the first lady of 
Texas country 
music songwriters, 
had sent him an 
enormous bou- 
quet of flowers 
with her congratu- 
lations. He was 
moved to tears. 

When his turn 
came, Walser per- 
formed his signa- 
ture tune, “Rolling Stone From Texas,” and when 
he yodeled, you could hear the audience gasp, 
which resulted in a rousing ovation. Those are 
moments one treasures for a lifetime. 

What follows are recollections of Don Walser 
from an intimate cross section of Austin, mostly 
country musicians, with the exception of one 
notable ringer (the Old 97’s Murry Hammond). 
Think of it as a “Country Chorus,” singing its 
praise for a man who never had a bad word to 
say about anyone and who spread bonafide won- 
der and awe wherever he went. - Jim Caligiuri 

Karen Poston 

About three years ago, I opened for Don at the 
Satellite Lounge in San Antonio. It was one of his 
last shows. We all treated him like he was a god. 
He had to use alternate methods to get onstage, 
but once there ... he still wowed the crowd. I had 
closed my set with “I Want to Be a Cowboy’s 
Sweetheart,” and he told me backstage that it 
was the best version he’d heard since the origi- 
nal. I didn’t take it to heart, but I still treasure 
knowing that Don Walser thought I did a good job. 

Murry Hammond 

We discovered Don in 1994, from a live tape 
recorded at the old Henry’s by Rhett’s “Uncle Ed” 
Miller. We were hungry for Don’s pure distillation 
of old country music; we just fell in love with his 
sound and with him personally. The next year, we 
had a chance to record with Don in Chicago when 
he and the band were up there for a music festi- 
val. Don came in and yodeled on one of our 
songs and did a beautiful job, making one of our 
little dreams come true. Somewhere around that 
time, our guitar player’s best friend remarked 
after talking with Don, “You know, Don Walser

for him. That was ’91 or ’92, and it helped me 
tremendously. Now, it’s a loss you feel in the air. 
Even though he wasn’t able to perform for the 
past couple of years, you definitely feel that he’s 
gone. He was a Texas legend. 

Slaid Cleaves 

I first saw Don at Henry’s on New Year’s Eve in 
1991 when I moved to town, and it was a revela- 
tion. Eventually I got to know him, and he’d invite 
me onstage occasionally to sing with his band. It 
was a great way of easing me into the Austin 
scene. Then I learned some of his songs, and I 
would sing them with his band. He always got a 
huge kick out of that. He’d be sitting in the front 
row giggling, with his big ol’ belly, laughing. He 
was just so sweet and supportive. The thing that I 
hold dear about Don is that whenever I was 
around him, he always reminded me of the power 
of music and the effect it could have on people. 
It’s a joyous thing. Every time I saw him, I was 
reminded of the majesty and power of music. 


may just be The Nicest Man in the Universe’!” 

We all laughed but have always agreed that if 
such a title existed, it truly did belong to Don. I 
still count Don as one of our deeper influences, 
and I thank God that he walked among us when 
he did. 

Justin Trevino 

I loved to go see him at Henry’s because he 
had quite a band. It was also refreshing to hear 
someone play Texas hardcore country and do it 
right. Eventually we became friends, and he used 
to tell me that I was his favorite singer in town. 
“When I’m gone,” he said, “I want you to take 
over the Pure Texas Band.” It was really nice that 
he wanted to pass that on to me. I don’t know if 
I’ve ever met a gentler fellow. 

Brian Hofeldt 

Don Walser was a great friend to the Derailers. 
I always felt that he was the father of the Austin 
country scene. One of the most memorable gigs 
we played together was at Lincoln Center in New 
York City in ’97 or ’98. He opened and brought 
the house down. It made our job a little tougher, 
but we didn’t mind one bit. 

Ray Benson 

When I heard his first record, I said, “Whoa, 
that’s a one-in-a-million voice.” Don was won- 
derful and irreplaceable. His music was in my 
wheelhouse; he was my chance to produce 
someone from that bygone era, and I felt honored 
to be able to produce him. Yodeling is usually a 
trick, but for Don it was an art. Don was such a 
great singer, and the combination was incred- 
ible. He was one of those guys that had the great 
voice and all that, but he had this continence 
about him. He was like this Buddha. It’s why the 
Butthole Surfers and those guys liked him: He 
just transcended time. He got along with people, 
he was funny, and he was so nice. I loved him. I’ll 
always feel really good that he got his due. 

Cindy Cashdollar 

I was so sorry to hear about Don Walser. I did 
a good number of gigs with him over the years 


and played on his records. He was the type of guy 
who, when you saw him around town, made you 
feel like you knew him forever. He was an amaz- 
ingly talented and very real person. I appeared in 
the video they shot out at James White’s ranch 
that went late into the night. It was so cold, but 
Don didn’t complain once the entire evening. He 
was having such a good time. He was a happy 
person - that’s what always struck me about him. 
He was very happy. 

Floyd Domino 

I wasn’t a full-time member of the Pure Texas 
Band, but I’d sit in occasionally, at the Broken 
Spoke and other special gigs, like at the Opry. I 
had a background with Asleep at the Wheel, 
Waylon Jennings, Merle Haggard, and some 
Broadway stuff, but Don was a unique experience. 
He was equal in talent to anyone else I worked 
with. We’ve lost an American original, and he 
gave so much to all of us. 

Dale Watson 

Don was very instrumental in me settling into 
the music scene in Austin. He was so welcoming. 
He was a gentle giant. When I first got to town, 
whenever he couldn’t make a show for whatever 
reason, he’d have me take his place with his 
band, or I’d get something together to substitute

I have any great regrets at all about not having 
my old man around, it’s simply that he never 
got to see me excel in the world of music. 
Outside his family, music was what he loved 
most in life, and he never missed an opportu- 
nity to teach me to honor and respect it. He 
himself was a lifelong musician, making time 
to play his baritone horn in community concert 
bands wherever our family landed. As I clum- 
sily advanced toward adolescence, my parents 
were scared that I’d leave the proper academic 
track that every Jewish parent demands and 
run off to join a band. One tour as a roadie for 
the Flaming Lips did just that. 

Every now and again I’m reminded that my 
father never saw me perform in front of an audi- 
ence, never read a review of one of my CDs, 
never screened one of the movies I’ve made. 
He never had a chance to be proud of his son’s 
accomplishments. He got sick and died leaving 
a wife and three kids, not knowing what would 
become of them. It must have been terrifying 
for him. In the intervening years, my extended 
family has worked hard, and has done well, 
to step into the void left by his passing. On 
more than one occasion, one of my dad’s old 
running buddies will pull me aside and tell me 
how proud he’d be of my accomplishments. It 
helps, but only a fraction, as anyone who’s lost 
a parent early in life will tell you. 

What I mean to convey here is that I’m a 
pretty centered guy and not one casting around 
for a father figure in my life, someone to take 
me under his wing and show me the ropes. 
Someone to love very deeply, requiring both 


his admiration and validation. Imagine my 
great surprise when Don Walser appeared quite 
unexpectedly in my life and became that man. 

As I came to know him and his family, 

I found many parallels in our lives that we 
could relate to other than music. Don too had 
lost a parent, his mother, when he was only 

II and, like me, was pretty much left to raise 
himself. Also like me, his only real escape 
and refuge was music. In his innate talent to 
entertain, he found the tools to craft a well- 
functioning personality despite the traumas of 
his upbringing. 

I also discovered he was raised a practic- 
ing Mormon in Lamesa, which on the not- 
like-your-neighbors scale rates very close in 
social disenfranchisement to my being raised 
a practicing Jew in Stillwater, Okla. We were 
both drawn to the sense of community and 
continuity of traditional music and the culture 
that produces it. True to our commonality, he 
thoroughly invested himself in its promotion 
and cultivation, often times at the expense of 
his own best economic interests. 

Don could have been my dad another way, 
too. In size. The Walser and Rubin families 
share a molasses-slow metabolism coupled with 
an oversized appetite. Get out your Dr. Phil 
books, and you could probably diagnose a vast 
panoply of childhood losses and traumas that 
lead to self-loathing and self-abusive behavior 
- the sort of deeply ingrained emotional chasms 
that only 2 pounds of peanut brittle adminis- 
tered every three hours can fill, for instance.

In his youth, Don was a tall and strap- 
ping young man, ironically nicknamed “Little” 
Donnie, in fact. In his later years, however, he 
was no longer able to carry his own weight, 
requiring assistance even to mount the stage. 
I can speak with more than passing experi- 
ence that the morbidly obese have an extra set 
of hurdles in the music business, other than 
obvious health issues. Besides shortening our 
life spans and effectively restricting the range 
of touring abilities, there’s the public’s obses- 
sion with everything pretty that passes into in 
the public eye. For your edification, go back 
into the journalistic record and see how many 
adjectives were added to Don’s description 
simply to state that he was mighty fat and get- 
ting bigger every day 

I know all too well what it’s like to live 
that way; to be trapped inside your body but 
seemingly unable to regulate or modify your 
behavior to stem the damage you create. Food 
for some can be as destructive as any as drug

or alcohol dependence. In fact, as I write these 
words, I recognize my own inability to lose the 
weight that will most certainly kill me, too, in 
time. It’s a sense of helplessness and despair 
that no amount of rational thought, or innu- 
merable counseling, has been able to correct. 

I watched as Don ate himself into his 
diabetes. I watched as some of his closest 
friends tried to intervene, and I watched as he 
uniformly ignored their pleas. I even watched 



as many close to him, myself included I’m 
ashamed to tell you, drew away from Don 
when he wouldn’t aid in his own well-being. It 
was too painful to watch. You could see how 
the story was going to end, but no amount of 
prodding nor pleading made any difference. 
It was made all the more difficult when I 
looked into my own mirror every morning and 
saw plainly what will become of me if I don’t 
change my own behavior. God almighty, even 
as I watched him die, I still can’t stop overeat- 
ing myself. (I will start crying right now, and 
still I think of cheeseburgers.) If anything, I 
hope I can illustrate for you just how deep an 
addiction Don had to contend with. 

Don had no intention of retiring from public 
performance. Not to put too fine a point on it, 
but he was cashiered from the local clubs - effec- 
tively let go from the very venues that he helped 
prosper for not looking “good” onstage. To be 
fair, there was no doubt about it. He looked 
bad, and it was considered an unseemly image 
for a nightclub stage. It was painful for everyone 
else to watch. And I don’t wish to sound harsh 


or critical to those who felt uncomfortable put- 
ting Don onstage in those later times, but in 
my opinion, it was this forced retirement that 
helped speed the end of his life. It separated 
him from the audience - the community - that 
he truly, deeply loved. Rather than being among 
people he sought to bring happiness to and 
entertain his whole life, he was thus reduced to 
a bed in his South Austin home staring at the 
ceiling. Just like my old man, Don was propped 
up in a hospital bed, with only the occasional 
visitor to brighten his day. It was really only a 
matter of time. Personally, I think he deserved 
better for his last days. 

I'll Hold You in My Heart 

On one of my last visits with Don, I wanted 
to clear the books with him. This year I’ve 
lost too many people in my life - Clifford 
Antone, my Jewish music mentor German 
Goldenshteyn, Tex-Mex drummer Cookie 
Martinez, my grandmother - without them 
knowing how I felt about them. I wasn’t going 


to let Don pass without the knowledge of what 
he did for me. 

I told him I felt that the Almighty had put 
him into my path. I felt that my father, of 
blessed memory, had sent me into Henry’s 
Bar and Grill the night I first met Don and put 
him there to be my guide. We talked about the 
many pitfalls in our chosen line of work, the 
temptations running on tap in the taverns, and 
roadhouses we’d find ourselves playing nightly. 
I told him that it gave me great courage and 
strength to know that you could be a genuinely 
good guy - a mensch, as my people say - and 
still operate with success in the music business. 
You don’t have to screw people over to turn a 
coin. It’s possible to be kind and thoughtful. 

I let him know that after I’d been embraced 
by the Walsers, my extended family, I now had 
a new set of folks to live up to, a new level of 
responsibility. If I screwed up, it would be that 
much harder to face them. All my girlfriends had 
to come to the Broken Spoke to dance and meet 
my folks, Mr. and Mrs. Walser. I let Don know 
that if I’d ever done anything worthwhile in this 
business, I owed it in no small part to his influ- 
ence. And not just as musician, as a man. 

As usual, he deflected the attention and, as 
was his custom, turned my expression of love 
around to give back to me again. It was always 
frustrating trying to pay Don a compliment, and 
here at the end it was no different. He really did 
think the world of you. He really was prouder of 
you. He really, really loved you more. It wasn’t 
mere words. Like the lyrics of the songs he sang 
so intently, he really meant it. 

These are the last words Don Walser said to me: 

“I hope I never offended anyone, especially 
my friends. I like to think that I stood by my 
friends and that I never gave any advice to 
someone that I didn’t live by myself. I’ve tried 
to live my life like an open book. I done about 
as good as I could, you know. I might have 
done a few little things differently, but not 
much. As for the music business, I ain’t got too 
much to say about it. Music to me is not like it 
is to most folks.” 

No, indeed, music was not to Don Walser 
what it was like to most folks. ■

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THE MARS VOLTA 

Amputechture (Universal/Gold Standard Labs) 

There’s a delicate balance between 
beauty and insanity. Especially in prog. 

El Paso’s Mars Volta has dived head first 
into the abyss of self-indulgent, brain-fried 
wankery, but this you already knew. Like 
2003 debut De-Loused in the Comatorium 
and last year’s Frances the Mute, third 
studio LP Amputechture takes a long, 
exhausting drive down the dusty roads 
of West Texas druggy boredom, this time 
with Chili Pepper guitarist John Frusciante 
sitting shotgun. Unlike Omar Rodriguez- 
Lopez and Cedric Bixler-Zavala’s previ- 
ous two concept albums, Amputechture 
finds the acid dabbledry taking priority 
over any listening enjoyment. Instead, 
the 17-minute “Tetragrammaton” and 11- 
minute “Meccamputechture” are sweaty 
workouts aimed at guitar supergeeks 
and molded around a spastic live jam. 
Opener “Vicarious Atonement” is a slow 
candlelit serenade, Bixler-Zavala crooning 
in Spanish/English verse and leaning heav- 
ily toward cheese. Spanish ballad “Asilos 
Magdalena” has a moment of loving clarity, 
and even the maddening “Viscera Eyes” - 
clocking in at only 9:27 - has singular min- 
utes of thrash and roll, but Amputechture 
is more a series of events than a complete 
experience. It’s as though the Mars Volta is 
simply seeing what they can get away with.

DYNAH 

Wake 

On the local quar- 
tet’s self-titled debut, 

Dynah proved better 
chameleons than the 
Chameleons, chan- 
neling the Cure and 
the Smiths for a slick 
shoegaze simulacrum 
that was at times charming and chic. Consider 
Wake the awkward morning after, when the zeal 
for Radiohead and Coldplay reveals itself in the 
forms of Muse and Keane. The system hasn’t 
changed, but unfortunately for Dynah, the scen- 
ery has. After the breakout success of Austin 
acts like Voxtrot, Zykos, and Brothers and 
Sisters, the bar for local indie pop has been 
raised. Lead number “The Scene” makes for 
an ironic reference point: The opening feedback 
rev-up mirrors the beginning of Golden Bear’s 
“A Reason to Be Proud,” the melting-ice imag- 
ery evoking Tacks, the Boy Disaster’s “Frozen 
Feet,” while the brooding basslines and gothic 
backbeats shadow I Love You but I’ve Chosen 
Darkness. The synthesized background vocals 
and cliche lyrical drone (“Come on and dance

A former member of Austin’s pio- 
neering CBS B-boy crew, Global drops 
Scientific Nigerian with the megaton 
payload of hip-hop’s storied golden 
age. Imagine Rakim’s decree of “let’s 
travel magnificent speeds around the 
universe” taken as a daily rule. Global 
borrows beats from all accessible 
sectors, including an Organized Noize 
leftover here and a Jimi Hendrix studio 
outtake there. The elliptical foci of 
Louis Armstrong’s vocals from “Saint 
James Infirmary” and Global’s weeded, 
postapocalyptic affirmations make for comfort- 
able interplanetary coffin mates. Resurrecting 
black consciousness with reminders that they 
“brought you in from out of town for that free 
labor,” Scientific Nigerian detonates a cascad- 
ing mushroom cloud of lyrical truth. Waco’s 
Strange Fruit Project maintains an upwardly 
diagonal trajectory with its Om debut, featur- 
ing contributions from Dallas’ Erykah Badu, 
North Carolina’s Little Brother, and Seattle’s 
Jake One.

The Best Version of 
' Gloria ' Ever There 
Was (Business Deal) 

Cavedweller is 
Dirk Michener, who 
doesn’t hail from a 
cave but rather the 
Denton area, where 
he was instrumental 
in co-founding the now-Austin-based Business 
Deal Records. In the tradition of the label’s lo-fi 
bedroom recording aesthetic, Michener’s new 
LP fuses psych with pop, much like 2004’s 
Sugary Glue and a Bow of Bees. Acoustic open- 
er “A Horse and a Man” paves the way for the 
blues explosion of “Augusta, Ga,” while “Can’t 
Cook Down” is pure pop as Michener sings 
about vomiting Captain Morgan’s. Sebadoh? 
Sure. The Violent Femmes? A little. Mostly, 
though, Gloria is concerned with folk’s dusty 
past (check “It’s All Over, David Blue”). On “I’m 
Retired”: “I live by the highway; it stretches on 
forever.” And later: “I’m only 22, and I don’t 
mind dying. I have a cobra around my neck for 
style.” The harmonies are beautiful. “Eyez” is 
another standout, with its bizarre Fifties love 
swoon (“Don’t you know you have pinkeye, little 
girl?”), and the handclap swagger of “Black 
Black Magic” is totally T. Rex, especially when 
the electric guitar comes in and melts faces. 
“Steppingwolfe” is the most vibeadelic, all 
strumming strings and droned vocals.

JOHNNY EDSON 

More Than Friends (Ragweed) 

Technology now allows anyone to record his 
or her musical vision and make it available on 
a wide scale. Problem is that’s erased the line 
between what should be made public and what 
should be kept private. More Than Friends, 
Johnny Edson’s fifth album, is the latter. Based

on Friends, Edson 
demonstrates little 
talent as either a

“I’m Breathing.” Edson’s first band was report- 
edly called Uncle Uh Uh & the Uh Huhs, which 
is about all you need to know concerning the 
creativity involved in More Than Friends.

IDGY VAUGHN 

Origin Story 

Some debut 
albums set up 
careers with the 
promise of good 
things to come. Idgy 
Vaughn delivered 
Origin Story without 
warning, a recording 
so potent it can’t be ignored. “Look into my 
eyes; now do I look like the dangerous type?” 
she beckons on “Dragging the River,” while 
smacking a honky-tonk punch in the mouth 
to “Mister Wrong,” co-written with Pauline 
Reese. Vaughn’s own story is so market- 
able it reads like a tabloid headline: “Single 
Mom Waitresses, Lottery-Winning Customer 
Finances Record.” That happened when she 
worked in Buda; the rest of her story unfolds 
on “Midwestern Biography.” Musically, Origin 
Story falls on the country side of Americana, 


serving literate stabs at heartbreak and heart- 
ache (“Attic Window,” “Redbone Hound”) with 
wise and witty retorts (“Small Town Girls”). 
Occasionally, she veers maudlin (“Over You”), 
yet even her wry resilience doesn’t prepare the 
listener for “Saint Francis Fire,” the devastat- 
ing account of 12 schoolgirls who died in a 
Christmas pageant fire. That storytelling sensi- 
bility sends her right to the head of the class, 
where she need not cheat off Eliza Gilkyson or 
Sara Hickman, because Idgy Vaughn’s done her 
homework. Origin Story just might be the local 
debut album of the year. 


DEBO ADEJOBI 

African Folk Tales & 

Music for Children , Vol. 1 
(Batakoto) 

Can kids still be 
moved by a simple, 
well-told story? Based 
on the work of Debo 
Adejobi, an Austinite 
from Nigeria who collects folk tales in West 
Africa, the answer is appropriately elementary: 
Yes. “Why the Sun and the Moon Live in the 
Sky” is dreamy creation myth, whereas “For 
Horned Animals Only” (my son’s personal 
favorite) recounts the adventures of a cun- 
ning hare who tricks larger and faster animals. 
With a hangover, no less. Throughout, Adejobi 
pulls extra meaning from words, a saxophon- 
ist bending notes, his vox deep and sweet 
like honey-seasoned hardwood. Think Georges 
Colli net, Afropop Worldwide host, crossed with 
singer/actor Paul Robeson. Two musical tracks 
help diversify the hourlong CD, as do uncredited 
sound effects and background music, includ- 
ing what sounds like AN Farke Toure under 
“Adenike.” Likewise, “The Caterpillar and Other 
Wild Animals” makes the liner notes but not the 
actual recording. Only half of the closing story, 
“Alujon-jon-ki-jon,” is relayed here (paced for 
Volume 2), but even then, parents will want to 
prescreen the law of the jungle, kill-or-be-killed 
story. All told, African Folk Tales & Music, Volume 
1 is a timeless collection of oral wisdom, a fit- 
ting salve for today’s too-busy world.

Sanju Bhagat was admitted to a hospital in Nagpur, India, in August, where doctors 
expected to find a very large abdominal cyst, but instead, said surgeon Ajay Mehta, "To my 
surprise and horror, I could shake hands with somebody inside." Bhagat was a victim of 
fetus in fetu, in which his birth twin had migrated to the inside of his body and continued to 
leech off of him. Mehta extracted feet, hands, hair, and jaw. 


It’s usually in Florida where one reads of lone- 
ly widows persuaded to pay extravagant prices 
for dance lessons, but Mimi Monica Wong, 61, 
is a different kind of dancing widow, according 
to an August Wall Street Journal report. A Hong 
Kong private banker with a top-drawer client 
list, Wong contracted to pay $15.4 million over 
eight years for cha-cha and rumba lessons from 
two world-class instructors so she could excel 
on the international championship Latin dance 
circuit. However, she soured on their motiva- 
tional approach (“lazy cow” and “[move your] 
fat arse” were allegedly part of their dialogue) 
and sued. In September, a court ordered Wong’s 
$8 million advance returned, and she has since 
signed on with another instructor whose fee is a 
bargain: $21,000 a month. 

UNINTELLIGENT DESIGN 

A puppy with six legs and two penises was 
reported outside the Kwang Sung Temple in 
Malaysia in June, according to that country’s 
Star newspaper. And a kitten was bom with 
two faces in July in Grove City, Ohio, and 
another with just one eye and no nose was 
born in Syracuse, N.Y., in April. And the World 
Aquarium in St. Louis, Mo., ran an exhibit in 
August featuring 10 two-headed snakes and 
turtles. And a 2 4-year- old businessman, in a 
hospital in New Delhi, India, in August, was 
reported to have two functioning penises. 

JUDGES GONE WILD! 

• Trial judge Florentino Floro was fired by the 
Philippines supreme court in April, and his 
appeal rejected in August, after investigators 
found that he had claimed to rely on three 
mystic dwarves (Armand, Luis, and Angel) for 
psychic powers and the ability to write while 
in a trance. (Floro protested media accounts 
of his firing to The Wall Street Journal in July, 
denying that dwarves helped him decide cases 
and writing that Armand, Luis, and Angel are 
merely “spirit guides” and that he himself is 
“gifted” from God “to heal and to prophesy.”) 

• “I shouldn’t even be doing this,” said 
Judge Gary F. McKinley in a Kenton, Ohio, 
courtroom in August. “I’m cutting you some- 
what of a break,” he told two star athletes of 
Kenton High who had just been convicted of 
vehicular vandalism in a prank that caused 
two men serious, life-long disabilities. The 
kids’ sentence: 60 days in juvenile detention 
(plus community service), but only after foot- 
ball season. (The families of the victims were 
appalled, especially the family of the one who 
was brain-damaged.) 


• Judge Paul E. Zellerbach was admonished 
by California’s judicial agency in August for 
behavior in October 2004, when he left a jury 
deliberating a murder charge in order to attend 
an Angels-Red Sox playoff game and declined 
to leave the game when notified that the jury 
had reached a verdict (forcing everyone to 
return the next day). 

UNCLEAR ON THE CONCEPT 

• Can’t Possibly Be True: 1) School bus driver 
Delores Davis faced termination in Coushatta, 
La., in August after she decided to arrange seat- 
ing on her bus, with whites up front and all 
nine black kids into the back two rows. 2) In a 
suburb of Nashville, Tenn., in July, reserve Army 
Capt. John Parker was let go as a criminal-justice 
teacher at Wilson Central High School because 
he had volunteered for a second tour of duty in 


Afghanistan. School officials offered him his job 
back after the first tour, but after the second, 
they terminated his course, suggesting that he 
was insufficiently committed to teaching. 

• In July, according to a Canadian Press 
report, a Wal-Mart in St.-Jean-sur-Richelieu, 
Quebec, received a bomb threat and immedi- 
ately dispatched about 40 employees on duty 
to look through the store to find the explosive. 
(Customers were allowed to leave, though, and 
ultimately, it was a false alarm.) 

• Tammie Lee Doss, 43, and two friends 
were charged with unlawful imprisonment in 
September in Athens, Ala., when Doss held her 
brother Randy at gunpoint and prayed for him. 
According to police, Tammie had confronted 
Randy, even firing a shot near his head to keep 
his attention, and urged him to redress his 
childhood mistreatment of her.

CRIMINALS 

Hapless: 1) The guy in the Ronald Reagan 
mask who robbed a Bank of America in San 
Diego in August got away, but all his money 
was dye-stained, in a caper that went wrong 
from the start. According to police, the mask 
covered his eyes; he wore a cape that tangled 
with his gun, causing him to drop it; his get- 
away car got blocked in by a delivery truck; 
he rammed the truck to get away, provoking 
an argument with the driver; the dye pack 
exploded; and the mask and gun got left 
behind. 2) Twice in a week in August, gangs 
(or maybe the same gang) of bank robbers in 
Kuala Terengganu, Malaysia, tried to haul away 
an ATM. In the first, they mistakenly yanked 
loose a check-depositing machine instead of 
the ATM, and in the second, their excavator’s 
digging arm got stuck in the bank’s ceiling. 

RECURRING THEMES 

In September, police in New Zealand dropped 
the dangerous-driving charge against the armless 
driver reported in “News of the Weird” in April, 
satisfied that he steers well enough with his left 
foot (though his speeding ticket remained). In 
August, though, the St. Petersburg Times pro- 
filed Michael Wiley, 39, of Port Richey, Fla., an 
enthusiastic driver despite having lost both arms 
and half a leg in a childhood accident. Wrote the 
Times, “He guides the key into the ignition with 
his mouth. Turns it with his toes. Shifts with his 
knee. Bites the headlight switch. Jams his stump 
of a left arm into the steering wheel and whips 
it around.” On the minus side, his license was 
revoked long ago, and reckless driving charges 
flourish, including the latest, one day after the 
Times story ran. (And in September, he was 
charged with domestic assault, with his head.) 

THINNING THE HERD 

Reuters reported in August that a man was 
killed in his workshop on the outskirts of Rio 
de Janeiro when he tried to open a rocket- 
propelled grenade (probably to recover scrap 
metal) with a sledgehammer. And two days 
before that, in the Indiana town of Brazil (near 
Terre Haute), a 31-year-old man was acciden- 
tally killed in the explosion of the pipe bomb 
he was carrying (probably to be used to help 
him catch fish in Birch Creek).

The San Jacinto Monument on the outskirts of La Porte 
reopened its observation deck to visitors this month after a hiatus 
of nearly two years. On a clear day, the perch offers a bird’s-eye 
view of the battlefield where Texas won its independence, the flat 
coastal plains, and the Houston skyline on the horizon. 

“Most visitors won’t see the changes,” says Jerry Hopkins, 
director of the State Parks Region 4, which oversees the San 
Jacinto Battleground State Historic Site. “[The changes] are mostly 
hidden except for some new paint and fixtures. It was mostly infra- 
structure improvements.” 

Opened in 1939, the world’s tallest monument column at 567 feet 
tall marks the high ground between where the Texan revolutionists 
and the Mexican army were camped on April 21, 1836. In 18 min- 
utes, the 900 rebels completely vanquished the 1,200 Mexicans. 

Flush with victories at the battles at the Alamo in San Antonio 
and the Presidio la Bahia in Goliad, Gen. Antonio Lopez de Santa 
Anna had a force of 6,000 to squash the Texan uprising. Chasing 
Gen. Sam Houston’s ragtag army of volunteers toward East Texas, 
Santa Anna made the mistake of dividing his forces near present- 
day Houston. The opposing armies met on the battlefield surround- 
ed by marshes and rivers when the Texans attacked at 3:30pm. 
More than two-thirds of the Mexican army was killed. Santa Anna’s 
capture the next day put an end to the short revolution. 

Soon after the smoke of the battle had cleared, the prairie sur- 
rounded by thick stands of trees became a tourist attraction. Thirty 
years after the battle, the first monument to the heroes of the 
Texas Revolution was placed in the small cemetery where some of 
the nine Texans killed in the battle were buried. 

The first 10 acres of the now 1,200-acre park were purchased by 
the state in 1883. Fourteen years later, veterans of the battle 
returned to place markers for sites of important events during the 
battle. By 1912, Texas’ first historical park had grown to 336 acres. 

“If Texans had not had the foresight in 1912 to acquire the land,” 
Hopkins says, “it could have been a 10-acre parcel instead of this 
wonderful and unique park.” Even though the site is boxed in by the 
Houston Ship Channel, the San Jacinto River, and one of the world’s 
largest concentrations of petrochemical refineries, the Texas Parks 
and Wildlife Department has added nature trails around the park. A 
510-foot boardwalk that crosses much of the restored marshland 
was added in 2002.

lection includes personal items of many of the battle’s participants 
and objects found on the battlefield. Included in the displays are 
Sam Houston’s dictionary, Gen. Sidney Sherman’s dress coat, and 
Santa Anna’s china. 

Part of the renovation included upgrades to the theatre where 
the 35-minute movie “Texas Forever” is shown. Hopkins says that 
the theatre received the most noticeable upgrades with new seats, 
carpet, and screen. 

At the western end of the park, the USS Texas sits permanently 
moored near where the Texans made their camp. Commissioned in 
1914, the battleship is the last surviving example of a dreadnought 
and the only remaining vessel to serve in World War I and II. 

The San Jacinto Battleground State Historical Park is 22 miles east 
of downtown Houston off of the La Porte-Pasadena Freeway (TX 225). 
The monument and museum are open daily 9am to 6pm (except 
Thanksgiving Day, Christmas Eve, and Christmas Day). Admission to 
the park is $1 for adults, admission to the museum is free, the new 
smooth elevator ride to the observation deck is $4 for adults and $3 
for children, and the movie costs $4.50 and $3.50. For more informa- 
tion, call 281/479-2421, or go to www.sanjacinto-museum.org.

Bars , Bedrooms , Bukowski, the premiere production of Rogue Performance at 
their new venue just south of Ruta Maya, features only one bar, more than a few 
bedrooms, and lots and lots of Charles Bukowski. Bukowski, a prolific writer of 
poetry, short stories, and novels, wrote for decades from the Fifties until his 
death in the Nineties. Director and adaptor James Cotton has 
surrounded four of Bukowski’s short stories with vignettes about 
fans who come on a whim to visit Bukowski’s house and whom 
Bukowski always allows in the front door. But they’re not your ste- 
reotypical literary fans. They’re alcoholics, drug addicts, and very loose 
men and women; the dissolute, the discarded, the down-and-outers; the 
kind of characters Bukowski used to people his fiction. 

What they do, for the most part, is drink, talk about love, smoke, drink 
have sex, smoke, drink, and then have another drink. And they drink it all: 
beer, vodka, tequila, whatever. Bobby Martinez’s one-room-apartment set 
is littered, mostly with bottles of every conceivable kind, everything from full to mostly 
empty. And if more comes, they drink that. 

Just in terms of human excess, it’s an interesting play, but there’s more. Three of the 
four Bukowski stories - there’s one glaring exception - are clever and intriguing in their 
bare outlines. In “Love for 17.50,” a young man falls in love with a mannequin and 
eventually confesses his love to his girlfriend in the mannequin’s presence. In “Guts,” 

Bukowski’s alter ego hears about a woman who lives in his boarding house cellar from a 
drunken friend who has fallen in love with her, and Bukowski seeks her out and they ... 
well, they drink and have sex, but you probably guessed that. In “Strokes to Nowhere,” 
a man’s wife goes to her dying mother’s side, and the man seduces her best friend, 
who has a brother that can dematerialize. (He can. Really. He does it in the show.) 

The material is funny, and the acting is filled with a strangely alluring decadence, most 
effectively embodied by James Brownlee as the cheating spouse, Andrew Varenhorst as the 
special brother, and Steven Alford as the mannequin-lover. With these characters throughout is 
their creator, Charles Bukowski, played by Steve Wright as a man slowly sucking into himself, his 
shoulders seemingly above his neck, his brow jutting, eyes baggy, hair slicked, slouching around 
drunken and mumbling - a dead ringer for my two truck-driving stepfathers. 

While the script could use some work, Cotton has cleverly assembled great material and 
cast it with an interesting and varied group of actors. And he obviously loves his subject 
matter, as is evidenced by the smoky, muted trumpet that accompanies much of it. In this 
instance at least, it’s difficult not to love Bukowski. What he wrote was often laced with 
misogyny, but that’s Bukowski.

the “dragnet” - aka cross-dressing detective 
Monica Stark - that all the victims have some 
deformity, like psoriasis or a single testicle. 

Sexual innuendo runs wild throughout 
the show. When Errich Petersen’s Starcat, 
a Mr. Nice Guy surfer with glasses, tells 
Breanna Stogner’s Chicklet about necking 
with his girlfriend, he goes into a little too 
much detail - including fellatio - and sends 
the disgusted ingenue fleeing into the night. 
There’s harping on homoeroticism that’s built 
up with a few peek-a-boo shots and even a 
full-frontal from gay porn star Matthew Rush, 
who acts surprisingly giddy for someone of 
his body mass. Despite the off-color humor 
meant for teenyboppers, however, the show 
is otherwise porn-free. It’s as likely to rely on 
cheap gags from dudes in Hawaiian shirts to 
spawn laughs, like Chris Sykes’ self-impor- 
tant poses as Kanaka. 

With her comedic ingenuity, Stogner 
just kills as the wiggling, giggly girl whose 
personality splits into an unhinged sado- 
masochist named Ann Bowen and a head- 
wagging home girl who “don’t take no lip.” 
The humor might seem as mindless as the 
targets, but the fun of guys in wigs, dancing 
hunks, and screaming chicks yanks you in. 
Rebecca Robinson’s choreography of the 
tandem surfing bits and the large tiki masks 
on the skirts of the stage provide wackiness 
without going overboard. To describe this 
production that surges with parody as gnarly, 
righteous, or peachy keen would totally wipe 
out under Naughty Austin’s psychedelic rain- 
bow coloring. - Patti Hadad

“Rembrandt’s etchings” 

Blanton Museum of Art, through Dec. 10 

Rembrandt: Before you know his work, you know his name. And in 
deference to his talent, even genius, a bit of reverence is, it seems, 
in order. While you may think of him as a master painter (and he was 
certainly that), during Rembrandt Harmenszoon van Rijn’s lifetime, 
he was best known for the extraordinary sensitivity and untouch- 
able advancement of his etchings. In celebration of the 400 years 

since Rembrandt’s birth, the Blanton Museum, under 
Jonathan Bober’s curatorial direction, has put together 
an exhibition that explores not only Rembrandt’s skill 
but also the work of his peers and followers from the 
17th century and into the 19th-century Dutch revival. 
What lingers after viewing these works, however, is 
not the magnanimity of Rembrandt’s name but the 
intimacy of his work, the care with which the artist 
developed each individual line, and thereby each 
emotional expression covering a nearly full range of 
human possibilities. This master began and ended with the standard 
tools of his time: an etching needle and copper plates. Giving voice to 
variations of light, line, and subject, Rembrandt experimented outside 
the traditional hatching and crosshatching techniques of his contem- 
poraries. He played with the acid etching process and used drypoint 
to saturate his prints with more ink than traditional etching could 
allow. The result is unparalleled in its advancement of the medium, 
in its abilities to capture expressions, emotions, light, and variable 
line. Rembrandt’s virtuosity and deep personal involvement with the 
art and craft of printmaking enabled him to draw out uniqueness in 
the face of potential repetition: While printmaking by nature allows 
for multiples to be made from the same copper plates, Rembrandt’s 
use of variable papers, his attention to ink saturation on the plates, 
and his practice of wiping the ink on the plates in changing direc- 
tions multiplied the possibilities for one-of-a-kind results. Training this 
expansive understanding of emotive articulations was frequently done 
on the artist, by the artist, through carefully etched studies of his own 
features in variable moods, manifestations, and dress - as works like 
Self-Portrait Wearing a Soft Cap (c. 1634) illustrate. To this shifting 
and turning, widening then narrowing, dotting then dragging a single 
line across a printing plate, Rembrandt dedicated nearly two-thirds 
of his career. One single line after another. One etched scene after 
another. One inked copper plate after another. All this time, dedica- 
tion, and careful drafting resulted in nearly 300 final prints, which 
changed the course of printing to this day. In honor of and testimony 




to Rembrandt’s patience and passion after a line, his attention to 
so many different states of the human condition in all of its hopes, 
faiths, and sorrows, and in deference to the legacy these attentions 
have reaped, Jonathan Bober and the Blanton have created a rare and 
intimate opportunity for you to see, study, and absorb the results and 
impact of Rembrandt’s dedication for yourself. Today, this work speaks 
boldly in its virtuosity and softly in its challenge to a society so deeply 
embedded in the “Age of Mechanical Reproduction” that we often 
forget that careful examination, study, and execution have as much, if 
not more, promise as rote and robotic productivity. - Nikki Moore

EDMOND 

D: Stuart Gordon; with William H. Macy, Julia

Despite the committed involvement of 
a slew of top-notch actors and the always 
interesting participation of director Gordon 
(Re-Animator), this indie production can’t 
rise above the level of being a necessary 
curiosity for fans of Macy and David Mamet, 
who wrote the screenplay from one of his 
plays. And actually, the fans of Macy and 
Mamet comprise a sizable number, and 
these longtime collaborators fit themselves 
to the material like a hand and glove. (But 
even though the glove does fit, this movie 
we can’t quite acquit.) Essentially, Edmond 
details one long night of the titular middle- 
aged soul (Macy), in which one impulse -to 
go out for a pack of cigarettes and never 
return home to his wife - leads to the next 
in a relentlessly downward spiral. This is 
Mamet World: an urban jungle of garish 
neon lighting and gutter-mouthed bigots and 
con men, whose language reeks of taboo 
racial slurs, misogynistic thinking, and mis- 
anthropic desires. The role is a showcase 
for Macy’s talents, as the range of emotions 
and expressions he manifests go from the 
impassive schlub to the all-out wild man. 
Edmond’s first encounter after leaving 
home is with the guy on the next barstool 
(Mantegna), who spouts vile, disgusting free- 
the-id sentiments. From there, Edmond’s 
descent takes him from strip club to peep 
show and whorehouse. His pettiness comes 
to the fore as he balks at each woman’s 
monetary demands, arguing about the pric- 
es. Onward to a game of three-card monte, 
a pawnshop, and a revival meeting. Before 
long, Edmond emerges as a Bernhard Goetz 
figure, slashing back at a sleazy pimp and 


a dumb waitress/actress. In some ways 
he resembles Peckinpah’s intellectual, who 
must face his violent impulses as played by 
Dustin Hoffman in the brilliant Straw Dogs. 
But Mamet’s script is more ambiguous: The 
reasons for Edmond’s rage remain remotely 
out of reach, and he suffers the rectifica- 
tion of poetic justice. Along the way, various 
insights do occur, though the film’s episodic 
structure prevents the various parts from 
ever gathering a full head of steam. Plus, 
the film’s make-up and costumes are pure 
bargain basement. Edmond’s depiction of a 
long night’s journey into day is an intriguing, 
disquieting, but ultimately overdrawn night- 
mare. - Marjorie Baumgarten

FLYBOYS

It’s been ages since we’ve had a rousing 
aerial combat movie in theatres (two wars, 
actually), the last being 1990’s Memphis 
Belle, courtesy of Michael Caton-Jones. 

In the interim, computer-generated digital 
effects have arrived in full, which means, on 
the face of it, it’s that much easier to get all 
those nifty dogfights on film without risking 
too many stuntmen or relying on miniatures 
that don’t quite nail it. On the fact of it, 
that is. Flyboys, which purports to chronicle 
the heroics of the Lafayette Escadrille, a 
subset of the French Air Service in World 
War I, comprised of non-native Francophiles 
who really, really wanted to fly - even while 
describing loop-de-loops 5,000 feet over 
the French countryside as the Red Baron 
and his ilk spit hot leaden death your way. 
Franco plays airman Blaine, who gets the 
girl (Decker) and generally saves the day. 
Virtually all of the other members of the 
cast are the sort of stalwart, rough ’n’ 
ready, general-issue military archetypes 
(the sullen black guy, the foppish swell, the 


uncomprehending fellow sporting an invis- 
ible crosshair atop his noggin) who seem 
to come pre-assembled from historical, 
derring-do scripts and Revell Model Kits. 

But then, the cast isn’t the real draw here; 
the planes - and the resultant close-quar- 
ter, high-flying carnage - are. With that in 
mind, Flyboys isn’t half bad, giving Howard 
Hughes a run for the fortune that bank- 
rolled his 1930 epic Hell's Angels. Technical 
discrepancies abound, unsurprisingly 
rendering most, if not all, of the German 
planes crimson. While director Bill nails the 
sheer spectacle of squads of SPADs dove- 
tailing in flames into the wide blue yonder, 
the earthbound action (much as it was in 
another sputtering epic, Michael Bay’s Pearl 
Harbor ) is strictly laissez faire. Fans of Zep- 
pelins - and who isn’t? - will savor the out- 
rageously overdone climactic sequence, but 
anyone looking for a cross of iron (or even 
a buckled copper shell casing) might want 
to stop watching the skies. - Marc Savlov

Billed as Li’s final martial-arts epic 
(would that Jackie Chan be so thoughtful), 
Fearless is fittingly peripatetic, finding the 



Hong Kong superstar ricocheting across 
the screen from action set-piece to emo- 
tional overload and back again, like some 
gravitationally challenged cue ball out of 
time and out of hand. In what seems like 
his umpteenth “historical character role” 
(following turns as Fong Sai-Yuk and Wong 
Fei-Hung, et cetera), Li plays Huo Yuan-Jia, 
the prideful and hotheaded founder of the 
Jin Wu Sports Federation, who bested his 
enemies time and again only to force-feed 
the Flavorless Gruel of Woe by Karma, 
since the true battles are fought within. 

Or something along those lines. The film 
is bookended by segments featuring a 
newly humbled Fong Sai-Yuk taking on 
the Best of the West (who, strangely, all 
resemble Mr. Hyde from The League of 
Extraordinary Gentlemen), so this tale of 
spiritual redemption in the face of over- 
whelming physicality can also be viewed 
as a very timely lesson in the dangers of 
superpowered arrogance. No matter how 
you slice it, Fearless is Li in his prime; 
he’s matured as an actor right alongside 
his mushrooming salary and Hollywood 
Stock Exchange price, and in Fearless, at 
the height of his sorrows, Huo Yuan-Jia’s 
epicure-to-stoic character arc is downright 
moving. But as John Woo reminds us, 
heroes shed no tears, and so neither does 
director Yu ( Bride of Chucky, The Bride With 
White Hair), who manages to bring both 
the storyline and the viewer to the brink 
of the edge of the lip of the pit of despair 
before hopping out of the grave (not unlike 
Mr. Vampire) and into a life, and a country 
by the looks of it, redeemed and resplen- 
dent. Wayward traditionalist that I am, I still 
believe Swordsman II is Li’s most thrilling 
work, although, to be fair, that may well be 
because the film was both my official intro- 
duction to the actor’s vast body of work 
and was also seen with a nearly all-Asian 
midnighter audience. That sort of thing 
can mark you for life if you’re cinemati- 
cally inclined, and it certainly makes me 
pine for the time when the phrase “Jet Li’s 
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last martial-arts film” would be laughingly 
kicked through the plate-glass window of 
the theatre (and then trampled to death 
beneath the fleeting feet of a floating Tong 
war). And then some. - Marc Savlov

OPEN SEASON

Sometime over the last 15 years an 
animated-blockbuster formula was carved 
onto stone tablets by Disney and brought 
down from the Verdugo Mountains above 
Burbank to the studios below. The formula 
was easy to follow and seemed to guaran- 
tee a profit, so, save for a few exceptions, 
the studios and filmmakers followed it 
faithfully. Take an odd coupling of bumbling 
animals, the tablets decreed, one large 
and fussy, the other small and volatile, 
send them out on an adventure together 
with little but the charm of their celebrity 
voices to protect them, pit them against 
an antagonist of frothing hostility (not evil, 
mind you, like in the classic Disney films 
of the Forties and Fifties or modern-day 
Japanese anime movies - just low-grade 
comic petulance), and stand back as bum- 
per-sticker lessons about friendship and 
loyalty crowd the screen. Open Season 
follows this formula to the letter; for direc- 
tors Allers, Culton, and Stacchi, there’s 
obviously safety in box-office numbers. 
Open Season's tale of a domesticated 
grizzly bear, Boog (Lawrence), his side- 
kick, Elliot (an antic mule deer voiced by 
Kutcher), and their quest to find their way 
back home after being deposited deep 
in the woods - fighting off a delusional 
hunter and becoming best friends as they 
go - is long on manic energy and bath- 
room humor but short on real storytelling, 
emotion, or characters. I realize we’re 
talking about a children’s movie here, and 
the squealing hordes of 5-year-olds at the 
screening I went to seemed to like Open 
Season just fine, but even kids deserve 
movies that strive to be inventive and 
surprising, rather than just lazy, cliched, 
prepackaged nonsense. They’re our future, 
after all. Me, I don’t worry about a gen- 
eration of kids who’ve been reared on a 
steady diet of cinematic violence and sex; 

I worry about a generation of kids who 
grow up watching movies that mistake 
clamor for originality, irony for imagination, 
and pop-culture references for storytelling. 

I worry about a generation of kids who 
think Ashton Kutcher is funny. The thought 
makes my blood run cold. The directors of 
Open Season had hands in creating clas- 
sics like The Lion King, Monsters , Inc., and 
Toy Story, and they do an admirable job of 
making their movie sparkle and shine with 
CGI glitter. But despite this pedigree and 
craftsmanship, Open Season is little more 
than paint-by-numbers filmmaking, and it 
fails in the most important charge of any 
children’s movie: to transport its young 
and impressionable audience to a world 
where anything is possible, rather than 
to one where everything’s been thought 
of already. - Josh Rosenblatt

SCHOOL FOR SCOUNDRELS

While it’s not uncommon for Hollywood 
to completely defy the laws of probability, 
sometimes the absurdity of a misfire is 
so poignant as to demand attention. Case 
in point: School for Scoundrels, a modern 
remake of a 1960 British satire. A film 
jam-packed with multitalented comedians 
(Cross, Silverman, Sanz, Stiller) would 
seem a slam-dunk opportunity for big 
laughs. I don’t know how they managed 
it, but School for Scoundrels is not only 
unfunny, it’s completely forgettable. Heder 
(Napoleon Dynamite) plays a shy and inse- 
cure meter maid named Roger. His career 
is essentially a one-note gag, resulting in 
a mild chuckle as he chugs along in his 
meter-mobile at 5 mph. But the chuckle 
quickly turns into a sigh when you realize 
there aren’t any good jokes coming any 
time soon. While Roger painfully pines for 
his fresh-faced neighbor, Amanda (Barrett), 
he lives a shadow of a life: mocked at work 
and incapable of keeping even his volun- 
teer position as a Big Brother. Roger is 
clearly in need of a fix. Enter Thornton (Dr. 
P) and his extremist class for losers. Now, 
we’ve seen Billy Bob pull off some great 
performances and his turn in Bad Santa is 
inspired comedy. But in this sleepwalking 
turn, he clearly has no idea why he’s in this 
movie and is as eager to get through the 
experience as the audience will be. Roger 
enrolls in Dr. P’s supersecret confidence 
building class, which consists mostly of 
being yelled at by Thornton or harassed by 
his second-in-command (Duncan). Some of 
the supporting players provide a smile as 
the other class members in search of their 
“inner lion.” But when the story escalates 
to a Roger vs. Dr. P battle for Amanda, 
the character development has been so 
minimal and the jokes so disappointing, it’s

THE U.S. VS. JOHN LENNON 

D: David Leaf, John Scheinfeld. (PG-13, 

99 min.) 

Keeping company with the memory 
of John Lennon is usually time well- 
spent, and this documentary, which 
focuses mostly on the years the 
former Beatle lived in New York, 
is no different. Yet, if you come to 
the film expecting to learn any new 
details about Lennon’s legacy or the 
Nixon administration’s near-comical 
attempts to deport the rock icon, 
you’ll be sorely disappointed. The U.S. 
vs. John Lennon uses old documentary 
footage and lots of talking heads to 
tell a story about the political ferment 
of the late Sixties and early Seventies 
and Lennon’s participation in the polit- 
ical fray. It will probably be eye-open- 
ing to younger audiences who were 
not weened on this stuff, but to boom- 
ers, it will probably play like a VH1 
Behind the Music episode, which is 
essentially what this documentary is, 
having been co-produced by the afore- 
said music channel. Lennon’s image 
is further burnished by the active 
participation in this film of his widow 
Yoko Ono, and all the messier aspects 
of Lennon’s life during this period 
(drug use, marital infidelity, and politi- 
cal naivete) are barely mentioned, if 
at all. Some reference is made to the 
viewpoint that Lennon was used as 
a tool by more savvy political opera- 
tives of the time: Abbie Hoffman, Jerry 
Rubin, and the Black Panthers. The 
cast of talking heads paying tribute to 
the Lennon legacy or providing insight 
about the time range from Walter 
Cronkite to Geraldo Rivera, Angela 
Davis to G. Gordon Liddy, George 
McGovern to Bobby Seale, and Gore 
Vidal to Noam Chomsky. (One of the 
growing questions about this decade 
of documentary filmmaking is whether 
a film can legitimize its lefty creden- 
tials without including comments by 
standard-bearer Chomsky.) The first 
half of The U.S. vs. John Lennon is a 
historical review of the post-Beatles 
Lennon and the public artworks for 
peace he and his new bride fashioned 
to goad the a I ready-captive media 
circus that was consumed with their 
lives. The latter half explores the 
efforts of Nixon, FBI director J. Edgar 
Hoover, and Sen. Strom Thurmond to 
expel the British upstart from their 
shores. Passing comparisons are 
made between their clumsy tactics 
and the current-day PATRIOT Act sur- 
veillance allowances, but comparisons 
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between the rising tide of opinion against 
U.S. involvement in Vietnam and the pres- 
ent war in Iraq are mostly left unspoken. 

The U.S. vs. John Lennon is a refresher 
course in the perils of celebrity and activ- 
ism, but its syllabus and insights are purely 
remedial. - Marjorie Baumgarten

ALL THE KING'S MEN

Despite an A-list cast and director, it’s astonish- 
ing how bad this movie is. It’s furthermore astonish- 
ing since it’s a remake of the 1949 Academy Award- 
winner for best motion picture, which was itself an 
adaptation of poet laureate Robert Penn Warren’s 
Pulitzer Prize-winning novel. Loosely based on the 
career of Louisiana Governor Huey P Long, All the 
King’s Men is a story about the insidious dangers 
of demagoguery, a morality tale about absolute 
power corrupting absolutely. Penn acts up a storm, 
and his performance as Willie Stark is actually the 
only redeeming aspect of the movie. Yet Penn’s 
accent is often muddled, and the actors around him 
contribute a veritable gumbo of faux bayou accents. 
Rarely has such a great array of acting talent been 
so misused: The characters are not so much bad 
as they are wan and unformed.

James Ellroy’s 1987 book serves as the basis for 
De Palma’s film, and after a corker of a re-creation 
of the L.A. Zoot Suit Riots, the movie goes into a 
psycho-noir tailspin and never recovers. De Palma 
gets the atmosphere right and even some of 
Ellroy’s jazzy, back-and-forth retro-patter. Yet instead 
of slicing Ellroy’s meaty novelization down to size, 
De Palma crams almost the whole thing into his 
film, which makes for lots of snappy repartee but 
very little sense. There hasn’t been a studio-pro- 
duced American noir as gorgeous as this that has 
made as little sense as this since Howard Hawks’ 
splendid muddlement of Raymond Chandler’s 
The Big Sleep.

Judge’s 
future exists 500 years from now and postulates a 
dumbed-down world of mediocrity in which stupidity 
and sloth are the dominant human traits. Judge 
has always had an impeccable ear for satirizing 
modern American stupidity, be it with the Beavis 
and Butt-head cartoons, Office Space, or King of 
the Hill. The problem with Idiocracy is that the 
gags are often better than the scenes that contain 
them. The humor is delicious from the get-go as an 
offscreen narrator (Earl Mann) relates the tale of 
how an Army hibernation experiment is forgotten, 
leaving Joe (Wilson) and Rita (Rudolph) to wake 
up 500 years in the future to discover they are 
now the smartest people on Earth. The delivery in 
Idiocracy is frequently flat, but its vision is dead-on.

Remaining in constant contact with her cameramen 
through instant messaging and e-mail (indeed she 
credits the Internet as an “unseen collaborator”), 
Scranton reviewed the footage and directed the men 
from her home in New Hampshire over the course of 
their yearlong deployment. Narrowing down the focus 
to three men, Scranton (along with producer/ editor 
and Hoop Dreams director Steve James) carved a 
97-minute film out of more than 1,000 hours of 
footage. As raw and disturbing as it is wry and satiri- 
cal, the resulting portrait is a powerfully unique film 
that goes beyond commenting on Operation Iraqi 
Freedom to become a provocative meditation on war 
itself.

Instead of con- 
ducting a full-on exploration of the innumerable fac- 
ets of this national tragedy, Stone has opted to zero 
in on discrete individuals and tell their fact-based 
stories with a remarkable economy of expres- 
sionistic detail and bombast. The painstakingly 
accurate story of the two trapped Port Authority 
police officers, John McLoughlin (Cage) and Will 
Jimeno (Pena), is excruciating to endure, despite 
widespread knowledge of their situation’s fortunate 
outcome. Stone offers minor respite by crosscut- 
ting between the trapped men and their occasional 
hallucinations and families; another story strand is 
that of Dave Karnes (Shannon), the ex-Marine who 
rescues McLoughlin and Jimeno. His declamation, 
“You are our mission,” becomes the film’s healing 
moment. And although the conclusion is heavily 
sentimentalized, Stone finds the common ground 
Americans can rally around for relief from the dev- 
astation: We are, in the final analysis, good people.

Mastodon EMO'S, WEDNESDAY 4 

Mastodon became the undisputed god of the sea after unleash- 
ing its Moby D/ck-inspired Leviathan in 2004. Herman Melville’s 
“holy grail, white whale” was harpooned with vengeance by the 
Maiden guitar front of Brent Hinds and Bill Kelliher. Brann Dailor’s 
lightning-quick drum fills cracked oars and broke backs while Troy 
Sanders’ drowning basslines signified an epic turning of the tides. 

It’s an album that changed the way people think about modern 
metal. Suddenly, the intricacy and technicality of High on Fire, 

Boris, and Neurosis seems worthy of discussion alongside Johann 
Johannsson, Devendra Banhart, and Sufjan Stevens. 

Nevertheless, even with the release of their major label debut, 

Blood Mountain (Warner Bros.), the Atlanta-based quartet is still at 
odds with nature. 

“Things have gradually ascended for our band, but we’re still at 
the footstep of a giant slab of Mother Nature we’re trying to scale,” 
says Sanders during some downtime in Boise, Idaho. “The struggle 
and quest on Blood Mountain is completely metaphorical to our 
true-life journey, struggle, and sacrifice to achieve our goals.” 

For Mastodon, it’s survival of the fittest. On Blood Mountain, 
when the band is confronted with an avalanche of polyrhythmic 
metallurgy during “Siberian Divide,” it slices open the belly of the 
beast - a Brontotherium - to fend off hypothermia, hallucinations, 
and starvation before resorting to cannibalism. “It’s like in The 
Empire Strikes Back," Sanders explains. “You have to warm up 
inside of his guts.” 

Likewise, the band will tour relentlessly for the next nine months 
in an attempt to establish their stronghold at the summit of metal. 

“There’s a fine line between being driven and being fucking gj 

insane,” admits Sanders. “I’m still not sure which category we g 

fall under.” - Austin Powell >

Q. I had always thought lead poisoning was a 
thing of the past, hut my 9-year-old grandson has 
a blood lead level of 33. I don’t know how it hap- 
pened, hut I would like to know how to approach 
the problem. For instance, is chelation therapy OK 
for children? 

A. Lead exposure is an ancient problem, and 
lead poisoning remains unnecessarily common 
among children. It is estimated to affect 4.4% 
of children, most dramatically those under 2 
years of age, despite recent successful public 
health campaigns that have made the problem 
less common now than it was in 1974 when 
lead was removed from our gasoline supply. 
Some children continue to be exposed to levels 
of lead that will lower their IQs and increase 
behavior problems. 

For more than a century, everyone has agreed 
that lead is toxic, but how much lead a child can 
tolerate without suffering damage of some kind 
is yet unknown. At various times in the past, the 
safe limit for blood lead has been set at 25 micro- 
grams in 100 milliliters of blood, 20 mcg/dL, 

10 mcg/dL, and most recently, 3 mcg/dL. These 
numbers were based in part on an inability to 
find children in America with lower lead levels, 
and since children were obviously still alive with 
as little as 3 mcg/dL blood lead levels, it was 
assumed that this was a safe amount. We now 
know that blood lead levels less than 3 mcg/dL 
for infants can still result in a permanent loss 
of IQ points, a shortened attention span, and 
increased expression of anti-social behaviors. We 
don’t know how low is OK, and it will be years 
before research can answer this question, so for 
now the safest assumption is that any lead at all 
is detrimental to a child’s development. 

Avoidance of further lead exposure is the best 
remedy for lead intoxication. Be on the lookout for 
paint chips or dust that might contain lead. This 
is the most common source of lead for children. 
Don’t store acidic foods, such as citrus juice, in 
handmade ceramic pottery or in leaded crystal. 
Find out if there are any lead water pipes in your 
house or if lead-containing solder has been used 
to repair water pipes or your water heater. Lead- 
contaminated spices, purchased in foreign coun- 
tries and brought into the U.S., are occasionally 
found to be very high in lead. Do not allow small 
children to chew party and holiday paper decora- 
tions, candy-bar wrappers, and colorful sports 
trading cards, which may contain some lead. If 
you live close to any heavy industry, there may be 
lead in the air you and your child breathe. 

Chelation therapy is generally thought to be 
the last resort in the treatment of lead poison- 
ing. It involves the use of one or more chemicals 
that are designed to bind to lead and take it out 
of the body. There are several such chemicals 
with almost unpronounceable names that go 
by letters like EDTA, DMSA, BAL, dPEN, etc. 
Chelation therapy for children should be not 
considered unless a child’s blood lead level 
reaches at least 25 mcg/dL (some practitioners 
say 45 mcg/dL). Chelation therapy removes not 
only lead but also much needed nutritional min- 
erals such as copper, iron, zinc, and calcium. 

Since lead interferes with formation of hemo- 
globin, supplements of copper, iron, zinc, cal- 
cium, and vitamin C, are likely to assist in 
restoration of normal blood chemistry and lessen 
the impact of lead toxicity. In addition, these { 
nutrients tend to reduce the absorption and at f 
the same time increase the excretion of lead. f

I’ve always wondered: Does it hurt any- 
thing to drive my automatic transmission like 
a manual (i.e., put the shifter into first, then 
bump it to second, then to drive, then push the 
button to shift to overdrive)? I think it’s kind 
of fun. I’ve even told myself it must somehow 
be better for the car. Am I delusional? - Tim 

RAY: Are you delusional? We don’t 
know. That would be a question for your 
psychiatrist, Tim. Are you a knucklehead 
when it comes to cars? We can answer that 
one, Tim. 

TOM: I can’t think of any way in which 
it’s better for your car. But the good news 
is that it doesn’t do any harm. Unlike a 
manual transmission, which forces you to 
use up a little bit of your clutch disk every 
time you shift, an automatic transmission 
uses a fluid to transmit power from the 
engine to the driveshaft. So you’re not 
really causing any extra wear and tear. 

RAY: In fact, a lot of cars sold these days 
have optional “auto-manual” transmis- 
sions. Those are basically automatic trans- 
missions that have a separate “shift gate” 
that allows you to manually shift up and 
down through the gears. That’s exactly 
what you’re doing. 

TOM: They just make it easier to do by 
giving you a separate “gate” in which to 
do it; it lets you flick the shifter forward 
or backward to shift gears, without hav- 
ing to worry about accidentally slamming 
the shifter into reverse or park - which, 
by the way, is something you want to 
avoid, Tim.
